the king of the Grecians ſlew 1onathas by a 
train. His rcign over Iſracl was fix years. 
. Then was Simeon his brother King in his 
ſtead; againſt him came Aztiochws the ſecond 
King of the Grecians came to war ; bur S- 
gion met him and laid firſt and an ambuſhto 
entrap the Greeks, and then ordered his bat- 
rel in array againſt Aztiochus. After that, 
he with his whole hoſt made a face, fainin

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Whercupon Antioch King of the Grecians 
writ to Ptolomee king of Egypt, privily to - 


- murther Simeon king of Iſracl., Whom Pto- 


lome durſt not but obey, for at thatrime the 
king of Egypt was in ſubjc&ion to the 
Greeks. Therefore when Simeon came into 
Egypt to ſce his father in law Ptolomee he was 
received with great teaſting : but in the ſame 
time he had poyſon given, that he dyed 
thereof. Beſides this alſo, his ſon which 
came with him, .Ptolomee caſt in priſon. Theſe 
things juſtly chanced unto Simeon, for that he 
had tranſgreſſed the word of the Lord, that 
forbad al alliancewith the Gentiles. The time 
that he reigned over Iſrael, was eighteen 
years. | 

Then 7ob»his ſon reigned in his ſtead, who 
was called Hircanms inthe Greek tongue. The 
ſame Prolowee king of Egypt invaded 1iracl 
with all the power that he couid make. Bur 
Tohs the ſon of Simeon met him, and the Lord 


overthrew Ptolomee with his whole Hoſt,

Therefore 
hearing that Demetrizs was removed from 
Sichem toward Jeruſalem, intending to rake 
him in the City , he fled by night with. a 
few of his men to the mountains, and lurked 
there. 

' When the men of Ifracl that were in F#- 
aca, heard thatthe King was fled our of Je- 
ruſalem, and that the City was in' fear to 
come intothe hands of the Grecians : they 
gathered themſelves rogether, and ſtood for 
their lives, as though all had been one man, 
ro the nuraber of ten thouſand and ſer upon 
Demetrius Camp, killed all his beſt menof 
war, and ſpoiled all his Hoft, thar he fled 
from them, and came home into his Coun- 
cry with great diſhononr. 

This done, ' the King took heart to him, 
and returned to his Kingdom, bur the Phari- 


ſees fled to Berhſhemes, fortitying themſelves 


againſt rhe King, who having intelligence 


thereof ,, gathered an Army and went 
againft them , won the City, and*took 


in 
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in chains ,-and brought them to Jeruſa- 
lem. 4 
Then banqueted he all hisErvants upon 
the roof of his Pallace in a high place, where 
his learned Peeres did cat and drink, till they 
were drunk. And-inhis merry mood he com- 
manded thoſe cight hundred Phariſecs priſo- 
ners to be fctchr forth, and to be hanged cve- 
ry man of them upon gallowſes before him; 
N which fight tre drunk and laughed heartj- 
7 Afikr this he fell fick in the fonr and ewen- 
ticth year of his reign, of a grievous diſeaſe, 
a Quartain Ague, that held- him three years ; 
and for all rhis he ſhrunk not nor letted togo 
ro the war to encounter and fight with his 
enemies,what nation ſoeverrhey were round 
abour him, as though he had been! a whole 
man. Þt | 

In the 27. yearof his reign, which was the * 
third of his fickneſle, he made an expedition - 
intothe Land of Moab, .againſt a certain 
Ciry called Rabaga, to ger it by force.” At 
which time he was very fick and weak ; 
wherefore his wife Alexandre the queen went 


with him, fearing leaſt he ſhould 'dyc by the 


way.” And as he 'encamped himſelf againſt 
the Ter and urged it fore with affiiles; his 
fickneſle increaſed upon himtHoreHAl mote: 
Whetefore his wife, pefecivins #hat he m" 
: "2-2 like 
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like to dye, wept bitterly for him, and faid ; 


to whom ſhall I be ſo bold asro ſhewmy 
face whenth@ art once dead, - ſecing. thou 
haſt wrought ſuch miſchief. againſt the Pha- 


riſees, whom all the Land favourcth, and 


following their traditions , obey their in- 
ſtrutions ? if they ſhall be diſpoſed to re- 
venge themſclves upon me and thy youn 

children,they ſhall have ayd of all that dwel 
inthe Land. The King anſwered, Weep not, 
nor ſhew any reſemblance of penſiveneſle : I 
will tell thee what thou ſhalr do; and if thou 
wiltfollow my counſel, thou ſhalr proſper & 
reign,thou and thy children as thou wouldeſt 
defire ; pur caſe I dye, there is no manin the 
world need know thereof : tell thou every 
man therefore that ask for me thar I am fick, 
and will not thac any man ſhall come at me. 
In the mean while anoint and ſcafon me with 
balms, fight with courage againft this city, 
till chou win it, and then return to Jeruſalem 
with joy: and beware thou put on no mourn- 
ing apparrel, nor weep, bur bring me unto 
Jeruſalem, and lay me on a bed like a fick 
man, and after call rogether the chief of the 
Phariſces, bring rhem whereTam, and ſpeak

| himinto the fire, orto the dogs, or bury him 


hath beenever your enemy, I know it very 
well : wherefore take him if ye liſt, and caft

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it-ſhall be ar your choiſe : I know well they 
are pititul men, and ſo full of mercy, that. 
they. will bury. me, honourably, and appoint 
ſome. one of! my. ſons' whom they like. 
beſt robe King.;; The queen did there- 
fore as ſhe was inſtructed of the King. And 
when ſhe had won Rabaza, ſhe joytully re- 
rurned to Feryſalerm : aiter that gathered to- 
gether the elders of the Phariſees, and ſpake 
ro them as' the King had adviſed her. The 
Phariſees hearing that the King was dead, and 
that his body was 1n their hands ro do with- 
al-whar they liſt, rhey anſwered the Queen, 
God forbid we ſhould do this unto our Lord, 
the anointed of God : He was the King and 
high Prieſt ; whar though he were a finner, 
yet his death ſhall be an expiation for all his 
iniquities. Therefore we will beywail him, 
and moura for him, yea, we will carry his 
coffin our ſelves on our necks, and bury him. 
as it becometh a kings Majeſty,& fo they did. 
Therime that he had reigned was xxvii.yearsz 
after him reigned his wife 4 lexandra in his 
ſtead ; forthe Phariſees after they had finiſh- 
ed the ſeventh day of the morning, they 
committed the Kingdom unto her. She had 
two ſons by the King : the Elder was called. 
| Hircanus, the other _Arifebulus,, Hircanus 
was ajuſt man anda righteous, but Ariſtobu- 
lus was a warriour and a man of courage x 
D: 3 _ beſtdes 
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beſides thar of a familiar and loving coun- 
renance. Hefavourcd alſo the learned' men 
and followed rheir inftruction. But K:rca- 
ws his Elder Brother, loved the Phariſees. 

On a tiine therefore when tne Queen fate: 
inthe throne of her Kingdom, ſhe cald. the 
ancients of the Phariſees before her, honour- 
ed them, 'and commanded to. releaſe and fet 
at liberry all ſuch Phariſees as the King her 


.husband, and her father in Law had caſt in 


priſon, and taking the Phariſees by the hands 
ſhe cammanded all Iſrael to obey their ordi- 
nances. Then made ſhe Hircanws her fon high 
Prieſt, and Ariſtobulus Lieftenant of the wars, 

She ſent alſo to all the Lands that her hus- 


_ bandandfatherin Law had ſubdued, and de- 


manded the noble mens ſons for pledges, 
which ſhe kept in Jeruſalem. So the Sr 
gave to the Queen quictnefſe from all that 
were under her ſubjefion. She gave alſo 
the Phariſees authority over the learned ſorr,

the Mountains. But the Romans followed 
the chaſe, and flue them every man.

Ariſtobulus wonld not yield, bur fought 


alone, alchough his helmer was broken, til 
he had divers ſore wounds in his. head : and 
then fel he to the ground, & the Romans took 
him yetalive, brought him to Gebinizs who 
comforted him, commanding his Surgeo 
ro heal him, and after ſent him to the Con- 
ſul and Senate of Rome, where he was-put 
in priſon yet once again. And this, rife Sc- 
nate taking pity of Ariftobulus wife, which 
was reporcd to be a very wiſe-woman, re- 
leaſed her two ſons our of Priſon, and fe 
them at liberty. Alexander , the one 
of thoſe, could not be content, bur rebelled 
onceagain againit- Hircanus and the Romans 
Governours. . For, he gathered together 
much people of Ifracl, encountred-with one 
of the Romans Governors that Gabinias had 
appointed, and gave him the overthrow :_ but 
proceeding further ro fight with G-binin: 
had the worſe, and many of the [Iſraelites 
were {lain, yet he eſcaped and fled, This done;

Gdbinius camero Jeruſalem, and renned the 
Kingdom of Iſracl tro Hircanns the fourth 
rime. 
About rhis time one of the Senatours 
ives at Rome conceived a child, and dyedin 
he birth and travell thereof : They there- 
fore that were abour her, ſtraight way ript 
her, and gar the child out alive, whom they 
named I1ul;as, and becauſe his mother was 
ut., they called him Ceſar. This child 
rowing to great towardnels, and coming to 
mans ecftare,, rhe Counſul and Senate ſent 
him into the wars, and whatſoever he did, 
he had good fortune,and proſperous ſucceſs. 
"WHe' deprived the Grecians of the Empire and 
dominion, tranſlating it to the Romans. : Ma- 
y-Provinces alſo beſides rhat he did ſubdue, 
and returning to Rewe with a power, attemp- 
ed to pert the dominion, and ſole power 
over them. Bur'they had made ſolemn ſta- 
utes in the time of their progenitors, never 
to ſuffer any King among them, or any man 
o have perpetuall rule overthem ; wherefore 
they would not make 7zlius King : Vpon 
his roſe amongſt them great and morrall 
ars, ſo that Tulizs flue a great many .of 
hem, and. without number. When Pow- 
ins underſtood-thar Ceſar raigned at Rome, 
and had killed che Conſul, and:Senare,: with 
all the Nobilicy of Rome , he gathered $4 
ther 
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ther his whole Army out of Arabia,and made 
toward him : T#lias having intelligence of 
his coming againſt him , ſent for Ariffobuluc 


out of priſon, ſpake friendly unto him, gave 


him a power , and made him grand Captain 
thereof, bidding him to go and encounter 
with Pompeius : Indeed his army was a 
ſtrong army, and he himſelf a King of no 
ſmall prownefs, and valiantneſs. Pompeins 
hearing that CAriftobulus came againſt him, 
was ſore afraid of his valiantne(s, and of his 
hoſt ; wherefore*he ſent ro the inhabitants 
of leruſalem that were under his obedience, 
that they ſhould preſent. 4riftebulus with 
ſome gift, whereby they might deceive 
him, and poyſon him. The Inhabitants of 
Jeruſalemat his requeſt, ſent unto Arifletulns 
2a preſent, by cenain Noble men, wherecat 
Ariſtobulus was right joyfull , and did eat 
and banquet with them, till he was over- 
come with drink,then they impoyiſoned him, 
and he dyed : The time thar he raigned over 
Iſrael was four years, and fix moneths, He 
was a good man of war, hardy in fight, and 
a man of amiable countenance. Ro 
Pompeins receiving tidings of his death, the 
more gladder proceeded: toward Rowe ra be- 
ſiege it : Bur Zulins methimin the way, and 
deſtroyed him and his hoſt, whereby rhe 
Empire was eſtabliſhed unto Julius : He af- 
| | ret 
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cer this, ſent preſents to the King of Syrze; 
and into Zgyps , by his Captains, to allure. 
chem. to his friendſhip : Amntpater adviſed 
Hircan's to aid Tulins, if perchance he 
might win his favour, which H:rcanss did :: 
and Antipater was Captain of the hoſt, who 
played the man, and found ſuch favour with 
Inlies , that he made him Lievrenant of his 
wars z and after he had fought ſundry and 
great batrells, he returned to Jerwſalem with 
grear honour, and by the way proſpered 
much more. - Hircanms after this, made Pha- 


ſelus Amtipaters Son Governour of Jeruſalem, 


and Herod his third Son preſident of Galilee. 
There wasa. cenain young man at that time 
in ferafalems called Hiztizs , a valiant man 
of war, to whom adherd all ſuchas werein 
any diftreſs , and he becametheir Captain. 
Theſe went and ranged about in Syr/a, roving 
and murdering in ſuch fort, that the Syrzans 
were weary of their lives, for fear of them. 
Wherefore the King of Syriz ſent unto Herod 
Ruler of Galzlee ,, deſiring him ro kill that 
Hitkias and his complices : whereupon MHe- 
rod prepared himſelf, and wentto meer with 
Hiztigs as hereturned from the ſpoyLot Syria, 
came upon him unawares and flew him and 
his men. Whereupon when the King of 
Syria was certified, he ſent a noble reward 
unto Herod, of filver, gold, and precious 
E 4 ſtones ;

ſtones ; by which, and by like means, he be- 
came very famous. The Noble men of ads 
made their complaint unto Hircanus upon 
Antipater, and his Sons, for their ſore op- 
prefling the Land of 1sda, deſiring that Herod 
might be ſummoned from Galzlee , ro appear 
in judgment, and anſwer with other for the 
killing of HiFtias. The King therefore ſent 
for him, and heupon that came to Heruſalem, 
appeared before 'the Judges, princely appa- 
relled , with a guilt ſword girt about him, 
whoſe pride an ancient man '(called Sams) 
blamed, and reprehended alfo his {tour hearr, 
but he would not give car unto him, nor yet 
regard the Judges. When Hircanus percci- 
ved that the Judges had almoſt determined 
ro give judgment againſt the young man, and 
ro make him away, he took pity on him, and i 
ſaid, we will not give ſentence'to day, to 
morrow is anew day , and by that means de- 
livered him our of their hands : Herod knew 
not afore that it was a matter of life and death, 
that night therefore he fled to the king of 
Syria, declaring all what had hapned unto 
him. The King of $yri« let him have a ſtrong 
Army',.and came with him himſelf, purpo- 
ſing to befiege Jerwſalem:: Bur his Father An- 
tipater, and his eldeſt brother Phaſelas , came 
forth unto him, and rebuked him , ſaying ; 
Is this the reward that thou rendereſt _

King Hircanus ,:that took pity.on thee , and 
would not have thy blood ſhed 2 . Therefore 
they willed him to- depart from Jeruſalem, 
unto. whom: he condeſcended , after he-had 
once let the Inhabitants of /erufalem know. 
what he could do, :and had ſhewed them his 
power. Julius Emperour of Rome, abour 
that time (as he was worſhipping in the houſe 
of his God) was murthered by the conſpira- 
rion of certain of thera which had ſerved Pom- 
peins that was flain, as is afore: mentioned : - 
The name of one of them thar killed him 
was Caſsins, of the Country of Macedonia, 
who fled thither, being afraid to tarry at 
Rome : this Caſs: had great dominivns in 
Macedoyia. CAmnipater allo of whom we 
ſpake,' was a great ſcourge to the, Noble- 
menof Iuda, and a grear deal ſforer manthen 


| was Hircanus himſclf : Yea, Hircaxxs could 


do nothing in compariſon of him, for he had 
no rule himſelf, but 1ntipater and his Sons 
bare all the ſway throughout all the Realm: 
Moreover, Antipater was in great eſtimation 
with all the Kings of that time. And foral(- 
muchas he ſo ſore oppreſſed the Iews , they 
—_—— hatred him , and conſpired 'ro kill

+, There was a man in great authority abour 
Hircanus, named eHalchias, by whoſe means 
they: wronght :this matter. .He comumed 
the 
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the Kings Butler with rewards, to pur poyſon 
in Axtipaters cup, which as ſoon as he had 
drunk, he died. Theſe things his ſons Pha- 
ſelus and Herod diſſembled and winked ar, as 
though they knew nothing. Notwithſtand- 
ing they privily writ unto Caſsiz: that reigned 
in cMacedonia, certifying him of this deed. 
Soon after came Caſ5iu to Tyre, from whence 
heſent Meſengers tro Hircaym to come unto 
him, who came, and with him «<I#elchias, 
Phaſelus , and Herod : Caſsius entertaining 
them all in his lodging, willed his men, that I * 
wharſoever Herod bad them, they ſhould do ill | 
it. Herod willed them to kill Malchias, they If ! 
ſlew him, therefore fitting hard by Hircanus Ill | 
fide, Hircanus demanded of the ſons of ll 
Amtipater the cauſe hereof : who anſwered, 

is it not manifeſt that King Ceſ5i#s ſervants 
flew him, and we know not why, Therefore 
Hircanus ftood in fear of Phaſe/ms and Herod, 
being certain that this was theirneed. Where- 
fore he ſaid unto them, this Malchias was 
worthy of ſuch a death, for he was a crafty 
man, and an Uſurer. 

Theſe things done, 0Gavine Anguſtue bro- 
thers ſon unto Fuliws that was murthered 
cameto Rome : and the people of Rome 
made him their Emperour. Hehad a fellow 
in office named Marcus Antonius bis uncle. 
OtFavianns therefore ſeeing to the Govern- 

ment 
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ment of Rome, ſent Marcus Antonius to way 
upon Cſ5ius, and to revenge Fwulias death. 
Unto him Hircanue ſent a preſent, a crown of 
gold, in which were ſer ſundry preciogs 
ſtones, praying him to ſtrengthen, his King- 
dom in his hands. and to be a means of a 
leagueto be made between Ofavius Auguſtus, 
King of Kings, and him , as there was be- 
rween him and. Fulivs, which Antonius 
granted. About that time Axtigonus Son of 
Ariſtobulus writ to Pagurus King of the Perſe- 
ns, O ayd him againſt Hirceanus, to remove 
him, andro reſtore the Kingdom to himſelf, 

romifing to give him tor his travel, five 
hundred pound weight of gold, andan hun- 
dred [Ifracliriſh virgins, So. Pagaras gathered 
an hoſt againſt iſracl,and Antigonus departed 
our of Jeruſalem with much people of Hracl 
that took his part, and joyned themſclves to 
Pagers. 

T heſe cameto Jeruſalem, befieged it, fought 
many skirmiſhes, & gave many great aſſaults 
unto ir,till at length they undermined the Ci- 
ty,then took they Hircanus and ſlew Phaſelus, 
Andrto theintent Hircanws might be clean re- 
moved from the Prieſthood, Antipoxne that 
bad deprived-him of the Kingdom, cut of 
(beſides that) one of his. cars, But Herod 
eſcaped and ficd-to Augn/ins, Emperoux of 
Rome. | | 
Pazurus 
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Pagurus therefore having made :Antigonus 
King of Jeruſalem, returned home into Per- 
fa, carrying Hircanss as priſoner with him, 
Burt Avgvftus appointed Herod to be King 
over all F#d:, giving to him a very ſtrong Ar- 
my of the Romans to obtain it withal.. In 
the way thirher, Herod met with Alexandra, 
Hircanus Daughter, and Marimi her Daugh- 
ter, that ſhe had by Alexander ſon of Ariſts- 
bulss, and brought them again into the Land 
of Iſrael, where he rook eMarimi to wife, 
and ſolemnized the marriage with her in the 
mount of Gal;lee, for there the chief of all 
Iſrael dwelt, with whom he rook peace. 


| EMarcns Antonius companion in Office with 


Octavian Auguſtus, about that time made 2a 
voyage through all the Weſt countries to 
ſubdue them to the Romans, together with 
Egypt, Damaſco and Syria, Him Herod accom- 
po tothe flood of Euphrates, and helped 

im not a little. For the Arabians lay in wait 
for him inthe way, and intercepted all that 
would ayd Marcas Antionius Herod met with 
them and vanquiſhed them. Wheretore 4x- 
fonius was very glad of Herods valientneſle, & 


brought him again to Iſrael, rogether with. 


Caſs'us his captain & Liefrenant of the wars, 

having alſo hisLetrers to al the Captains of 

Syria,this tenor.e ſhall underſtand that our lord 

and Maſter Octavian Auguſtus, King of Kings, 
| hat 
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appo'nted Herod the ſon of Antipater, to be 
king of all the Land of Fuda.Therefore as ſoon as 
theſe Letters comg wnto you, ye ſhall with ſpeed 
ayd him, No man ſhall be excnſed : all that can 
bear Arms ſhall go with him to Jeruſalem, t8 
vanquiſh Antigonus the Kings adverſary : who 
ſo refuſeth ro go with him, it ſh:ll be lawfu! for 
the warrionrs to flay him forthwith. 1 Marcus 
Antonius have ſworn by my ſword 1 wil not alter 
this that I have ſaid. When the Captains ofSy- 
ria had read this, they reſorted wholly troHe- 
rod, fo that his hoſt was wonderfully increa- 
ſed: Antigonws hearing of this ſent one Pomper. 
us Lievtenant of his wars, againſt them, who 
fought a ſore battel with them, that much 


. people were ſlain on both ſides. Joſeph King 


Herods brother was ſlain in that barrel;  Not- 
withſtanding, - at. the length Antigenus hoft 
wentro the worſt, and had the overthrow. . . 
' 'SO.Herod and Caſ5jus procceded to Jeru- 
ſalem, and-beficged ir. the third year after He- 
rod was made: king of Iſrael. And when 
they had barrerd down a piece of the wall, 
Caſcin with the Romans entred into the 
tewn, and made a great ſlaughter, in Jeruſa- 
lem; : They entred alſo into the SanQuary, 
and attempted ro enter into the $ »4d7:m 
Sandtorum, but Herod and his men lept be- 
tween it and them, and ſtood with their 
drawn ſwords in the Temple door, to with- 
ſtand 
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ſtand their enterpriſes. Hered was alſo diſ- 
pleaſed with Caſs#s for his cruelty, and ſaid, 
If ye will deſtroy all che inhabirants of the 
City, upon whom ſhall I reignin the King- 
dom that 4aguſins hath given me : Where- 
fore ſtraight-way Caſſius cauſed proclamati- 
onto be madethrough all hishoft, thar no 
man,upon pain of death ſhould kill one Ifrac- 
lite more. This done, Herod apprehended 
Antizonas, and delivered him bound to Caſſi- 


us. He rewarded alſo Caffius Souldiers both 


with gold and filyer. Then Caffius offered 
a preſentuntothe Lord, a Crown of gold, 
for he was ſore affraid of Gods diſpleaſure, 
becauſe he had fought againſt the holy City. 
That done, hetook his journey, and rerurn- 
ed into Egypt,and Amtigones as priſoner with 
him. Thither ſent Herod amo him a royal 
reward, to make away 4Amgonus and'ro mur- 
ther him, fearing leaſt he ſhould make'claim 
unto the Kingdom again, Whereunto Cafſi- 
us conſented and flew Antigenns. 


CHAP, 
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CHAP.1I II. 


Sar Hus was the Kingdom ſurely cſta- 
bliſhed ro Herod. Then made he 

$ wats upon all the Nations that were 
about him, conſtraining them to 
become tributaries, by which means he 
grew to ſuch power, as never any of his pre- 
deceſſours were to be comparcd unto him. 
Aﬀeer all this, Pagurus King of Perſ6a releaſed 
out of priſon, Hircavus Son of Alexander,and 
promoted . him to be head of all the 1ſra- 
clites that were fled intothe Land of Sexnaazr, 
and into the dominion of the Perſians, and 
he became their King. This Hircanas had a 
tervent deſire to ſee the holy city, .and the 
houſe of the ſanuary : alſo how Herod 
(whom he took for his Son) and his king- 
dome did. Herod hearing that Hi: canus (who 
had been priſoner at Babylon) was now ſer art 
liberty, and in great honour he was afraid of 
him , miſtruſting leaſt the 1/74e/ites would 
reſtore unto themſclves the kingdome of 


their Fathers ; wherefoxe he caſt in his mind 
how 
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how to do him a miſchief : He then writ 
this letter unto Pagares, the contents where- 


of were ſuch 5 Thou ſhalt anderſiand that Hur- 
canus #& he that brought me up, and uſed me 


even 45 hu Son, Now therefore ſince I came to 
be King in Jeruſalem , I heve called to my re- 
membrance the goodneſs that he hath don to me, 
wherefore my deſire i to reward him according 
to his benefits' ; therefore I reqaire thee to ſen1 
him to me, , otherwiſe aſſare thy ſelf of wars 
between thee andthe Titaclites, with their con-

Pagurns having read this letter , ſent to 
Hircanus , giving him to underſtand, thar it 


he would goto Hered he might ; bur not- 


withſtanding Herods threats ; he ceaſed not 
to give to Hircanus all good: counſell- he 
could, adviſing him to rake heed *of Herod, 
becauſe he is ({aith he) a'bloodſhedder,and a 
breaker of his Teague : And'he hath: called 


thee, for no love he beareth thee, butbecauſe 


he feareth thee. As long as'thou liveſt ſhall 
he never ſleep ſoundly , leaft the kingdome 
ſhould be devolved unto thee : Tr is better 
for thee to © remain{ here iti ſome” honour;

Hircahpus thert- 
fore rook his journey toward 7eruſalem ; arid 
Herod came forth to meet him , embraced 
him , and kifled him , after brought himro 
his houſe, and feafted him daily,-calling him 
his farher before all men, albeir in his heart 
he conſpired to kill him, which Alexandra 
his daughrer , and Mother in law to Herod 
kniew well enough, who opened it unto Hir- 
canxs, but he would nor credit her at the firſt; 
cill an atime he perceived the matter clearto 
be ſo : then deviſed he how to flye ro Maloc 
King of Arabia, he ſent therefore to Males 
to ſend him-horſe, and a Chariot to fly with- 
all, bur che meſſenger dealt unfaithfully, and 
lewdly with him , for he bronght Hircapus 
letters privily unto Herod, who rewarded 
him well for his labour , and bad him go to 
Maloc, and to let him know what anſwer 
Males gave. The meſſenger upon this, went 
and delivered the erters ro Malo, who fulfil- 
led Hircanus requeſt, ſent him horſes and a 
chariot, , writine in this fort : I have ſent 
thee horſes and horſemen', come therefore 
unto me, and wharſoever thy heart defireth, 
I will do it for thy ſake : So the meffenger 
broughttheanſwer ſecretly to Herod ,whete- 
vpon 
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upon he ſent ſtraight to the place in which 
he underftood Males men to Jurk waiting 
for Hircauws, and cauſed to apprehend them 
alive. Then Herod commanded to call to- 
gether the Elders, before whom he willed 
alfo Hircenns to be brought, and of him the 
King demanded ; rell me whither thou haſt 
wricten any letter ro Malec King of Arabia 2 
he anſwered, I writnone. 8 8 

"Then was Riſtins che meſſenger brought in 
as his accuſer, and the men of war alſo of 
CArabiathat were apprehended, who decla- 
red the whole mater before the counſell , fo 
that Hircanus was quite daſhed : Then the 
King commanded him to be put tro death, 
and ſo: was the kingdome eſtabliſhed unto 
Herod. The time that Hireanss raigned, was 
40, years, and 6. months. After the death of

With this and ſuch like words , ſhe ſo 
moved. the King ,. that he commanded to 


bring Marimi forth , and to be beheaded in 


the high ftreete of the City. And as ſhe. 
was brought forth:into the Market place of 
the City, all the women of the City follow- 
ed her : Alexandra her Mother alſo curſed 
and railed at her, ſaying, come out thou that 
haſt abhorred thy husband ,” and conſpired 
againſt thy Lord : Alexandre wept alſo, as 
chough it had been for the wickedneſs thar 
her daughter had committed, thinking ſure- 
ly to pleaſe the King by that means, and to 
blear his eyes, if peradventure he might 
ſuffer her to live, till ſhe might have oppor- 
tunity to poyſon him. Marini thus goi 

to execution held -her peace, and looked nei- 
ther to the right hand, norto the lefr, nor 
yet feared death any rhing , knowing that ſhe | 


was innocent in deed , and thought,” and 


there« 


fore ſhe accuſed her further, ſubtrning falſe; Fre 
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' therefore God would render her a good re- 


ward in the world ro come ; wheretore the 
bared her Neck withour fear , and they cut 
off her. head; ing che innocent blood. 
Bur God made. no in . puniſhing the 
ſame, for there fell a fore plague and peſti- 
lence inthe houfe of Herad, ſorhar his chief 
ſervams, his Noble women , and Concu- 
bines died fore chereof , yea, throughour all 
I:dea' raigned the peſtilence vehemently; 
which affi:&tions all 1ſrae! knew well enough, 
chanced —_— tor the _ - Marini. 
T ed theretore unto the Lord, ſaying, 
Sg for the offence of one man , deal bp 
cruelly with the whole congregation f rhe 
Lord rook pity therefore upon the land, and 
wichdrew the plague from the people. The 
King repented him alſo, that he had ſhed 
blood without a cauſe; and love ſogrewin 
his heart that he was ſick, and ar deaths door. 
Then Alexandra eMarimis mother, ſought 
means how to poyſon him, which being ur- 
tered unto the King, he commanded to ap- 
prehend her, and to kill her. In this manner 
dealt Herod with all the poſterity of the Ma- 
chabers, leaving none alive that were called 
by the name : Herod pur to death alſo Toſe- 
phat the husband of Sulumich. 

The King had two Sons , Alexander and 
Ariſtobwlns, by Marimi bis wife: They wer 
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both 'ar Rome when their Mother ſuffered, 
for-rheir Father the King had ſent thern thi- 
ther to-learn the Romane tongue : ' Wheti 
they heard ridings of their -Mochers death; 
they wept and mourned for her, hating their 
Father for his crucky. Soon atter the King 
cheir father recovered of. his ſickneſs, was 
eftabliſhed in his Kingdome , builded ſtrong 
cities, and toſe rogreat proſperity. In the 
thirteenth year of his reign , there fell a great 
dearth in the land , wherefore the King rook 
out of his treaſure, much gold and filver, and 
precious ſtones, wherewith he ſent inro Zgypr; 
and procured plenty of corn, and refreſhed 
with bread all that lackt, and was in diftrefs 
of hunger; yea, he ſpared nor his own pro- 
per goods : And not onely £6 the 7/raelires 
ſhewed he this liberality, bur alſo toall that 
came unto him out of other ftrange Nations, 
hearing of his renown : Moreover, in; all his 
wars he had good fortune : Beſidesthis, he 
rhonghr ir good to renew the houſe of the 
SahQtuary ', whereupon he deliberated with 
the /ſraclites, 'to have their advice for the 
building of ir, after the ſame 'quantity and 
meaſure that Solomon King of 7/rael had 
builded it* For the T-ws returning from cap- 
tivity inthe rime of Cyreſch, began to build 
it afrer che meaſtre that 'Coreſch 'preſcribed 
them, and nor as it was before, The King of 
Iſrael 
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' Iſrael hearingthat the King was purpoſed to 
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pu down the Temple. ro the ground, and 
uild-it afreſh;:they made him.-no; anſwer, 
fearing leaſt when he had pulled; ir down, he 
would nor be ſo' haſty. to build-itup again. 
Bur the King pracelving whar they fearcd in 
their minds, {aid he would not ſlack the mar- 
rer, nor reſt till he had brought it to paſle. 
He ſaid moreover, that he would take our of 
his treaſury plenty of gold and. filver, and 
give it to graving : alſo precious ſtones,

Carpenters alſo and Maſons he would deli- W wy 
ver Timber and Stones, Gold and Silver, MW þ; 
Braſle and Iron, to make all things neceſſary MW 
tothe work. Wherefore it he pulled down W

. So hepulled down the Houſe, and repair- W q, 
ed it again, and finiſhed ir in length a hundred © 74 
cubits, all of white Marble ſo that the whole BY & 
hight of the ſtone was in all, a hundred and 
ewenty .cubirs. For the Foundation wa ſ T 
twenty . cubits within the ground, and 1 C 
hundred above. The breadrh of every ſtone © xy 
was twelve cubits, and the thickneſle there th 
of eight cubirs, every ſtone was of like -big-Þ tai 
"neſle. The gares of the. Houſe he covered il oy 
with finegold and preciou: Stones finely ſet th 


therein : the threſholds were of Silver, _ ih 
the 
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thetops alſs. He made alſo a Vine of gold; 
a marvellous cunning picce of work, the 
arms thereof or bigger branches, were glitte-' 
ring gold, the leſſer branches, ſlips, or lateſt 
ſhootcs of gold, ſomewhat red, and all above 
was ycllow gold, whereupon hung cluſters of 
Chryſtal.The vine was ſo great that it weigh: 
eda thouſand pound weight of pure gold. 
In all the world was not the liketo be ſeen; 
He made alſo a ny and before the porch 
ewo walls of Silver, marvellouſly cunningly 
wrought. Bchinde the houſe roward the 
Weſt, he made a court of a hundred fifty cu- 
bits long, and a hundred in breadth, which 
was paved with pure Marble. Toward the 
ſouth and north, the length of the court was 
alſo a hundred and fifty cubits, and a hun- 
dred in breadth, He erected in it alſo a him- 
dred and fifty Pillars of white Marble in four 
rancks. The length of one ranck was a 
fourty cubirs, and every Pillar was fourry 
cubits high, and three cubitrs thick. 
The pillars were all of like meaſure, as the 
Court of the North fide, and of the South 
was alſo of like meaſure, with all the pillars 
thereof. Towards the eaſt, the court con- ' 
tained ſeven hundred: and tweoty cubits; 
evento the brook Cedron-: no. man eyer ſaw. 
the like building in all che world. 'The Vine 
that he tmade, placed he before the porch: - 
G the 
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the extream parts of the Court, he made 
alſo walkes and galleries of ſuch height, that 
they that walked thercin , mighty eafily ſec 
the waters running in the brook Cedron by 
the ſpace of a cubir; Fetween the porch and 
the houſe alſo (as though it were a vail or 
partition) the King made a wall of Silver, 
of half an handful thick. In the which 
was a door of beaten gold, and upon 
the gate a ſword of gold. of twelve pound 
weight. There were certain Poſes graven 


in the ſword, 4s this ; What ſtranger ſoever ap- 


proacheth nigh here, let him dye for it, So the 
things that Herod made in the Temple, were 
wonderful : neither was there ever heard of 

_ 1nall the world, any King that was ableto 
erc& ſuch a building. 

When the work was finiſhed, the King ſent 
ſentto Saro1s his paſtures, for his Cattel, from 
whence were brought him three hundred 
young Bullocks, and very many ſheep, ac- 
cording to his Princely eſtate. So then they 
dedicated and hallowed the houſe with great 
joy and gladneſle. 

There was one certain day inthe year,when 
as.the King was accuſtomed to makea great 
feaſt to all his Court, to all his Nobles and 
Sages in Iſracl : Againſt that ſelf fame day 
the King was minded to finiſh his works, 
which made both him more glad, and all his 

people 
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pevple. The ſame alſo was commanded 
ro be done in all the Provinces of his King- 
dom, ſending his Letters by his Purſaivants 
ro the Noble men, Captains, and Preſidents 
of the Provinces, that they ſhould obſerve 
char” day afterthe ſame manner every year. 
The people alto that were ſquandred in theit. 
enetmes countries,their head Rulers 8 Cap- 
tains came our of every Country, far agd 
neer,to ſecthe Houſe and the King, for they 
could never believe it, till chey had ſeen it: 


and'when they had ſeen it,it exceededfar thar 


' they had heard of it. - 


- *Thele thinps dove, the Kings two Sons; 
Alexander and -Aviffobulys which he had by 
Marimi, came homie fron!”

Tf I forger my 
mother that was ſlain guiltleſſe and without 
crime,then let me forget my right hand. Theſe 
and ſuch like words ſpake the young man, 
not without rears in the preſence of 0fFavian 
ſo that his bowels were much moved,and the 
Noble men that were about 0:Zavian, could 
not abſtain from weeping, but lamented 
greatly. | 
Ottaviap firſt reproved Hersd for his great 
tranſgrefſion and cruclty ; then laboured he 
to pacific the young man with comfortable 
words, bidding him ro honour his Father, 
and to ſubmit himſelf unto him.

Bur to 
Salamith he ſaid, doeſt thounot conſider how 
the ſons of Marimi know that their mother 
was put to death by thy counſell ? therefore 
if they may bring to paſs ro make the King 
away, they will hew thee to pieces. But 
when the young men heard this, they came 
before the King, and ſwore , they never in- 
tended to hurc their Farther, and with wee- 
ping they ſo perſwaded the King that he be- 
lieved them, and they got his favour again : 
whereat ©4tipater was not a little diſplea- 
ſed , therefore he hyred falſe witneſſes, ro 
ſay they ſaw A exander the Kings Son upon 
a certain night , with his ſword drawn be- 
fort} the Kings Palace , minding ro murther 
Antipater. He (ubborned alſo certain of the 
Kings ſervants to witneſs againſt Alexander, 
that he ſhould give them great rewards to al- 
lurethem to his pleaſure, and ro abuſe them 
in unnaturall venery , which they refuſed. 
Moreover, that he deſired them to poyſon 
the King, which they would nor agree alſo. 
to do : Whereupon the King was ſore dif- 
pleaſed rowards him, commanding not only 
him, bur all 'thar took his parr, ordefended 
his integrity , to he apprehended-and pur in 
priſon, rhar execution might be done upon 
them. Then Alexander writ unto Archelans 

| G 4 z his 
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his Father in law ,” defiring him to come ta 
Teruſalem to his Father Herod. 

This Archelaws was a very wiſe man, and 
a Noble counſeller : when he was come to 
Teruſalem , Herod was very glad of his com- 
ing, and demanded what matters brought 
him thither at that preſent, he anſwered, I 
have heard that Alexander thy Son , and m 
Son inlaw, hath attempted co rebell again 
thee ; it is not poſſible but my daughter his 
wife ſhould he acceſſary of this thing, and 
yet ſhe hath nat ſhewed it unto thee, where- 
fare I utterly deteſt her, as one that hath 
conſpired againſt thee ; yer nevertheleſs, I 
know well that for the lovethou beareſt unto 
me, thou wouldeſt ſparc her , for this cauſe 
I am come unto thee, that when thoughaſt 
put her to death, I alſo may flay my daugh- 
ger ; foritis better that we ſhould makerhem 
away, then they us. | 
| Herod hearing this, was very glad,and gave 
creditto his friendſhip : when Archelaus per- 

p_ that Herod had a good opinionot him, 
; healtered his communicatioa , ſaying to the 

King ; Firſt ler us diligently examine , and 

well try the cauſe, foraſmnch as there are 

many. falſe witneſſes, and lying perſons in 
the world, and ler us not ſhed innocent blood 

upon any uncertainty : For Arcbelans had a 

great ſuſpition that Hered had given too light 

a_—_— credit, 
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credit, knowing how ready he was to hear an 


evill tale-, which was the cauſe of the miſ- 
chicf, rhat befell upon the people of his 
houſe : well , Herod thought his counſell 
good. One of rhemrhar accuſed the Kings | 
children , was Pherores the: Kings brother , - 
and to ſay the truth,” he was the chief of all. 
Herd loved Archelans , the King of Capaddcia 
as himſelf, Archelays perceiving , turned his 
tale ro rebuke the King ſaying. Thou art 
now waxen old, and well ſtricken in years, 
thou ſuffercſt theſe backbiters ro rule thee, 
who ſtir thee ro work all theſe miſchiefs in thy 


houſe ; yea, Phereras thy brother hath falſe- 
ly provoked thee againſt thy ſons : when 


Pheroras heard theſe words ,, he was ſore 
afraid, for indeed he had ſeduced rhe King. 
Therefore came Pherorgs to Archelaus, and 
beſought him to ſave his life, A4rchelaus an- 
ſwered him, if chou wilt obrain pardon for 
thy wickedneſs, come and fall before his 
feer, and confeſs that thou haſt ſpoken falſely 
againſt his ſons, then will I promiſe thee thac 
he ſhall be mercifull unto rhee, and to his 


| ſon's; Phereras did fo, confeſſed that he had 


falſely accuſed the Kings ſons ; Then Arche- 
lass beſought the King for pardon, and he 
granted ir; after thar, he entreated him thar 
the young men might be delivered our of 
priſon , which the King 2lſo commanded as 

e 
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. be done. The young men therefore came 


betore the King, and fell down ar his feet, 
and the King was loving to them, and em- 
braced them kindly. He made great joy al- 
ſo, that Archelass came in fo good an hour 
unto him ; ro whom he gave for a gift ſeven 
hundred pound weight of gold, with mally 


precious ſtones , and concubines , and dil- | 


miſſed him. But Artipater again: ſuborned 
falſe accuſers, and writ counterfeit letters in 
the name of the Kings ſons, to one of the 
Captains, declaring how they would con- 
ipire and kill the King ; and by ſuch means 


'heencreaſed the enmities between them and 


their farher many ways, that the King com- 


manded them to be put in priſon, and moſt 
ſtrong irons to be laid upon them. Beſides 
this, Aztipater had ſurprized and won the 


' hearts of the Kings chicf rulers, and ſervants, 


that they procured his Barber to bear falſc 
witneſs againſt Alexander, how he hired 
him to kill the King, at ſuch time as he ſhould 
ſhave his beard. : when the King heard 
tis Barber ſpeake, he was much troubled in 


his mind, infomuch that he ſaid, Tang weary 


of my life, to hear theſe pick-thanks that 
open my cares'to fill my head with tailes,. 1 


can dono way better then to give charge, 


that whoſoever brings me any ſuch accuſati-

'  Whenthe King returned to Feruſalem (for 


he. waSin Samaris. by the lake fide, when his 


ſons were put to death) be commanded that 
his nephews ſhould be brought to the Court, 


and taking pitty on them, imbraced and kiſ- 
ſed them, weeping very ſore, both he and all 
his ſervants : for it greatly repented him for 
the heinous deed that he had done. Bur 
when the time of mourning was paſt he cal-

He alſo commanded his ſon Antipater to give 
his daughter to Hered, fon of Ariſtobulus. 
And the marriages were knit, and compofiti- 
on made in the Kings preſence. 

When Antipater marked the love that the 
King bare towards the Nephews, he began 
to be in great care, for Thigarus, Alexan- 
ders ſon, had a grand-father by the mothers 
fide, aKing of great power, namely Arche- 
_ bars, King of Capadocia. 

He fals down therefore at the Kings feet, 
to diffolve and break the Friendſhip that 
he bare towards his Nephews, and to leave 
ſpeaking in their cauſe as he had done, bur he 
prevailed nor. Therefore he left his father, 
and went to Pheroras the Kings brother, made 
a confederacy with him, and deſired him to 
fruſtrar the. bond that was between himſelf 
and Herod, and alſo berween him and Thige- 
« the fon of Alexander that was hanged. So 
Pheroras came to the King, turned his minde, 
and diſſolved the covenants of marriage. 


This done, Pheroras and Antipater (thar fare |

friends, banquetting one another, day and 
n- MN night, and diſcourſing of their affairs. 

ce Whenthis came to the Kings car, he was 
u | fore afraid of their combinings, and com-

bliſh the kingdom unto him, and toenter in 
league with him : For Hered was {o old, that 
he could not go. 

Amtipater journeying toward: Rome, paſſed 
through E2»pe deſirous: ro ſee it beforethe 
death of bis uncle Pheror as : And as he tra- 
velled by the bigh waies of Zgypr, there 
came a certain: merchan with a vial in his 
hand cloſe covered, which cricd, ſaying s 
who will buy a thing of great price- before 
he ſee it ?o eAntipater marvelled ar 
bis words, and ask't him what was inthe 
vial : Bur the Scllertold him not what it was 
before he had bought it and paid dear for it: 
Then whiſpered the in his-car, telling him 
; If thatirwas a ſtrong poyſon..that would kill 
" | oneourof hand. This Vial eAztipater ſent; 
to'Pheroras, to be kept until he returned from 
Rome ; In the mean ſeaſon Pheroras dyed, 
and his wife hid the Vial. After when An- 
tipater came home again from, Rowe, Pheroras. 
wife and he fell ar ſtrite, inſomuch that ſhe

He ſuborned 
alſo a certain Eunuch or gelded perſon, to go 
tro the king #tidenform bim how that at what 
time as he rook diſpleaſure with Pheror as his 
brother, and butiifhed him his prefence, phe- 
ror 45 procured a ſtrong poylon, and gave'it 
ro his wife, commanding her ro deſtroy the 
King therewith : The wg hearing ' this, 
was wroth with the Eunuch, and ſaid, -1}

Wriien Antipater heard thatthe King eredited 
not the Eunuch, he made fuite'to the King to 
ſend him'to 044487 the ſecond time, for he 
was afraid of rhe Vial that was'in Pher##4 
wives houſe. He' had writ alſo" with his 
hand, howthar he ſent it, intending therewith 
to poyſon the Kings ſons children; Bu# he 
that prepareth a-pit for anothev; 'oftimes fdlleth 
into it himſelf.* So deſiring theKing ro ſend 
tim; he ter him go. Afﬀer 
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Afrer this, the King commanded to make 
ſcarch, ifrhe Euauchs words weretrue or no, 
he ſent firſt for Pheroras honſhold ſervants, 
and examined them wherher ever they could 
perceive that Pheroras was in mind to hurr 
him, they all ſwareno. 

Then the King commanded to ſcourge 
them very fore, but they confeſſed nothing 
although ſome died under their hands in the 
examination : Some he ordered with many 
kind of torments ; of ſome he cauſed to pluck 
out their teeth ; and as he had ſcourged a 
certain woman ſervant, which had been very 
truſty to Pheroras, at the length when ſhe 


couldno longer ſtand for ſtrokes, ſhe cryed 


outand ſaid, The holy and bleſſed God re- 
venge us of Roſtios the Kings wife, Amipa- 
ters mother, whichis the cauſe of rhis. The 
King hearing theſe words , bad lether alone 
ſhe will diſcloſe all : Then ſpakeſhe, 4z1i- 
pater made feaſts every foot for thy brother 
Pheroras and himſelf, and as they eat and 
drank , they deviſed how ro-poylon thee, 
eſpecially when as: Antipater 'was going to 
Octavian: ; for they faid, except we deſtroy 
him; -he will deſtroy. us, as he hath done all 
the ichildren of his houſe. Moreover, -he 
loveththe children of his ſons that were put 
to death,” which growa pace , anditis poſh- 
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of them King. © Amtipater alſo ſaid to thy 
brother, The King makes as though he were 
much my friend, bur Irruſt him not z he gave 
' me (faith he) a hundred pound weight in 
gold, burallrhar farisficth' not me. When 
the King heard this, he told how he had gi- 
ven Amipater this gold ſecretly : And the 
woman ſaid moreover , There is a viall of 
ſtrong poyſon in Pheroras houſe, that thy Son 
ſent out of Egypt ; ſtraightway the King ſent 
ro Pheroras Wite, that ſhe ſhould bring him 
the viall of poyſon her own ſelf, when ſhe 
ſaw the Kings Eunuches come to ferch her 
whether ſhe would or no, ſhe gat her upto 
the ropof her houſe, and caſt her ſelf down 
headlong to kill her ſelf, becauſe ſhe would 
not ſce the King, nor abide his torments: 
bur ſhe dyed not thereof ,, whereupon rhe 
Kings meſſengers brought her-in- a horſe-lir- 
ecr, and ſer her before the King ; then ſhe 
confeſſed to him , how Antipater his fon had

This done; the King writ to Antipater to 
come home with ſpecd, becauſe I am old 
(faich he) and weak, uncertain how ſhortly

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Se He king had alſo two other ſons at 
fe Rome, Archelaws and Polimus : S0 
er when Antipater writ to anſwer his 
fithers letters, he ſignified unto 
him,that his two ſons had defamed the King, 
and ſlandered him unto Ofavien. Bur the 
King anſwered him, come and bring them 
with thee, and I will order them as thou 


thinkeft good. Notwithſtanding, CA ntipa- 


zer lingred for the ſpace of fix moneths, to 


ſceif he might learn ſomewhar of his fathers 
doings, bur he could hear nothing : The 
meſſengers his father had ſent, lay upon him 
every day an urged him ro make haſt : 
Therefore at the ſeven moneths end, he took 
his jourrſey rowards Fudes, and came to Ce- 


ſarea. There heard he his father had taken 


diſpleaſtre with his mother, and baniſhed 


her the Court, but he could not learn what 


ſhould be the cauſe, therefore he was ſtrucken 
with ſuch fear,that he would have gone back

families, dealt craftly with him, and perſwad=

-, So he followed their counſel and cameto 
Jeruſalem. When he entred intothe city, no 
rhancame forth co meet him, nor once to bid 
him welcome home : For all the people hared 
him for his lies,flanders, perverſe and wicked 
counſel, bur chiefely for fear of the King.

Then the king commanded Antipater tobe 

carryed to priſon, and to be laid in ſtrong 
irons, ., The fortieth year of his reign, which 
was the ſeventy year of his age, King Herod 
fell fick, and no remedy, no Phyſick could 
be found to help him, neither his ſervants 
nor Phyſitians could procure him any reſt, 
ſo grievouſly came his gdiſcaſe upon him, 
. with ſhortneſle of his breath, - and through 

the anguiſhof rhe manifold cyils that had hap- 
ned upon him by his own folk : Whercup- 
on he cryedour, ſaying, Wo may he be,thar 
© bath none left ro ſucced him in his Kingdom, 
nor none to go before his coffin, and mourn  * 
for him ar his death.

rpoſe : Moreover the King commanded 

is body tobe taken and carricd to the Ciry 
of Amwkalia, there to be buried, but not in the 
City; That done, and the people returned 
from the buriall, rhe King ſent to call all the 
; Nobles of 1/7ae/ together , and enforcing his 
ſtrengeh, he ſar up in bis bed, and comman- 
ded to call his fon A4rchelaus , on whom he 
laid his hands, and made him King over 
Iſrael ; then ſhouted every man, God ſave 
" the King, The King lived five days afterthe 
execution of Antipater , then he fainted and 
| dyed. He raigned over 1ſrael 40. years ; he 
' was a worthy warrior , a wiſe and prudent 
man, agoodly man of perſon, having God 
on his fide. Heever loved the ſages Hillel, 
and Sawa;, with their companions : he en- 
riched the ſecond houſe, more then all other 
Kings , and was more liberall then all the

rewards were rich, for he counted gold and 
filver, as chaffe and ſtones ; he kept Iſrael in 
peace from all his enemies ; he builded alfo 
a fajrer temple then King Selomen, but he 
made the yoak of tribute and exaction in 
Ifrael more heavy, and gave open ear to 
evill rongues. He was a cruell blood-ſhed- 


der of _ and innocent perſons, and 4r- 


chelaus his ſon rajgned in his room. He wil-

in acoflin covered with gold , ſct here and 
there with precious ſtones z; The bed un- 
der him was wrought with gold, and 


full of precious ſtones ; likewiſe 'upon his 


head was a cloath of rayes powdred with 
precious ſtones, and upon that a Royall 
Crown, made faſt ro the lefe fide of rhe cof- 
fin, and onthe right ſide was a regall Septer; 
upon the Beer wasalfoa cloth of rayes, very 
thick powdred with precious ſtones , Chri- 
ſtall, Aimethiſts, and very many Saphirs. 
Then all the chicf men of war went abour 
him in their coats of fence, and drawn ſwords 
in their hands , with helmets on their heads 
aS inthetimeof war. Afﬀeer them came Ar- 
Fhelaxs his ſonthart was mads King ; then fol- 
lowed him all the people: There were fifty

Kings that were before him. His gifts and

of his ſervants that went abour the Beer, with 
every one a_chaffingdiſh of gold in bis hand, 
wherein they burnt ſweet woods, and per- 
fumes '-every foot caſting upon 'the hearſe 
pure myrrhe, as many as went about him.

going leiſurely, and with a majeſty , till they 
. came to Erodjon ; where they buried him 


with great honour , the like was never done

grawn ſwords, violently ruſhed upon the Ro- 
man Captains that came with Agrippe and 
flew them; their men , and allthe multitude 
that was with him in Teruſalem , and Tndea.

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CHAP. V. 


N thoſe daics dwelt the Jews and 
= Cremites together in all the Cities 
of Syria, amongſt whom alſo was 
war moved , for the Ceſariens 
brought the Romans into the Town againſt 
the Jews, and ſlew them as many as they 
could find in the rown, The Dameſcians al- 
ſo conſpired rogether to deſtroy all the Jews 
that dwelt amongft them, which thingrthey 
kept ſecret from their wives, becauſe for the 


moſt part they favoured the Fews religion. 


Therefore the Aramites upon a certain night 
armed for rhe purpoſe, beſet all the waies 


and entrances into the rown, and houſes alſo, . 


and flew about ten thouſand of rhe Few, 
coming upon them at unawares, when they 
were in their beds, nothing miſtruſting 
any ſuch matter. When the Fews of Fers- 
ſalem heard how the Aramites had dealt with: 
rhe Fews in their country, ſuddenly they put 
themſelves in arms, and ina fury and rage, 
like as it had _ Lions and Bears thar oe 


The Waco) the Feng- 
loſt their whelps, they ran to Daweſco, burat 


their holds, put the Damaſcians to the ſword, 


men, women, and Childten, even the very 
ſucking babes: yea, their oxen, ſheep, Ca» 
mels, and aſſes, with all orher cattle, leaving 
none alive. And thus they dealt with many 
Cities of the Syrians,flaying and killing them, 
not ſparing cither old or young, male or fe- 
malc, but deſtroyed all in moſt cruel wilc-3 
cyen the yery = wa and ſucklings they hal-

ed from their mothers breaſts, and murther- 


ed them, inſomuch that all the whole land 


_ wasfull of the ſtink of the dead. bodies that 


were {lain, for there was no manlcir ro bury 
the Carkaſes. So the Jews waſted: all the 
land: of the Aramites, and had, deſtroyed it, 
had not Caftivs a Caprain of rhe Romans deli- | 
ycred $574 and the country of Zapha.

For during the time that 
rhe Jews beſiged Scithopolss, he iſſued out con- 
tinually, and skirmiſhed with the hoft of. the 
Tewes, many times putting them ro flight, and 
never —_ ſuffer them to waſte the town, 
" to do any harm to the inhabitants there- 

Now as Schimeon with bis father $4, an 
honeſt old man, and the reſt of the people of 
che Jews that dwelt in Scithopols, remained al- 
together bodily in the Wood, without 
miſtruſting any harm ; rhe Rowans joyncd = 
with the Syriazs in great number, entred the 
Wood, and flue the 1ew-, all that ever they 
could find, ro rhe namber of thirteen thou- 
ſand : $chimeon himſelf with his father and 
their families, had pitched their tents nigh 
unto a fair fountain that was in the wood, to 
whom when their enimics cameto ſlay them, 
and deftroy their whale tamilics, Schimeon 
ran upanthem with his drawa ſword, made 


them 
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vironed him, & he perceivedallthereſtofthe 
Jews were lain, he with the houſhold onely 
remaining, neither ſaw he any way to eſcape; 
he ſept upon a. little hill with his naked 
ſword, ſaying : Hearken unto'me ye Syriaxs 
and Romans, and ye thar dwell in Scithopoli, 
I will ſpeak unto you a few words fall of la- 
mentation. Now 7 perceive that juſtly and not 
without a Cauſe ye make-war againſt me, without 
any favonr or conſideration that I delivered you 


from the hoſts of the Fews, and never ſuffered

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All this Schipuan did with agreat courage, 
to take punithment of himſelf. becauſe he 
had beſtawed his love rather upon ftrangers, 
rhen upan bis own people, and ro declare his 
force and manhood be. 

So he dyed an abominable and -deteſta- 
bledeath, fave onely ir was an argument of 
his haughty minde aud great courage, as itis 
ſaid before, 


Now when the Fews had thus rebelled 


againſt rhe Romans, and ſlain their ſoulders, 
and Captains, King Agrippa went to Rome 
and recounted unto Nero Ceſar the Emperor 
of Raw , all that was hapned ; whereupon 
Nero. ſent Captain Caſtiss (that was at that 
time in Sy7is, and had made war upon the 
King of Perſfje, had vanquiſhed him andall 
his power, and ſubdued his dominionstorthe 
Romans) and. with him a puiſlant Army of 
the, Romans, commanding him to go into 
Indea, to offer peaccuntothe people,to.com- 
fort them, and to bring them again into 
league with the Romans, if it might be. Ca- 
figs therefore rook his journey. towards Iu- 
lea, who Agrippa. met inthe way, and infor- 

med;him, whathadhapned unto. him concer- 
« ning the Tews ; how he had. offered them 
peace, and they would haye none of it ; how 
alſo they had burnt his Palace, and: ſacked 
it, :: Caſtis hearing. that , was Ms hy 
ks c 
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he had gotten ſuch anoccafjon, to revenge 


| the blood of the Romans, and Syrians,which 


the Jews had ſhed : Wherefore he levied a 
mighty Army and came to Ceſare , and 
whereſoever he did cſpy the goodlicſt buil- 
dings , thoſe cauſed he to be burnt. From 
thence went he tothe City /apbs, which he 
beficged both by land and water, and ar 


length wan it, where he flew in the ſtreets 
| 8400 men. Aﬀeer thar he came to Fades, 


where hefirſt burnt all the country abour it, 
and whomſoever he caught without the 
town, he ſlew them : Bur the Citizens of 
Zippory went out to mect Caftiss, and be- 
ſought him for peace , whom he ſpared ; he 
came not nigh theirtown, nor ſlew any that 
dwelt in their Country. The ſeditious 
Tews that were in the ciry of Zippory, hearing 
of Caſtius coming, fled unto the-mountains z 
but in the way they lighted upon-part of 
Caftiss Army , whercof they flew 200. men, 
and wounded their Captain Glaphira : yet ar 
lengrh the ſeditious were pur to flight , and 
many of them, Glaphira with his horſemen 


purſued, overthrew and deftroyed,. the reft 
fled ro the mountains. Then Glaphirs Cap- 


tain of Ceſtivs Army. went to Ceſare, that 
was ſubdued to the Romans, thereto cure his 


woundsthat the Jews had given him. Thence 


went he to Amtipire, which as he would have 


_ aſſaulted, 


ll. 
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aſſaulted, he perceived it ro: be furniſhed 


with a great power of the Zews., and ſediti-- 


ous : Theſe hearing Caftizs alſo was com- 
ming , they went purpoſely ro fight with 


him, bur perceiving that Caſtins. power was. 


"ey crap , they determined to encounter 
with him in the plain of Gibeon , fifty miles 
from Feruſ«lew : whereupon the Jews with 


their companies fained themſclvesto flye, to 
the intent they might ſtcal the Rowaexs after- 


them ; And within fix days they came to 


Gibeon , and there reſted : Ca#ius perſued 


after with all his hoaſt, till he came to Gjbeoy, 
which he beſicged and afſaulced alſo. Ir 


chanced then upon one of the Sabboaths in 


che morning watch , the Jews (armed ar all 
points) iflued out of cherown, to give their 
enemies a Camilſado ; ſo after they had given 
atoken of war , they marched toward .the 
hoaſt of Caſtins , whereof they ſlew 515. 
horſemen , and footmen twenty ſeven thou- 
ſand, with the loſle of onely 22. of their own 
company. In thar bartell did well appear 


the valiantneſs of Aaghas, a Captain of the. 


lews Army : One Baudixs alſo played the 


man, at that ſamertime, forat the comman- 
dement of Zleaſar the Prieſt, chief of the 


ſeditious, he ſet firſt foot within the Romans 
campe. then began the Iewiſh warriours to 
be famous, after they had once ſo manfully 

 incountered 
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incountred wich' che -2vkz#': This done, 


Caſting and 4 ſent their Embaſſadovrs 
once again to TeAbſilers , ro Eleaſar to ſortof 
Anani the Pricſt, chick of che rebells rhit 
were in Jafea, and Iersfalem, requiring pcace, 
and to come in league with Zleaſar , teſt the 
people of the Tews ſhould be utterly delttoy- 


ed by the Rewid#s incurfions , and invaſions 
on' every fide. Biit Zledſar refuſed ro hear 


che Legates ;-and ſlew one of them, becauſe 
he madetoo'tnary words, in perſwading the 
peace arid league. x | 


Upon this, £leaſar. aſſembled the Prieſts 


and people topether, to go'out and fight with 


Caſtius. Caftiz# petcivinng how Eleaſir, and' 


the people' were affefted, and what mindes 
they were' of, how they had utterly confpi- 
red ro deſttoy the Romans that were there;arid 
ro conſume them clean; havitig a ſufficient 
tryal alfo of the force and valiantneſſc'of rhe 
rebels ; he determined fully ro go to' Rome, 
for he perecived he was not able to match 
with the ſeditious, neither his own power to 
be compared with theirs. Wherefore he 


would go ſee what end ſhould come' of the 
wars, and what counſel Ceſars ' Majefty 


would give. Taking his journcy' therefore 


to the City Fpho, he found there letters of 
the Romans, for thither was their army come. 


From thence went he with rthem' and his 
own 
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own army to Rome, and made report to. Ceſar 


of ſuch things as had chanced : whereat Ne- 


78 was much abaſhed, and not onely be, bur 
all the people of Rewe were ſore aſtoniedto 
hear of the great puiflance and valiantneſſe 
of the Jews -: For which cauſe the Wars 
ccaſed for that year, ſothatthe Land of Indes 
- was at great reſt, and quietnefſe that year, 
through Eleaſers mcans the head rebel, cſpe- 
cially from the hands of wicked Caſtivs that 
bad ſworn to revenge the Kexays, co cxitin- 
euiſh the Jews, and that he would deſtroy all. 
the:race of them, as none ſhould beleft 


alive. 


Iracl in the time of the ſecond Temple, our 
of the: hands of their enemies; what time 
as wars were moved againſt the. Fews and 
their country : what time alſo commotions 
and tymults- began in Iſracl, Thefirſt buſt 
neſle; was made by Antivchas the wicked 
King of -CMHacedonia; who had determined 


not to leave one-man in Iſrael. His miſchee- 


vouſneſſe proceeded: ſo far, that he flue the 
people: of God, the: Sages, and! Wiſemen, 
Princes, Elders, and. young men, children 
you and ſmall, Iſraelites, Levites alſo, and 

riefts, until all the chick men of 7udea caſt 
theirheads together, and went to Mattbathi- 


« ſon of 7ocheyan the High Prieft in the 
Mount 


Therefore theſe are they that delivered. - 
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Mount of Aod;zr, where he hid himſelf for 
the iniquity of Amiochus and his Rulers, cry- 
ing upon him, and ſaying, Deliver at this ſea- 
fon the people of the Lord,and never think to 
eſcapet hang whiles the moſt wicked enemy 
rangcth thus, and runneth upon thy cople, 
and ſheddeth thy blood, For the blood of 
all Iſracl, whar is it but thy blood ? and the 

es of every manare fixed on thee, hoping 
that thou ſhould'ſt aſſiſt and ayd them in this 


calamity, rhatthey may finde deliverance by. 


thy means. 

ſaid, Fear ye nor, nor let theſe Macedonians 
diſmay you, the Lord ſhall fight for you, be 
ye onely quiet. So then was Matthathias 
ſtirred, and delivered Iſrael our of the hands 
of Antiechus,and after he had overcome him, 
he was high Prieſt for one year; and then dy- 
ed. In whoſe room ſucceeded: Fudas his 
ſon, who exccured the office in the Teniple 
fix years, and was (lain in battel. Then his 
. brother 7ochanan was chicf in the Temple 
eight years, and dyed likewiſe in bartel. Afﬀ- 
terward his brother S;»eop was ruler cighteen 
years, whom Prolomy his wives father poyſo- 
edatabanguer. 

Then T&haxan his ſon ſucceeded his father 
inthe office, that is, he that was named Hir- 
caxss, firſt of that name fo called , _ 
c 
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he vanquiſhed a King -of that name : He 
raigned 37. years, andtlyed. 

 Aﬀer him raigned Arifobs/as one years 


he wascalled the great King, becaulc he firſt 
pur the royall crown upon his head; and tur-: 


ned the dignity. of the high Pricſt-hood into 
a kingdome, unhallowing and ſtaining the 
holineſs thereof 480. years , and 3. moneths 
after the returning of 1/rael from Babylon; 
He being dead, his brother Alexander raigned 
27.years ; Afrer whoſe death Alexenars his 
wife held che kingdome nine years, and ther 
dyed. In whoſe ſtead ſucceeded her ſon 
Ariſtobulgs, and raigned 3. years ; in histime 
Pompey a Romay Captain came againſt 7eru- 
ſalem, wan it, and apprehended Ariftobulus, 
bound himin irons, ' and carried him captive 
to Rome ; in whoſe place h& ordained. Her- 
canns his brother ro ſucceed, who raigned 
forty years. During his raign rebelled Anti- 
gonus- {on of arifobulus , Hircanus brother, 
and with the aid of an Army. of rhe Perſians 
incountred with Hircanw, took him-priſoner, 
and ſent him to Babylos, ciitting off his cares; 
that he ſhould never after be meer either 
for the Prieſthood ; or for the kingdome; 
Amigonus raigned three years : In his days 
Herod fled and joyned himſelf with the Ro» 
mans, by whoſe help he ſlew A ntigonus the 
thitd year of his raign; and raigned after him 
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32,ycars and then dyed. After Herod ſuccee- 
ded 4rchelaus his Son, who was taken by 
the Romans, the ninth year of his raign, - laid 
in bonds, and cnded his life at Rome. Next 
ro him raigned Aptipater his brother , who 
changed his name, and called himſelf Herod , 
he raigned fully ten years overcame and wa- 
ſted Sparn, becauſe the King of Spain had ra- 
viſhed and taken away his brothers wife, 
and there dyed. 

' After him followed Agrippe, Son of CAri- 
ftobulus, that was his brothers ſon; he raign- 
ed three and twenty years, after whoſe death 
his ſon Agripperaigned twenty years. This 
is that CAgrippa of whom we now ſpeak of, 
and of the calamity that befell ia his time 
upon Iſrael. Forall che while he raigned, 
the wars between the Romans and Iſrael never 
ceaſed , untill the people of Fudes were led 

captive into the province of the Romazs, what 

rime alfo the Temple was deſolate, I mean 
the deſolarion of the ſecond Temple, which 
= ſaw with our cycs builded and deſtroy- 
ed. | 

The 20. year of the raign of King 47rippa, 
the 9.day of the rrbn. - that :oealſed Ab 
viz Iuly : Nero Ceſar ſent a preſent for a burnc 
offcring , tobe offered in the temple ar 1eru- 
ſalem , requiring peace of the Elders and Sa- 
pes of Jucea, and Jeruſalem, and that yy 
wou 
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would receive him _— — he them, 
ſaying 3 My requeſt is , that you wonld offer my 
of tobe Lad = God, for his te id 
religion liketh me very well, ſothat T deſire you 
to joyn in league with me, according as you have 
done with the Emperours of Rome my preveceſ- 
fors in time paſt. I have beard what Caſtius 
the Captain of mine Army hath done to you, wh:ch 
diſpleaſeth me out of meaſure ; wherefore 1 aſſure 
#7180. you 4 faithfull league , by the conſent an1 
counſell of the Senite of Rome, that hereafter 


there ſhall never any Roman Captain ſtir hand 


or foot againſt you, but rather your head;, Rulers, 
and Iudges ſhall b: all Tews , and of Ieruſalem : 
Yea Agrippa your Kinz , ſhall be Lord of all 
your Rulers , and what he commanaeth, you ſhall 
do it ; the Romans ſhall only be called your 
Lords, and have no more to do with you. 
So when theſe Legares came to 7eruſalem, 
they went and ſpake with Azad the Prieſt, 
informing him of Neyoes mind, and ſhewed 


him this preſent, placing itafore him : This | 


preſent was this , a bull for a burnt offering, 
with a crown of gold upon his head , his 
hornes alſo were covered with gold, upan 
him was a cloth of purple powdred with 
precious ſtones, there went certain before 
him thar carricd ren talents of gold, behiad 
followed very many ſheep'for peace offerings. 
When ElaFar Ananies Son heard thereof,he 


ry 
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came and caſt outofthe/Temple of the Lord 
Nero Ceſars preſents, ſaying, we will not pro- 
phane and unhallow the ſan&uary of our 
Lord, with the offerings of ſtrangers , for 
God will accept neither their burnt offe- 
rin:s , nor their peace offerings : When he 
had ſo ſaid, he founded a trumpet, ſer his 
men in array againſt the hoſt of the Rowans 
that kept watch and ward in the city of 7ers- 
ſalem, and ſlew many of them that day, with 
one of their Captains alſo, and another they 
rook alive ; He being a valiant man, and ſee- 
ing the rours of the /ews to urge him gric- 
vouſly , ſaid unto them , ſave my life and I 
will yield , unto whom ZEleaſar the rebell 
ſware , that he would not ſlay him, but 
ſpare him forhis manhood (for he had ſlain 
very many of the 7ews before) whereupon he 
yielded himſelf. | 

Then Zleaſar ſaid nnto him : like as thy 


ſword hath made many Women childleſs, ſo ſhall 


thy mother be made childieſſe of thee above all 
other, and t herewith contrary to his oath, he com- 
manded his ſervants to kill him. King Aerip- 
p« ſecing rhis, was wonderfully ſory, There- 
fore as he ſtood in one of the ſtreets, he cryed 


O thou rebel EleaFar, I pray God that this 


miſchief, whereof thou art cauſe, and thy 
acts, may light upon thee and thy fathers 
houſe ; which when ir cometh to yon oy 
_ l 
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ſhall never be diſmayed ar. Ir appeareth. 
they ſhall have ſomewhat to do, that ſtudy to 
make peace and tranquility in thy dayes; for 
they are ſure to be deſtroyed with thee; How : 
long wilt thou continue to bring us into the 
Bryars, thou enemy and hater of the Lord ? 
Why doeſt rhou deſtroy and waſte the 
Vineyard ofthe Lord G O D of hofts ? Zlea-: 
ſar anſwered him, what takeſt thou upon thee 
the name of a King if thou be a King why 
commandeſt thou not us to puniſhed 2 
Where be thy valiant ſouldiers * lets ſee, 
come thou and they rogether and chaſten 
me, thar it may be tryed whether thou be a 
King indeed orno ; Thou ſtandeft aloof off, 
and whenthou ſpeakeſt, thy feet are readyto 
run away asa though a dog ſhould fer himſelf 
againſt an armed man, and 'bark at him, 
bleating out his tongue. With . this he 
winked upon the Rebels his complices, to 
run upon c4grippe, and take him whilcs he 
held him-intalk : bur that was perceived of 
one of CAgripps's ſervants whom he had ap- 
pointed for the ſame purpoſe, to ſtand over 
vgainſt him as nigh as he might, ro mark and , 
ſpy if the rebels could make any ftir toward 
him, and to let him have knowledg, He 
therefore laying his hand upon his head, gave 
a ſign tothe King to flee, ſaying, Away,away, 
for if thou tary any longer, the ſedigious will 
K 3, lay 
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ſlay thee and us together. <Agrippe percei- - 


ving that, he gat from thence with all ſpeed, 
and the Rebels purſued him, butin vain, for 
they could not overtake him. So he got to 
Fapho a town under the Romans, where he 
was in ſafeguard From thence he fled to Rome, 
and declared to the Emperour Nero, the miſ- 
chicf that befel ar Jeruſalem, andall that ſe- 
ditious Eleaſar had done to his offering, alſo 
how his commandment took no place. 
Wherefore Nero joyned unto him again Caſti- 
« with a huge Army, wherewith they both 
entred Judea, and wan many walled rowns, 
amongſt which they razed Fapho. For the 
Romans perceiving the power of the Rebels 
toencreaſe, were afraid leſt they ſhould ger it 
into their hands whereby it might be an a- 
noyance in time ro come to the Romans, 
chifely ſecing it was a notable Haven for 
their ſhips toarive in Iudea, 6 
After this, both Aerippa and Caſtizs led 
their Army towards Jeruſalem, ro war npon 
the Rebels, and utterly to- deſtroy them, 
EleaJar and other Prieſts with much people 
hearing that, chey iſflued out againſt them, 
and found them encamped in the way, be- 
rween Jeruſalem and Japho ; Bur after they 
had joyned battel, many of the Jews were 
ſlain by the Romans : the reſidue, Caſtivs and 
Azrippa pur to flight , and purſued the chaſe 
"0 | unto 
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unto the gates.of Jeruſalem, belieged alſo 
alſo the city for the fpace of three dayes, 
The fourth day the Prieſts and the people 
ifued out ſuddenly unawares. to the Romans, 
ſer upon their camp, and- flew five thouſand 
foormen, and one thouſand horſemen, Caſti- 
z ſccing that he nor his could eſcape, he 
choſe our forty thouſand of-his beſt ſouldi- 
ers, and placed them berwixt his camp and 
the Prieſts, commanding them to ſtand all 
the night ſounding their trumpets and making 
of fire; that he and Agrippa might eſcape, and 
that they ſhould not remove out of their 
place till the morrow. The Jews hearkning 
ro the ſound: of the trumpets, and muſing 
what they ſhould; mean purſued nor the R- 
mans: but perceiving in the morning, they 
were gon toward Ceſareathree dayes journey 
off, Eleazar with the people followed, and in 
the way found their baggage ſtrayed, that the 
Remans had caſt from them, 'to run the light- 
er, and eſcape cafilier, which they let live, 
and purſued them ro the gates of Ceſorea. Bur 
Cafi:us and Agrippa got faſt within the town 
and from thence. went both together to Rowe, 
where they declared unto Nero the Emperor 
how they ſped ar Icruſalem, and as they were 
making relation of this unto the Emperor, 
there came. allo a poſt out of Perſta, with ti- 


dings that the King of Perſia was revolted 
K 4 from 
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from the Rowan Entpire. Theſe things 
croubled the Emperour ſore, ro Ja almoſt all 
fall from him, chat heretofore had obeyed 
the Empire of Romans. 


- At the ſame time returned Yeſpaſiavus = 
c 


tain of the hoſt that Nero had ſent into t 

Weft parts, as Germany, Brittain, and Spain, 
which lands he had brought under the ſub- 
jection of Nero. To him Nero declared, 
what miſchief the Prieſts had wrought to the 


Roman hoſt in Iudea, how they had ſlain the 
Romans, and ſoforth, all the tale as he had 
-heard of Agrippa and Caftiws, which diſplea- 


ed Veſpaſian greatly. - 
' Afterthis, Nero ſent Yeſpsſian Captain, and 
his ſon Litas, to revenge the Romans on the 


Perſians and Iews, giving in commandment 


to race their walled Cities, to bear down 


whatſoever they found, without ſparing ci- 
-cher man, woman or childe, infants, ſucking 


babes or old folkes, but-to flay all. Sothart 
Veſpaſian and Titws {er forward with a choſen 
and pickt army of-the Remens, paſſed the 


ſeas, and came to Antiechia, The Iews ha- 


ving intelligence of this, choſe our of their 
Caprains, three of the principal and moſt ex- 


pert warrioars, of whom I Ioſeph Prieſt that 
wrote this Hiſtory was one, who by the di- 


vine favour am not ignorant in fears of Arms, 
nor coward,in chievalry and Anz the High 
Prieſt 


OO — 
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Prieſt and Eleaſar his fon. To theſe three they 
committed the whole land of 7adea, dividing 
itco them by lot,aud gaverhem a furniture of 
war. One third part therefore (which was 
whole Galilee from the Land of Nephrali 
and beyond) fell to Toſeph the Prieſt, fon of 
Gorion to his honour and glory, who for his 
worthinefle, they named alſo 1oſephoy, be- 
cauſe he was then anointed, appointed, and 
conſecrated ro the wars. The ſecond lor 
came forth ; by the which fell unto Azani the 
prieſt, the city of Ieruſalem, and the country 
about it, with a charge to repair the wals of 
the city, to ſuſtain che brunt of 7eſpaſian it he 
ſhould come ſo far. Thethird lor fellro Ble- 
ſar the ſon of Anaxi the Pricſt, ro whom 
was joyned Captain 7ehoſcaa, and other 
Tewiſh Captains. -By the Vertue ofthis lot 
fell tro him the whole land of Zdom, from 
Elat to the red ſea. The reſt of the Land 
from Jericho to Ewphrates, with that alſo that 
is beyond the river, and all the Land of eMe- 
fopotamia, fell to Captain cMemaſchcs lot. 
'To other princes of 7#dea, and tothe worthi- 


- eſt Prieſt, they committed the fenced cities 


from the limits and bounds of Icruſalem to 
Egypt. = = hos rt 
Yaſpaſian taking his journey with his hoſt 
from Antiochia, came and pitched his rents 
in 4rarofa ; for he had deviſed thus =_ 
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his counſell ; firſt ro invade Ga/zhe, and 
after to try what they could do in' 1«dea, 
Toſeph Gorion having intelligence of this his 
purpoſe , departed from Jeruſalem to Galilee, 
built up the towns that were deſtroyed, and 
repaired their walls, gates, bars, and palaces, 
ordained alſo Captains over the people , to 
lead and govern = » ſomeof thouſands, 
fome of hundreds, tribunes and decurians. 
He inſtructed the people alſo in fears of wars, 
whar'the ſound of trumpets ſignified , what 
ſound ſervedro fall in array , what to garher 
the ſouldiers together , and what to divide 
them. After he had inftruted them in the 
knowledg and tecats of war, he ſaid unto them 
thus ; Te ſhall underſtand (dear Iſraelites) that ye 
vo to fight at this preſent againſt your enemies, 


wherefore let no fear overcome your hearts , nor 


diſmay you at the-ſight of your enemies , but play 
 themen, andiake a good courazetoyon, to fieht 
for yonr cities , fer your country, and for your 
ſelves : Be not afraid of death , but rather be 
ſtout in defence of your country , that ye be not led 
away from it, and to fight forthe ſanttuary of the 
Lord, that it be not ſtained and polluted with the 
wncleanneſs of the Gentiles. Conſider, that it is 
betty to dye in battell, then 10 live in captivity 
and bondage ; Theref.re when as ye ſhall come 1s 
joyn with your evenues, and ſhall ſee any of them 
beaten down , and attempt toriſe again, whoſce- 
ever 
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ever of you is by and ſeeth him , remember the 
Jeal of your God, wherewith it be cometh you to 
revenge his quarrell , and being moved there- 
with ; firike him that he never riſe again ; but 
if you ſhall ſee any of your fellows dgwp, being in- 
clined with the zeal of yur God, reſcae him from 
the hands of your enemies, and if he be not yet 
killed, cure him, If he be dead, ye ſhall do what 


Je can to bury him in the Iſraelites buriall ; aud 
ſo if we ſhall chaſe rather todye then tolive, we 
ſhall proſper in our wars , we (hall dye for the 


covenant of our God, and deliver our ſouls, brin- 
ging them to the light of life in heaven. 

After he had ſaid this , he choſe our of the 
Tews 60000. footmen, and but few horſe- 
men : And out of theſe he choſe 600. of the 
beſt, ſuch as one of rhem would not ſhrink 
fromten, ten from an hundred, a hundred 
from a thouſand , a thouſand from ten thou- 
ſand. With them 7oſeph went tothe cities of 
Aegrippa that were in Iudea, to winthem : for 
Agrippa ſtuck ro the Remays were it right or 
wrong, with all the power he could make. 
He went firſt to Tiarva , a great city that be- 
longed to Azrippa, whereas both his treaſure 
and munition of war lay : When he ap- 
proached the city , he ſpake to the people 
upon the walls, and offered them peace, on 
condition that they ſhould open the gates, 
and deliver unto him all the treaſure of Agrip- 
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22, and all his jewels, this if they would do, 
he then*would ſpare them, and kill none of 
them. Were it not better for you (ſaith he) 
co take part with them that defend the 
SanQuary of God and his inheritance, then to 
joyn your ayd with Agrippe, which is con-' 
federate with your enemies, and affaileth us, 
augmenting the power of them that hate us, 
ſo that he refuſeth nor to fight againſt the 
SanQuary of the Lord, and the people of his 
inheritance. The men of the crown conde- 
ſcending to Toſeph, opencd the gates, and he 
entring the town, made peace with them, and 
they delivered him all the Kings treaſures, 
for they liked Joſephs words , and conſented 
ro take ſuch part as he took. 
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Ep, that time came news to Joſeph, 
WANKE that troubled him fore 5 namely, 
W=qp that Tiberias had rebelled and re- 

. volted from the people that dwele 
in Jeruſalem, and were changed from his 
lor, to become Yeſpaſians ſubjects, who had 
ſer a Rowen Captain over them , for refor- 
mation whereof, he left his Army at Tiarva, 
and took ſixe hundred young men with bim 
to Tiberias, coming on it ſuddenly , andar 
unawars : And as he ſtood on the banks of 

Geneſar , heeſpicd the Navie of the Romans 

that there lay at road to ayd Yeſpaſian, which 

leſeph nw to be broken in pieces, and ro 
be ſcattered abroad in the ſea. The men of 


 Tiberias therefore ſecing the ſhipboards dif- 


perſed in thar faſhion, they conjeRured it was 
done by ſome of Toſephs hoſt, wherefore rhe 
Romans fied to the town, got in, and ſhur the 
gates, Joſeph notwithſtanding came to one 
gate of rhe city , and cryed thar the pet m 
might hear, ſaying ; What meancth this 

conſpiracy 
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conſpiracy of yours againſt me ? ye ftghe 
not ſt me, bur rather againſt the Lord 
God, whoſe Covenant ye have tranſgreſled, 
and broke the bond that we made with him ; 
ye have alſo violated your oath that you 
{ware by the God of 1ſrael, that we ſhould 
fight againſt our enemies toabare their pride. 
The people anſwered from the walls, We 


- beſcech thee our Lord, hear thy ſervants 


went in and took the rown. 


ſpeak ; God forbid we ſhould abide the Ro: 
mans , and not ratherthe people of the Lord 
God of Iſrael, and his Sanctuary, with the 
people of his inherizance , howbeit there be 
amoneſt us certain proud men, ungodly per- 
ſons, that have made a league with Yeſpſian, 
and have brought into the town one of his 
chief Captains : wherefore and it pleaſc 
thee Lord to enter the Eiry with thy ſoul- 
diers , come unto us , that we may live with 
thee, ratherthen ro periſh in the hands of 
them that hate us. 

So rhey opened the gates, that Feſeph 
Then he 
cauſed ro apprehend thoſe ungodly 'per- 
ſons thar were there about ſix hundred 
men, and laid them in irons, ſending them 
to Tiarva which he had afore taken : the 
other wicked men that hadayded Yeſpsfan he 
putro the ſword, But: the chief governour 
of the Town lie apprehended ahve; —_— 

in 
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him our of the ciry and commanded one of 
his Souldiers to cur off his hands. Then the 
Captain beſought Toſeph, ſaying, I beſcech 
thee, my Lord let one of my hands be cur 
off, and leave me the other. This Joſeph and 
his ſouldiers laught him to ſcorn, judging him 
to be no valiant man , nor of haughty cour- 
age : Ioſeph bad his ſole give him the. 
{word in his own hand, and let him cut off 
which hand he liſt, and leave him which he 
will. So the Roman Captain took the ſword, 
and cutoff his left hand himſelf, leaving him 
the right, and ſo he was let go. He came 
therefore unto Yeſpaſians Camp, to ſhew 
them what ſhame was done him. 

- Aﬀer this, the Citizens of Zippory rebel- 
led alfo, making a league with Yeſpaſian and 
rhe- Romans hoſt. Toſeph being certified of 
this; madethither with his hoſt to beſficge it, 
but the rown- abid the brunt of the aſſault 
char” Zoſeph could prevail nothing againſt ir, 
' whetefore he beſieged ir a long ſeaſon. 

; Abour that time, it was fignified alſo to 
them of Ieruſalem, that the Askalonites had 
entred in friendſhip with the Romans. They 
ſent therefore Neger the Edowite, and Shilech: 
the Babylonian,and Tehochazan with a power of 
the common' people, theſe came to Askalon 
and beſieged it a great ſpace ; within the 
rown was a Roman Captain called — 
7 | valian 
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a valiant man, and a good warriour ; upon X 


certain night in the morning watch , iſſued 
ourof rhe rown with his company, to givea 


- Camiſadoto the Zews that befacged the town, 


entred their camp, and madea great flaugh- 
rer, continuing the ſame till ic was day light, 
ſo that about 10060. of the Jews were lain, 
che reſt never moved our of the place, ſaying, 


Ir is berter for us to dye inthis bartell , then 
| to flee from out enemies ; therefore they 


took a good heart unto them, and ſtood man- 
fully intheir ſtations and places , truſting in 
the Lord God of 7/rael ; and when it was 
day, they alſo ſet themſelves in array againſt 
Antonie, flew many of his men, not without 
lofle alſoof their own part , for Shzloch the 
Babylonian and lehochaxan of Jeruſalem were 
by the Romans , with other of the Jews, to 
the number of 8000. fighting men, that were 
under $hiloch and lchochanyan, and never a 
one of the Jewiſh Captains eſcaped that con- 
flit, ſave only Neger the Edomite, which 
hid himſclf in 2 Sepulchre that was there in 
the plain, whom the Romans in their puts 
ſuice ſought, bur found him net , wherefore 


.they ſer a firethe wood thar it burnt round 


abour the Sepulcher wherein he lay bid, and 
conſumed all the trees, ſhrubs, and buſhes, 
bur carne not nigh the Sepulcher , For Neger 
had called ro the Lord with bis whole heart; 

; Te. 
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to deliver him this once from his enemies; 
leſt he ſhould be ſhamefully handled of them; 
promiſing at another time to be ready ro dye 
valiantly in his quarrel : So. Neger eſcaped 
the Romans by the help. of the God of tha 
el, in whom he put his cruſt. - 


p Shortly after ſert the Fer»ſolimites much 
, people. to As halons, rothe number of eigh- 
' { teenthaufand good menof war, to buty the 
, } bodies of the Jews thar were ſlain in the 
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 <conflids by Aztoxy. They fought alſo the 
 } body of Negerthe Edemite, bur they foundit 
| nor, till ax length he cryed unto them our of 


the Sepulcher, ſaying, I am here: For Gad 
hath delivered me our of the hands of minc 
enemies, to the intent I may beavenged of 
them inthe wars of the Lord. So Neger de- if 
claredunto them ar large, all things how they = 
chanced unto him : wherefore the Jews re- 
joyced greatly that they had found bim alive, 
and that he was ſaved by ſuch, a miracle, 
and the Lord delivered him, Thercforc 
they pur their truſt in the Lord, believing 
that God would be preſent with them ro ayd 
them, whereof this deliverance of Weger, 
they took for a furc token. The Romans 
kept themſelves within the Town far.jcar of 
the Zews that were came vo bury the bodies. 
So:the lews-buried 2ll the badies.of Kefit 
own piattthat were flain in both baitels,, jor 
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the Remans were not able to prohibite and 
let them, bur held them in the rown. And 
when the burial was finiſhed,they took Negey 
with them ro Teruſalem, to give God thanks 
there forhis deliverance at that preſent. Then 
To/epb the Prieſt gathered his ſtrengrh, and 
came upon Askalon with his whole Army, 
aſſaulted chem,got the upper hand, and won 
the rown, after ſlew 1ntony and all his peo- 
ple with the Sword, that of all the valiant 
men of War that were with him, not one 
eſcaped. Beſides this, alſo the Villages and 
hamlets that were thereabour without the 
Town, he burnt them all : And ſo ſerved he 
all, the Towns rhereabout, that had entred 
into league with the Remens, ſlaying both 
Jews and Romans that dwelt in them with the 
ſword, as many as he found, and their 
houſes he burnt. 

\This done, 7oſeph returned again'to Zippo- 
ry fought with them and gorthe'\upper hand, 
there ſhed he much blood of the people thar 
had conſpired with the Romans, utterly de- 
ſtroyed them, burnt their Cities and Villages, 
led their wives and children priſoners unto 
Tcruſalem, and all the Remars he found there, 
he pur them to death. 4 

W —— & Titws had heard of all thar 
Toſephus had done againſt the Romans, both 


how he fluc their Garriſons as many as he 
"AY could 
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could find in'Galz/ee, and all the 7ews that had 
made any league with him and his ſons, they 
were wonderful incenſed, and.in agreat rage. 
/ They took therefore there. journey, and came 
' to Apitelma, otherwiſe called Acho, whereas 
at that time, Agrippe King of - Iidea;. was abi- 
ding, and forty thouſand men with him, all 
good nicn of war, and archers cycry one: 
theſe joyned themſelves with 7eſpaſians Ars 
my.by which means the Remans.Camp be» 
came very great; Morcover,out of other N+ 
tions round abour.7edea, good men of war 
without number; joyncd with Yeſpaſian. He 
had aid of the beſt men of war out of ,Meſspo- 
1amia, AremTofa. Afar. Sinear, Perſa, Chalaed, 
Macedonia, & out of th: Provinces of the Pro- 
vinces of the people of theBaſt;yea, the peo- 
ple of; Mizraim, Lod, Denan,and Sebs,with all 
provinces far and neat , that were under the 
ſ{ubjc&ion of the Iews, caſt off the yoke from 
their necks, and rebelled againſtthe Domini- 
on, of Ierifalem; joyning their. power with 
the Romer Army, 10 ayd Yeſpeſtan and Tit#s. 
For theſe wete alſo ſubjects unta the 7ervs that 
force had birthened them, whierefore rthity 
came to help the Romans , and;to invade 
leruſalem and the-people- of the. lews. Fur 
the Edomites had hot affociaiced:!themfclues 
tinto Yeſpaſien arid Tits, for :they were in 
ſiibjedtion to rhic legs and ſerydd thein; &s 
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210 that nor one of them aided the Romans. For

* to Jorpare, the biggeſt City in'Galilee, cloſed 
| up'the gates, and there remained with his 
| Army. Then ſent Yeſpaſian certain' Noble 
4 meiiin, Embaſſonrsro Joſeph, ro:debare the 


matter with him in-this wiſe : Yeſpaſian Ge- 


} nerallof the Rowan Army, defireth ro know

} whatit ſhould avail thee to be'thus pend up

thing ; upon'that, Joſeph ſenr Embaſſadours 
toall-the people at: Feruſaler, tothe Prielts, 
chief men, - Rulers; and tothe reſt ofthe peo- 
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ple, letting them to wit Veſpaſians mind--:, re 


all ſhall underſtand brethren and frie:ds , that 
Veſpaſian General! of the Romans , ſent his 
Embaſſador's ante me , enquiring what it would 
avail ws, to be ſliffe againſt them, and nat rather. 
ta come forth, and to intreat of peace, an1to 
joyn in league together , that we may ſerve the 
Emperonr of the Romans , ſoto ſave our hives, 
and nit to be defiroyed : And Ipray ye why will 
ge loſe your lives , your wives , your ſons and 
daughters ?.

When Joſeph heard the determination of 
the people of Jeruſalem, how all forts with 
one conſent willed by the Embaſſadors the 
continuance of the wars ; he was wonder- 
full wroth, and in a great fury iſſued out 
with all his people , and ſer them in array 
againſt Yeſpeſian , and the Roman hoſt, in 
which conflit were ſlain very many of the 
Iews : and from that day forward, Yeſpaſiax 
began fiercely to war upon the Tews. He de- 
parted thence to the city Geerara , a great City 
inthe higheſt Galil:e, beſieged ir, and wonir ; 
rated it, ſlew all people, man, woman, and 
child, oxen, ſheep, camels, and aſſes, lea- 
ving nothing alive ; And then he ſaid, Now 
begin I to, be revenged for the Romans, 
which the-Iews murthered in the land of Ida. 
From thence he departed, and brought his 
Army. to lorpata, where Ioſeph remained : 
The firſt day that he incamped about 7orpata, 
he relieved his ſoulders with meate and drink 


- Plenty, and made them good $heer, then 


L4 furniſhed

furniſhed he every man with weapons. - 
\ So on the next morning early , the Ro- 
man Ay gave agreat ſhout, and beſet the 
city round about on every fide. In this bufi- 
nekk Tofeph food upon a certain tower, from 


' whence he beheld the huge campot the Ro- 


ans ; whereforc he ſounded forth a trumper 
and gave afign to bartrell , iffaed out with the 
whole power of the Tews that he had with 
him , and ſer upon the Romans camp at the 
foot of rhe hill , continuing rhe fight from 


morning till night ; And when it beganto be 
dark, they ceafed fighting, and departed the 
one from the other ; the Iews to the rown, 
rhe Romans totheir tents. In this batrell were 


many lain on berh fides , as well Tews, as 
Romans. The Romans adyancing them- 
ſelves; proudly and ſtourly faid , we will 
quickly yanquiſh this little Nation , as we 
have ſubdued all other Nations that we have 
conquered, that they will annoy us no more, 
and afterwards we fhall be at reſt. The Fews 
alſo on the other ſide encouraged themſelves 
againſt the Romans , ſaying ; atthisrime we 
wilt all dye cogether,, for the zeal of the 
SanQuary of our God, and never ſufferrheſe 
unclean perſons to-pollate ir 4, and heving 
once deſtroyed-them , we ſhall bequice ': So 
what the pride of the Romans on the one 
fide, and the ſtiffe-necked nn”

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the Ze#ws on rhe other 5 mach people was 
ſlain in that fight ,: for ir continued vill rhe 


ſecond, third. and fourth day. Inthis while 


alt 'rhe- es that dwelt abot 7vrpate, fled 
unto Yeſpeſians camp, and joyned themſelves 
ro the Romens to ayd them ;, and ever as Fo- 


feph Skirmiſhed with 7eſpafian withiour the 


city,/ Feſps/iaw (tnita power to aſlawle rhe city. 


. So Feſeph and his men fought with” Yeſpaſian 


without-the rown.,- and che Fews that were 
within the town-defended the wall againſt 
the routs of the Rowaxs, that was a leſſer 
hoſt made of the nrain Army : bur the Tews 
chat wete withinthe town, began to diminiſh 
every day, untill very few were left. The 
hardieſt alſo of Toſephs fouldicrs, and the 
worthfeft young men that fonghe withourt, 
wereall ſlain, excepr a very few, with whonr 
oſeph fied- and recovered kimfelf mto- the 
rown , rampering up the gates after- him : 
bur as Yeſpaſian with all his Army beſieged 
Torpits 4 Fong while, heeſpyed ar length a 
Conduit without, that ran inte the city; 
whereofthe Citizens drunk becaufe the wa- 
ter was goodand ſweet , thar he cur off, and 
derived the waters thereof beftdes the City, 
whereby the inhabitants of the City were 
deſtirure of beverage , having norhing left 
then bur well waters. 7oſeph therefore per- 
ceiving that the'c.. nduir warer whereof they

were accuftomedto drink, was taken away, 
conceived with himſelf ; Now will the R0- 
-4ns brag and boaſt againſt us, and think to 
take us at their pleaſure, whiles we have no 
water , but ſhall be conſtrained to dye for 
thirft : He took therefore garments, and 


dipped them inthe well waters that were in 


the rown, and hanged them here and. there 
over the wall, to declare ro the Romans, that 
they bad water plenty in the town, left they 
ſhould conceive any hope of winning the 
rown, thinking oy had no waters. 
Then commanded Feſpsfiay a moung to 
be raiſed nigh to the town ſide, to plant an 
an iron Ram upon, to barter the walls with, 
and beat them down. | 
The manner of the making of an iron Ram, 
is thus. . | 
Firſt they take a great long thick beam,up- 
on the forepart whereof they pur a great 
ſtrong head , made like a Rams head, with 
horns,all of principal ſtrong iron,theweight of 
it is as much as halfthe beam,& covereth the 
beam alſo tothe midſt. Then faſten they in- 
ro the ground over againſt the place that they 
intend to batter, twogreat Trees, like rwo 
maſts of ſhips, berween which they hang the 


. beam that is called the, Ram, with ſtrong 


ropes made of hemp, the beſt that may be 
gotten, and iron wier twiſted rogethet : As 
the 
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the hinder part of the beam from the wall 
ward, are rings of iron ſurely: faſtned, with 
ropes made with hemp and wyre, tied to 
them: chat when the affaulters will batter 
the walls, they,.pnſh forward the beam. as 
though ic were a. ſpear, and: faſten his ſtrong 
harns among the: ſtones. - Then hung they 
weights at the rings of. the: hinder part, and 
much people a far off take. hold of the ropes 
that come throngh the rings behind, and hale 
. that part of the beam upon the ground, and 
by fuch means they ſhake the wall, that they 
make it quake again. | | 
Thus in-many places they wreſt, and 
wrench aut the ſtones of the building, ſo that 
afterward the wall falleth down; "There be 
' alſoother manner of engines, as an iron, Ram 


upon four wheels, bound with icon and faſt-. 


ned with iron nails. "Tothis. they-make four 
feer,as hath aRam.,as the bigneſs of the beam 
requireth. The biggeſt for the moſt 
part is thirty;cubirs long, and the leaſt, is ten, 
And look how many tcet the Ram hath, . ſo 
many wheels hath it alſo, for:every wheel 
hath his foot. by him : and when they will 
batter the wall, certain men appointed there- 
unto, draw.it firſt a good way off, thena. 
great multirudeof mentake hold of the hin- 
der part thereof, by four porters or. levers of 
wood that are put therein, and with all cheir 
Peof. ſtrength 
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firength ſhove forward the Ram to ſtrik the 
wall they will batter. The head of this irort 
Ram that gotth upon wheels, Hath no horns: 
bur is blunt, made of the ſtrorigeſt kind of 
iron with awonderful thickneck: they have” 
alſoupon both fides of the erigine, a: pentiſe 
of wood for the ſafcgard of them that ſhove 
forth the Ram behind, from the arrows'or 
ſtones of rthem'thar are uponthe'walls. The' 
Rams that Tis uſed at Feruſalem, for the: 
moſt part ran aff upot1whieels. Of the othier' 
fort he had onely xcouple as we ſhall declare 
in this place. 

The beam of this Ram we even now de- 
ſcribed, was as thick as' ten then could- cd 
chom, and the length thereof was fifty 
bits. Ir was allo hollow withih, 'and- Ned: 
with Oxc-hides folded and ſowed rogether.. 
The wood' ſetved' for' none-orher purpoſe: 
then that the faſſiion of the leather mighr'be 
ſetas upon a mold. The hinder part of the: 
beam was covered over with iron plates. 
The leather was put within; thar the beam 
ſhould not -break with the poiſe of the 
weights that were hanged by- the rings be- 

e, whereas mer appointed: for the' pur- 
poſe, "baled at the ropes to'draw back' rhe 
beam. The wobd therefore 'thar went abou 
thee leather ſerved ro keep'the leather infſhi- 
ors They--coveted: it wich an iron Po

leaſt they tharkepe the wals ſhould ſct iron 
fire.the horns that were upan. the heal of the 
Ram, were as many as they liſted, but never 
fewer then ten, and then che beam was XX.. 
cubits long nor alſo more then fifty, and then 
the beam was a hundred cubirs in length, 
Berwixt every. horn was as-thick as a man 
could fathom, the length was a Cubit and a 
half atlcaſt. The wooden: wall or pentaſe 
was as long as the learher that was.put in the 
beam, and irwas (er-on both ſides coward 
the hinder: part of the beam, to defend ;the 
men thar labourcd ro batter the. walls, : leaſh 
they ſhould 'be-hurt with arrows or darts, -- 
The Ram that Feſpeſian uſed at Forpate, 
which he beſicged, and me init, was made 
inthis ſorr. The length-chereof was fift 
Cubitrs : ichad twenty five hornsin che bead, 
which was-as thick as ten men, every hon 
alfo was as thick as one man,. and berwixe 
every horn the. ſpace of: one-Cubirt : The 
weight that was -hanged ar the hinder.;part, 
was 2 thoufand.fave hundred 'Falenes, | 
Talent was about a hundred: Froy weight; | 
the men thar laboyred in the executing: of 
this Engine, were fifteen hundred. To-$0- 
move it from one place to another, or from

opened the gates, and iſſued againſt rhe Rs 
warns, Skirmiſhed- with them, and flue many 
of them. Bur at length they were ſlain them- 
ſelves. in the skirmiſh for the SanQuary of 
their God, for 1ſrael, and their country; 
When, Foſeph ſaw the wars to encreaſe 
more and more, be iſſued our, and made a 
orcat ſlaughter inthe Romans tents, burnt the 
mount and Engines of war that the Romens 
had lefr, by which means the wars waxed 
yet hotter, 'infomuch that Foſeph repulſed 
the Rowans. For when they ſaw the Jews ſo 
deſperately give-rheir lives for their God and 
Land, they: would not abide their force. .. 
Yeſpafian ſecing his men ſhrink, he ſtood up, 
and encouraged them, exhorting themwith 
fair words and promiſes, as well gold and 


ſilver; as mear and drink, wherewith the Ro- 


ans allured, fought with 7oſeph that dayun- 
to the ſun ſetting, and as the barrel waxed 
hor, the Jews wounded Yeſpaſian with an ar- 
row in his right leg, which fore diſmayed the 
Romans when they ſaw the blood run down 
. his leg : and that day was a ſore fight þc- 
tween the Jews and the Romans:  Tirms Isc+ 
| M ing 
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The Wars of the Fews. 
ing his farther wounded, fore abaſhed, ran to 
him to help him, to whom his farhier ſaid : 
How is it my fon,thart thou art thus aſtonied? 
take heart to thee and with a conrage revenge thy 
father of theſe Iews that have now the better 
hand of #s. So both Titms and Yeſpeſian with 
all cheir whole hoſt, tought that day a fore 
fight and many were {lain on both parts, yea, 
very few were left on Foſephs part, with 
whom he returned into thexown. 

' The next day, the Romans raiſed a new 
mount, inſtead of that that Joſeph burned, 
and plantcd another iron ram thereupon, be- 
tween two poſts accordingly, for Yeſþaſian 
had brought four of this ſort with him from 
Rotne, but other battering peeces upon 
wheels had he with him thirty, what more 
what lefle, the bigger ſort were 30. cubites 
long,theleſſer ren. He bronght alſo ten en- 
pines to hurle great ſtones withal, which he 

ad placed about the wals, The Romans 
therefore renewed. the: aſſaults againſt the 
rown, as they were wont before. Bur the 
rown vvas novv deſolate and naked of the 
ſtoureſt vvarlike men, for they vvere all flain 
in the fights.  Albeit Ioſeph remained and a 
tevv vvith him, vvho vvent every one, and 
the vvomenalſoro defend the vvals for there 
vvas almoſt no men left fir for the War. Then, 


the Romans flung vvith the ' Engines that 
ſtood 
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ſtood on the niottnt, Rones ifits the tovrh or 
every fide. It chariced that a grear ſtone Hit 
2 vvoman vvith child vvith ſuch violence; 
chat it paſſed through her body, and carried 


the child with'ir; by the ſpace of half a mile. 


They caft up and raiſed yer other mounts 
alſo," from wherice they flingsd ſtones, and 
another like chance hapned. A ſtone catiie 
and hit one of Joſephs men of war, a valiant 
man; inſuchſort, that ir divided his head 
from his'body, and made ir flyea'large mile 
off, At'the ſame time, one of the Rotian 
Souldiers'deviſed with himſelf, hovv to hit 
Joſeph vvith a'venomed arrovv, and gat hin 
under a vvall vvhereFoſeph vvas, tb acecom- 
pliſh his-purpoſe; bur: Zoſeph eſpied him; and' 
crycd to'him, ' Hold thy hand chou wicked' 
fellovv' :ind'do/nor kill me, with chat the 


flow frarred ſomevvhar aſide; | being"af- 


fraid ar Toſephs'voice;and ſuddainly the Tews' 


oltt'of the rovvni' povvred! hot Oyt upon him” 
froth the 'vval;” and his skin'vvas ſcalded'ot; 
and he ran avvay naked, hovvling;and yelling ' 


tot'he Romans camip' vyhere he died. 


Yeſpafits anthis ſonne Tiras vvere fully ' 
determined to contintie rlie” aſfault; until" che ' 
47. day, norvvithſtanding thevvals vere io” 


higli;thar they. contd not vyin the tovyh; Yet 


ar length the men'vvere fo ſpefit Fyithin'the- 
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toVViiz thicthty that reitiained ative; vycte 
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ſo vvearied vvith toyling, that they vvere not 
able any longer to turniſh their vvatch upon 
the vvall. This, upon a certain night, Yeſþ«- 


ſian and Titus underſtanding, ſcaled the vvals 
. ar a Quarter vyhere vvatchmen vvere lacking, 


and after them many other of the Romane' 
ſouldiers folloyved, vyhich vvent dovyn on 
the inſide,and brake open the great gate of the 
rown, whereat centred the whole army of the 
Romans. And being withinthe town, ſound- 
ed their Trumpers,and ſhouted ro batrel. The 
Jewes with the alarum,tumulr,and hurly bur- 
ly of the Romans awaked our of their ſleep, 
and were ſore affraid Notwithſtanding every 
man took him to his weapon,and drew tothe 
market-place as falt as they might. They 
had made the market-place of the 'town ſo 
large of purpoſe, that ifany bufineſſe ſhould 
happen, . there might come 'together - the 
whole city if they would : andas they lopk- 
ed about them, they ſaw the Roman army 
entring in at the rown, by cheway thatcame- 
from the great gate. Then fought they with 
the Romans, and divided even inthe market- 
place where they ſtood, exhorting one ano- 
ther,and ſaying, Let us dyc here fighting, and 
never ſuffer our ſelves to be taken alive. Bur 
Joeph and forty men with him, worthy men 
all, fled away into a wood, where they found 
a certain Cave, and hid themſelves therein. 


All 
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- 'All thereſt of the citizens weae ſlain in that 
conflict, for they would nor yield, nor com- 
mit themſelves to the Romans, they truſted - 
them ſolittle. For on a time, a certain Jew 
beſought a Roman ſouldier to ſave his life 
and the Roman {ware unto him, ſaying, God 
deal thus and thus with me, it I flay thee, 
therefore yeild and come hither tome. The 
Tew required him to give his right hand that 
he might eruſt him, and the Rowan reached 
him his left hand. The Iew being diſmayediin 
that great fear mark't not that it was his left 
hand , Bur when the Roman had once hold 
of him, he kept him faſt with that hand, and 
with his right took his ſword, and flew the 
Tew that then was naked, having caſt away 
his weapon, upan truſt of the Roman. 
When the Jews ſaw how the Reman! regar- 
ded nor his oath, bur ſlew the ew, that up- 
onthe truſt of his promiſe and the oath , had 
yielded himſelf unto him ; they determined 
to dye alrogether, and never to truſt the Rs- 
mans ; whereupon they reſolved with them- 
ſelves, utterly ro dye for the holineſs of the 
Lord God of 1/rael, bur in- ſo doing, they 
ſlew muck people of the Romans , and far 
more then they had done in any other bar- 
tell, yerart length the city was raken. - When 
Veſpaſian had knowledg where Foſeph and his 
company was, he ſent Nicaner, Pilerinns, and 
| M 3 Callica- 
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Callicanys with him to Zeſepþ, tg will bimta . 
come forth, and he ſhquld have his life and 
not be ſlain ; upon that 19ſeph debatcd the 
maxter with them that were with bim inthe 
deg, requiring their advice : For my part 
(ſaith he) if ye will tollow my counſell, 1 
think it beſt we gountothem,, bur upon thi 
condition, that they will make us aformall 
aſſurance of our lives, effectually as we ſha 
require them ; which dong, I doubt not bur 
Fefpaſian when we come unto him, will cx- 
tend his fayour towards us, @—O@ 

* Whentheſe men percciyed Joſeph to be in- 
clined to yield unto. the Reways , they ſaid, 
Ve marvell atthee (O Prince Joſeph) atthee 
we ſay, that was choſen our of thouſands of 
people, and promoted to the Prieſthoad,and 
Kingdome, to ſanctifie and hallow the Lord 
God of 1ſrael, wa'ft alſo appointed Grand 
Captain of ſo great an hoſt , and haſt ſeen 
with thine cyes the ſhamefull reproach of thy 
people, with the diſpleaſurcs and damages 
of thy ſhcep , that thou haſt yer any deſire 
ro live in this diſhonour.

*mercitul King, and therefore did God rid 
© him out of the. world. For as he did not 
<< ſpare his own life nor his ſons:ſo did he not 
*©ſparcothers. . And whereas ye alledge 44- 
* 70 unto me, I would know of you, why" 
* he put himſelf, between the living and 


*the-dead.. Was it not becauſe he would- - 


turn away the plague from Iſrael If he 
© had 'known that. he himſelf. ſhould. haye- 


© been ftricken therewith, doubtlefle he: 


<* would.not have ſtriven againſt ——_— 
| cc- 
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© butrrufting in the holineſſe of his righte-= 
<* ouſneſſe, he ftood beforethe Angel to de- 
© liver lſrael from that miſery : Therefore 
*©lam not to be compared with CAeron, 
«albeit I am one of his: children, and never 
*yetinall my life did I ſhrink to venture my 
« life in the wars of the Lord : And nowT 
© 2m not determined to kill my ſelf, leaſt I 
**ſhould fin againſt Ged,and ſpoil my ſoul of 
© hope of falvation : I know it well, and 
< jt were more expedient for me to be ſlain 
<* of mine enemies, then that I ſhould kill 
* my ſelf. And if ye ſay the word, letus 
** go forth and ſuddenly ſet upon our enemies 
*ro kill, or be killed in this battel of the 
* Lord, and fo ſhall we do well : paradven- 
*ture God will give them'into our hands, 
&« For God i able to ſave 45 well by a ſmall CAr- 
&« wy, 45 by a great. Then if you {ce me to be 
© afraid of mine enemics ſword, ye: ſhall 
© thereby know me to be a coward, and one 
© that fawneth upon his enemies and hunt- 
< cth for their favour; Bur ye ſhall ſee me go 
*©afore you, as a valiant man ſhould, nor 
< onceturn my face from death. Whar did 
©ycever ſce in me that you ſhould judg me 
* fearful? Did ye ever know me torefuſe a 
*« fight * within the town of ForparaT have 
** ever kept my quarter and ward, and every 
*day have I fought with mine criemies, 

« whoni 
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 Xyhom I have not ſpared, bur impaired; 


* ind that not a little; whiles I defended that 


_ Elictle City fourty eight dayes againſt them. 


& For I thought with my ſelf, peradventure 
ec] may drive away the enemies of the Lord 
* out of our Land, and pur them by Je- 
& ruſalem that they go not thirher. And fo 
<* have I fought with-them, till all my valiant 
*© ſouldiers be ſpent; and none left but you ; 
* I could no longer withſtand their force, yer 
«I would not yield my ſelf as a priſoner un- 


< to them, therefore I fled hither with you 


« into this Cave. Now therefore, bretheren, 
© ye ſhall underſtand, that death is commodi- 


<qus and good indeed, which comes in time: 


* But it is neither good nor godly; for a

© more clearly fer forth a mans proud, and

© Behold the lions and other beaſts, how 
<« theyare wont to withſtand their enemies

**rheir teeth and clawes, wherewirh nc- 
« verthelcfſe they hiurt not rhemlſelves, 
&* bit uſe chem againſt othier that affaulc

&« gyercome. We, although we have no war- 
* like Weapons, yet hath Nature armed us as 
<< well as them: For albeit we be not of ſuch 

** ſtrength as they, yer have we ſuch armor, 
* that we may detend our ſelves therewith, 
© both from man and beaſt; But how can 
*© we break the band of love one to another 
*that proccedeth from God, which hath 
©* choſcn us his people and inheritance to ſan- 
« ific him * how then may we be enemies 
< rogether, and kill one another 2 It char be 
* true, as ye cannot deny it, that although we 
© be many thouſands, yet we are counted 
«as. oneſoul and members of one 


« bady: then how can any man ever find 
© in his heart to ſtrike his own eyes or feet, 
<* or any other of his members to deſtroy it, 
«© except he be mad, and befides himſelf ? 
« Moreover dear brethren and friends, con- 
<«f{iderto what cnd the maſter of a ſhip doth 
*< abide the rempeſt of the ſeas, and ſtriverh 
« day and night with the floods thereof? 
* Doth heir not to ſave the ſhip, and his life 
* from death? It ſoit be, he would willingly 
<< for the ſame purpoſe pur himſelf in jeopar- 
«© dy of Tempeſt, or ran on rocks, would 
* not the merchant men ſay ;. Sce yonder 
< deſperate fellow that deſtroyeth himſelf, 


<« his ſhip, with the Marchants, and their 
riches ? 
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© riches? Suppoſe an carthly King ſhould 
<pive his officers to keep certain precious 
* Jewels : were it not convehient that they 
< ſhould keep them till ſuchtime as he ſhould 
«call for them again z If rhey ſhould 
<« ar their pleaſure caſt them away before the 
<« King call for rhem, ſhall they not move 
«him to anger ? And if a man come intothe 
* preſence of the King uncalled, will not the 
&« King check him, and ſay unto him, Whar 
« doft thou here before I call thee? So 
<« now, all the ſouls of Iſrael are the Lords; 
« who hath beſtowed them unto men ac- 
« cording to his mercy and good plcaſute, 
*whoalſo will receive them again when it 
« pleaſeth him ; and when his tine is come 
< every ſoul ſhal depart unto his place of reſt. 
© Therefore if a man will with his own 
& hands, let forth his ſoul out of his cloſure

Thou Lord Almighty art our 
Father, thou haſt ſhaped us, and by thy great 
mercy taken us out of the clay : thou art he that 
leadeſt us in thy faith, and the multitude of thy 
mercies aud beniznities towards us hath not cea- 
fed. And although our ſins have ſeparated us 
from thee, yet nevertheleſs, we ge thy handy- 
work every one of #s, and of long have we been 
calle1 thy people. Thou art Lord over all crea- 
tures and ſouls. Thou doſt what thou wilt, and 
none dare ſayto thee, why deſtthou ſo * Thou 
art our Fath:r, we are clay, thow haft given us 
our ſhape and faſhion ;, therefore if it pleaſe thee 
to take our ſouls, take them by the hands of thine 
Angels, that we commit ns evil againſt them.

Did not wertell thee cre while , like as we tell 
thee now , that we are determined to dye b 
one means or other? wherefore ſay thy mind, 
and tell us by what death thou wilt end thy 
life ; for we have ever known thee a juſt 
man, and a worthy Prince, therefore art 
chou worthy to dye firſt. Foſeph perceiving 
his fellows were utterly determined to dye, & 
would give no carec to his perſwaſtons, for he 
could by no reaſons draw themro his opini- 
on,he went ſubrily tro work with them on this 
wiſcgſceing it will be none otherwiſe brethren 
(quoth he) I will ſhew you my advice : ye 

N3 are 
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are determined ta dyc yeſay, and that upon. 
your own {words , therefore there is-no bet- 
ter way, then to doir by lotin this wiſe : Ler 
us caſt lots amongſt our fclves, that we may 
be joyned together by couples, then will-we 
caſt lors which couple ſhall dyefirſt ; after, 
they rwo ſhall caſt lots between rhem., whe- 
ther ſhall kill his fellow , he that remaineth 
ſhall chooſe him one of the ſecond couple to 
kill him ; likewiſe the fecond couple ſhall 
caſt lots between themſelves, who ſhall dye 
firſt, and hetharis lett , ſhall chooſe him one 
of rhe third couple, whom he hath a fancy 
ro be killed of -: then they ſhall ery by lot

Toſeph anſwered, Bur lerus ſware by the name 
ofthe Lord, that this device ſhall ſtand, be 
ratified, and performed ;, whereunto they

accorded , and ſware all by the name of the _ 


Lord, thatthey would have this device to be 
ratified and kept, which 7oſeph had invented 
by cafting of lets. Then 7oſeph caſt lots, 
who ſhould berhe odde man, and it fell up- 
on Fehojads the ſon of Zliakim a Galilean, 
which was a. valiant . man, and chicfeſt in 
every counſel next to Jeſeph, andthe princi- 
pall' perſwader of this wicked fa& to kill 
themſelves ; After that did he craftily divide 
chem into couples, ſo that the lot of his own 
couple came forth laſt of all , who looked to 
be ſaved, and truſted in God, believing that 
= -—"_ deliver him from this abominable 
ced. 
Then 7chsjads choſe him one of the firſt 


couple, who ſlew him , Thar done, the firſt | 


couple caſt lot between them, ſothe one kil- 
led his fellow , and choſe him one of the ſe- 
cond couple to kill him z Thenthey of the 
ſecond couple, caſt lors between themſelves 
inthe preſence of Joſeph, and the one killed 
the other ; then he that remained, choſe him

chis manner did they all , till they were all 
ſlain, and none left ahve, bur T9ſeph and his 
fellow, who ſaid unto Joſeph, go to, let us caſt 
tors that we may go toour brethren. 


' Yoſeph anſwered, Wewill doſo, if thou: 


be ſo diſpoſed ; but firſt hear me I pray» thee, 
fpeak a few things in thy cares ;.

in this murthering of themſclyes fo ſhametul-: 


ly 2 neither could I by any means diſſwade 
them, nor hale them from this opinion 3 
wherefore ſhould we rwo fin againſt God fo 
grievoully., and againſt our own ſouls «2 If 
the lat ſhould ſo fall chat I ſhould kill thee, 
I ſhould be counted a man-flayer , and thar 
worthily., and it may ſo chance [ ſhall eſcape 
after thee , and ſave my life , bur if che lor 
ſhould ſo fall, rhar thou ſhouldeft lay me

2 For a 'man 
is nor conſtrained to perform an oath unto 
God, bur to. the keeping of his laws ; and 
hercupon 1s itthat David faith, I have ſworn, 
axd will perform , tor neither vow nor oath 
that is made againft the commandements of 
God, can be ratified before God: And that 
moreis, before we ſware, our fathers ſware 
firſt a|great while ago at the mount of Sinai, 
that they and their children ſhould keep the 


nant with themuponthe ſame, and not onely 
with them chat were there, bur alſo with us. 
How then dare we be ſo bold to ſware, to 
break the law of God, and become man-kil- 
lers ? Seeing itis one of the ten commande- 
ments expreſly, Thou ſhalt not kill. Wherefore 
my brother, thou ſhalt underſtand, that we 
need not be ſolicitous, nor carefull for rhe 
oath that we have made , bur rather to break 
it, for God will never be diſpleaſed with ns 
for that : For | being afraid of theſe wicked 
perſons thatlye now here dead, invented this 
ſubtill means and way to (ware, that I might 
ſave my life : now therefore my brother, if 
thou wilt be ruled by mine advice, thou ſhalt 
ſave thy life and mine, and I will caſt nolots, 
nor perform the oath that we made, which

And with this Joſeph 
teapt back, and-drew out his ſword, ſtanding 
over againſt him'at his defence, ro ſee what 
his fellow would anſwer ; His companion 
hearing. this, ftirred neither hand nor foor 

inſt him, burſaid : Loe, Iam content, do 
what thon thinkeſt good, becaufe rhou arr a 
man-of 'God:: And bleſſed be the Lord 
God of Ifracl that hath not wichdrawn his 
mercy from me, bur made me to be in thy 
lat, whereby-my ſoul is ſaved from going to 
hell::: thy lotis -aJuſt lot : For the Lord will 
z0t: leave the ſrourge of ſinners, upon the lat of 
the juſt. Much beſides this ſpake F-5 wr 
companionto him, for he was ſore affraid of 
him, leaſt heſhoald Have killed him, if they 
had cncountred together, - for Toſeph was a 
berter man of his-hands, and therefore 7oſeph 
choſe him into his lor, that he might be able 
to make his parry good with him. In this 
point 7oſeph played the wiſe mans part, for he 
eſcaped by this means, both frem the honds 
of. thoſe wicked fools, and alſo from his fel- 
low. Therefore 7oſeph called' our of the 
Cave to Captain Nicanor, and ſaid ro him in 
this wife : Wilt thou promiſe me, that nei- 
ther thou, nor any-of thy ' men that be here 
with thee, or'in the Romans Camp, ſhall kill 
us, before thou haſt brought us unto Palpeſ 


4,2 and let himdo with us as he thinketh 


good. 
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good. MNicaner anfincred': $0: and:ſo deal 
God with me, if I fulfil;nor thy xequeſt, it fo 
be thou wile come forrhiunto ' me; rogerher 
with the men that chou haft wirhithee; 7e- 
ſeph anſwered him, T will come forrturo thee, 
- and ſo. many more of us as be alive”: forir 
is come-to paſs, thar ſame of us'be deatlin 
the Cave, wherefore how can they. cottic 
forch © Then ſaid' Nicanor , never think 
(friend Joſeph) thar I come xo deceive rhee, 
come forth and truſt im thy-G O'D; for thou 
needeſtnot ro fear. Joſeph ſaid”: Swear un- 
to:methis, by the:God of Iiracl, atthonghhe 
be unknown-/to thee, Nicaxer anſwered, I 
ſwear unto thee byithar God 'that made the 
world by his wiſdom, thar thou needeſt nor 
to fear me, but boldly mayeſt come forth 
unto me. So Nycamor made a covenant 
with Joſeph and his fellow, confirming 'and 
ratifying it in writing, after the manner of rhe 
Romans, and reaching ir intoighe”Cave upon 
a ſpear, . holding the poinrof the ſpear in his 
own hand, 1sfeph rook the writing, read it, 
and beleeved Nicanor : then came he forth to 
Nicanor and his fellow with him. 

When MNicanor fitting upon his ſeat of 
State that was made him inthe wood nigh to 
the Cave, ſaw Toſeph come rowards:him, he 
roſc up, and embracing him, kifſed him, ſer 
him one his right hand and wept with him 
abundantly, he honoured his fellow alſo, 

placing 
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placing him between Polerinus and Gallicanus 
whom he had then preſent with him. Then 
Nicaxor asked him for the reft of the men that 
were with him, willing that they ſhould come 
forth and he would honour them alſo, and 
do them no harm. Toſeph declared the 
whole matter unto him what was become of 
chem. 

Nicaner hearing of the pertinacious ftub- 
bornneſle of ya Vs hearts, and their wick- 
' ed intents, was wonderfully moved. So then 
he roſc and went from thence, with Toſephand 
his companion unto Yeſpaſian, When the 
Roman Army ſaw Teſeph, they were greatly 
aſtonyed, and gave a mighry ſhout; ſome 
rejoyced thar Doh was taken, ſaying this 1s 
good luck that our cycs ſhall ſec our long ex- 
peed defire, Other Lamented and let tears 
fall from their eyes with penſive hearts, ſay- 
ing, Is not this that worthy man who made 
all the Roman hoſt to quake for fear , and 
whoſe fame & renown was known through- 
outall Lands? How is it come to paſs that 
ſo mighty a man is taken in his own Coun- 
try, and amongſt his own people 2 It this 
_ chanceth unto ſuch a man, to be taken in his 
own Land in the midſt of his families and 
friends ; how ſhall we eſcape in a ſtrange 
Land ? Certain evil diſpoſed perſons of the 
Roman {ouldiers, went to Yeſpaſian, and =_ 

It 


£ 
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Sir, you ſhall do well ro command this man 
to be ſlain without mercy, thathath been the 
deftruion of ſo many of the people of the 
Romans. This is the ſelf ſamerthar ſhort the 
arrow and ftuck you in the leg, put him to 
death, and then ſhall yebe ſure he ſhall never 
move war more amongſt you. If ye do not,ye 
ſhall ſce him oneday again raiſe an Army a- 

ainſt us, and deſtroy us. Bur Toſeph did find 
friendſhipat Tit Yeſþaſian ſon's hands, which 
came of the Lord. 

Therefore when he heard thoſe wicked 
mens words, that defired Yeſpaſianto put 70- 
ſeph to death, he diſproved their advice, and 
partly in mockage he taunted chem, ſaying, 
Will you tell my Father whar he hath ro do? 
will you give him ſo wicked counſel to kill 
that man, that yiclderh himſelf ro us, upon 
the truſt ofour league and band of friendſhip, 
which you now go abour to break and fru- 
Krate ? Did nor Captain Nicanor in my fa- 
thers name and Cz2ſars; with all the Rowan 
hoſt, make a Covenant with him ? Take. 
heed whar you ſay : 1s itnot reaſon to break 
the Ceſarean fidelity: Moreover, who can tell 
whether it may ſo happen, chat ſome of us 
be taken by the Jews, like as Joſeph is priſoner 
with us ? When Yeſpeſian heard his ſons 
words, it pleaſed him, and he ſpared 7oſeph, 
not ſuffering him to be ſlain, bur Ns 
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him to a certain Captain of his, and cartied 
bim about with him chroughthe citics, roge- 
ther with, King 4grippe. After this Yeſpaſuan 
remaved his Camp to Thalmida, which alfo 
is called CAcho, and from thence he went to 
Ceſarea, a great City. 

When they of the City ſaw 7eſeph, they 
crycd unto Yeſpaſian, kill him, kill him, or 
els he will one day be an accafion to ftir great 
wars agaift thee. But Yeſp«ſian gave no cat 
tothem., Whiles he was at Ceſares, tidings 
came to him, that the Citizens of Paphe in- 
raded & ſpoiled the Lies that were ſubje& un- 
der Dominions with a navy. Yeſpeſiaz hearing 
thereof commanded to lay wait for them,thar 
they might be mer withal. So there was an 
ambuſh laid without the town;and it came ro 
paſle, that when the Pyrates wete gonic out a 
roving, Feſpaſex centred the town androok it ' 
without great reſiftance, becauſe their ſoul- 
diers were abſent. 

When the Rovers therefore teturned with 
their Navy, and ſaw the Rowags in the city, 
_ wr ro arrive pe ſera land ; bur 

uddenly a huge tempeſt and a mighty ſtorm; 
drove all thei rn pier _ that 
were inthe ſea ſhore, (for their was no haven 
for ſhips) and. there they-were loſt many: of 
them ,. and. thoſe that ſwam to. land the Ro- 
mans flew : they:that were drowned in = 
ea, 
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ſea, and ſlain by the Romays, were in num- 
ber four thouſand good men of war, beſides 
them that were ſlain in the town 40000. all

This done, Yeſpaſias ſer forthſ/alericus an

Taribss, two Roman Captains, with his ſon 


Titus, who went, beficged, and wan the 
_—_ "7 _ that were no deg 
ws did -7;7tus uſe them, They toat yielge« 
unto him , he ſaved their Ran and whoſoc- 
ver withſtood him, he flew. Moreover, all 
the cities that belonged to 4grippa in Galilee, 
he reſtored them unto him again, only 7ier- 
w4 ExCept , Which he utterly raſed, and flew 
all the mankind , eſpecially ſuch as were apt 
ro the wars , ſold alſo their wives and chil- 
dren. And this was the only city in all 
Galilee, that Titus ſhewed ſuch arigour and 


extremity unto.

= journey ito. Gawala which is-a city 
WS upon the rop'of a mountain. the 

-. + - name thereof is called Gamala,of an 
Hebrew word Gamal, thar fignificth to quite 
orto do a good turn , becauſeit is the beſt 
city that belongerh to Agrippa, and the inha- 
birancs thereof were all: very rich. The city 


alſo called Seleucia, was not far diſtant from 


it, ,- a country repleniſhed with good towns; 


- gardens;/ brooks ; and all kind of fruitful 


trees ; - Agripps belought Yeſpeſtan that he 
would nor deſtroy -this city , ler me go firſt 
(ſaith he) and offer them peace, peradven- 
cure they will take it , that they may ſave 
their lives from deſtruſtion.z Yeſpaſian was 
entreated,ſaying unto him, go and doasthou 
wilt , for thine honours fake I will do fo 
much for thec. So A4gripps went to them, 
and ſpake friendly and-peaccably untorhem; 
and they received him in like manner, but 
they ttieant deceit, ſaying 5 Thou att out

Theſe things were 
done-/on Whit+ſun-cven, which was called 
the feaſt of weeks, and harveſt: The night 
afore the third day appointed was come, -1e- 
hochanan and his. complices:gar'out of the 
town, and fled coward Feruſalem,, ere Tits 
knew thereof :'On the morrow he ſent his 
Embaſladors to demarid their anſwere, what 
they would do. . They aniwered, we defire 
ro enter in a league. with you, for we are 
yours, to do whar: pleaſure your hearr de- 
fireth, upon the condition, that 'none of the 
Romans hurt either our bodies: or goods. 
Titus upon this made peace withthem, con- 
firming ic by writing ſealed, forthe better aſſu- 
rance thereof. So they opened-rthe gatcs,and 


"Titus came into the rown with all bis whole

Army, and the Jews received him with great 
joy, honouring him very much. 

Then Tits enquired for 1ehochenay and his 
confederates. The Citizens declared unto 
him , how he fled by night with all his unto 
Ieruſalem : Titus hearing that, ſent after to 
purſue him, yet they found him not, he had 
made ſuch ſpeed. Notwithſtanding, man 
of the people that went out of the town wir 
him, that they might cſcape the danger, both 
men, women, and children, old and impo- 
tent perſons they overtook, ſlew them cve- 
ry one, and returned with a great ſpoyl. Af- 
certhis, Tits won all the citics in Gellee,and 
ſer Rulers in them. Then 7eſpoſian diſlodg- 
ed from hence, and cametothe mount T4- 
bor, which hath ſnow on it continually ; the 
height thereof is thirty furlongs , and upon 
the top is a plain twenty three furlongs long : 
Thither ſent Yeſpsſian one of his Captains 
called Palgorus , which took the mountain, 
and the crown that ſtood thereon.

Jehechanan and his valiantneſs; revolted from

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Anani the high Prieſt , and claveto him, de- 
viſing with him of all their affaires : So he 
conſpired with theſe cut-rhroatsto lay hands 


- upon the rich men of the city , and ro ſpoyl 


them of their goods; and this was their man- 
ner, When they eſpyed any notable rich man 
of the City, they would after this forr quar- 
rell wich them : Art not thou he that haſt 
ſent letters tothe Romans, and to Yeſpaſian, 
ro betray the city unto them £ Thus would 
they examine him before the people, and 
when he would anfwer, God forbid I ſhould 


_ doo ; thenwould they bring in godleſs per- 


fons, limbs of the devil , of their own com- 
pany, to bear falſe witneſs againſt him, that 
1c might be condemned to death by the law 
fora rebell. Wha 

' Fhus dealt they with udntipes and Zohria, 
both Noble men and of the chicf of the city * 
and their goods with all their jewels, the ſc- 
ditious feazed for themſelves, they pickr 
quarrels alſo with the high Prieſts, thruſt 
chem trom their chairs, that they could not 
execute their ſervice. Moccover hey Caſt lots 


who ſhould have the prieſts office, and who 


ſhould be no prieſt. For they held the pricſt- 
hood and ſervice of God, forroyes, gaudes, 
and trifles. So the lot fell upon one that was 
called Pani the fon of Pemel, a carterly huf- 
bandman, ignorant of what belonged tothe 

Prieſts 
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Prieſts office, ſothat he was uterly unworthy 
of the Prieſthood: fo lighta"matrer made: 
they of rhe Pricſthood.' Thepood and the 
godly men of Jeruſalem, ſceirig the powet of 
theſe ruffians, and wicked perſons bear ſich 
fwinge, they ftuck rogerther and determined 
co 'wicthſtand them by force.

ety was filled full of dead bodies and ſlain 
rien. For there. was not ſo much as one 
ſtreet, bur there was ſome skirmiſhes in ir. 
The peoplear lengrh gor the' upper hand-of 
_ the ruffians, for they were cagerly ſer, and 
earneſtly bent againſt them. The ſeditious 
therefore ſecing themfclves not able ro make 
cheir party good with the people, fled every 
man intothe Temple of the Lord, ſhut it after 
them, and there remained. But Anani the 
high Prieſt, ſecing the wickedrto be fled to the 
Temple, willed the people ro ceaſe their 
fighting with them in the Temple of the 
Lord, leaſt they ſhould polluce ir with the 
blood and dead carkaſſes of thoſe wicked per- 
ſons.

Captain Fohochanan having intelligence of 
Schimeons coming to befiege the rown, and 
how he had deſtroyed the fields, rhought to 
have gone out of Jeruſalem, and to fight 
with him, bur he durſt nor, for his ſpies had 
told him that he ſhould not be able to over- 
cortie him, he had ſo puiſſant an Army,and ſo 
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well appointed. Yet nevertheleſs he iſſued 


out, and lay in ambuſh for Schimeos. In the 
mean ſpace, by chance Schimeens wite (that 
was fled out of Feru/alem with her men and 
women ſervants towards her husband, for 
fear leaſt ſhe ſhould be ſlain for her hus-- 
bands ſake; -if ſhe ſhould have' tarried at 
Teruſalem:) paſſed by where he lay in his am- 
buſh ; Her he' took, arid brought again to 
leruſalem, not a little proud of ſuch a-prey, 
thinking now we ſhall have Schimeon at our 
pleaſure, ſeeing we have his wife our priſoner: 
he loveth her ſo entirely, that he will do for - 
her ſake whatſoever we will have him: This 
came to Schimeens ear, who had taken thar 
| | _\ 
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time many of Tehochanans men,8 cut off their 
right hands, ſending them with fuch ſhame 
to Teraſalem to their maſter. He fſeni morc- 
over Embaſfadours to Tehochanan, willing bim 
to fend him his wife, in fuch ſorr that-ſhe 
might cometo him with all that was hers: 
or if he refuſed ro do ir, he ſhould be ex- 
ereamely handled, for he would: take the 


town ere it were long, and to Tehorhanans 


ſhame, cur off the hands and legs of all them 
that did inhabir:ir. 

Tehochanan hearing this, was fore afraid, 
and all they that were with him, and there- 
fore they ſent him his wife z whereupon Sch1i-

mem played thetyrant withour,. ſo likewiſe 
did Tehochanan within, For 1chochanans 
fouldiers raviſhed* the' Kraclices wives, and 
ſhed innocent blood.

Shortly after Schimeon left the town for a 
ſpace, and returned into 1dumes, for he had 
word-that the men of moſt power, and rhe 
richeſt fort of that country rebelled. Where- 
upon he facked and.{poyled all-rhe rowns: of 
J1dumea, and lefe them nothing--:: infomucl 
that he was become very rich, - and' then rc- 
turned to Teruſalew, bringing. the: Zdoanites 
wholly with him, that were meer for war: 
and many of the Jews reſortedto; him, and 
with his power he beficged Jeruſalem even 

| at 
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at the hard gates, _ Yer the tyranny of Jebu- 
chanan-and his ccomplices ceafed not bur in- 
creaſed more and more daily in eruſalew,in- 
ſomuchrhart they taught the Cirizens of 7eru- 
ſalem to murther their 'neighhours, and to 
commit adulcery with their wives : by which 
means fornication was rife and common in 
the city. Yea,many of the people & youth ſha- 
ved their beards, lercing the hair oftheirheads 
grow,and accompanied themſelves with wo-

dafully deftle the City of leraſalems, and 
withour doubt furchered the'defolationthere- 
of.

This Eleazer was 
the beginner, and firſt ſower of ſedition 
amongft the 1/rae/ites, whom Schimeons would 
now have put to death, to be revenged of his 
father that baniſhed him our of Jeruſalem 
but Zehochanan took Eleazars part, and defen- 
ded him ; For EleaFar was always Tebecha- 
mans friend, and ayded him. His father was 
high Prieſt, and bare a great rule in Jeruſa- 
lem, wherefore Elea\ar was of a great eſti- 
mation and authority with the Elders,ſo that 
they durſt nor apprehend him ; and-his fa- 


theralſo looked negligently unto him, and let 


him do what he liſt, becauſe he had no more 
ſons but him. - So he-was the firſt that aſfem- 
bled naughty perſons rogether , and held 
ever on TJebochanans ſide , from his firſt com- 
ming to Jeruſalem.

4, tebell, and me Joſeph Prieſt and priſoneral- 
ble MW fo faſt bound in chains, for ſo had his coun- 
ſell moved him, ſaying : We cannor ſay the

he will flce to Jeruſalem , and help to ſer 
them at unity and concord ; then they make 
him their King, and after he be the forer enc- 
my unto us ?

Moreover, be- 
fore this deed, the continual Sacrifice ceaſed, 
for a thouſand, two hundred, and ninety 
dayes, aSit.is written in Dan, Chop. 22, And

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from the time that the comtinaal ſacrifice ſhall be 


jaten away, and abomination ſhall be pas into de- 
ſawven, 4 thinſand two hundred and ninety 
4jes. | 
"The ſame year and moneth that Zgripps 
was put to death, God moved the minde of 
Feſpaſran to remember me with his mercy, 
wherefore he. commanded thar I ſhould be 
ferched our of priſon , and brought to his 
preſence. And as I ſtood in irons before'him, 
Ceſar bad me wellcome, and ſpake comfort- 
ably unto me, ſaying, Thou knoweſt very 
well that I have loved thee from the day I 
firſt ſaw thee, and though I have kept thee 
continually in durance, do not think I did ir 
of any ill will or malice roward thee, bur 
rather thou mayeſt perſwade thy ſelf, I didir 
leaſt the Reman Princes ſhould diſdain at thee, 
and ſay : See, here is a fellow, that in our 
wars hath endamaged us ſo greatly, now go- 
eth he check-mare with us, in as great favour 
as we, let us kill him and put him outof rhe 
way. But my friend Joſeph, be of good chear, 
I will deliver thee from theſe yron bands, 
and thou ſhalt be with mein no worſe caſe 
then as one of iny chicf Princes. I will ſend 
thee into 1ewry tro my ſon Titzs, ro whom 
thou ſhalt be as a father and a counſellonr. 
Thou knoweſt, Titxs was he that rook pitty 


on thee; and would not ſufferthee to be pur 
| £0 


| ſuddenly pur to death by you 2 Ceſar an- 
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to death, Yea he hath ſundry times moyed 
me to releaſe thee of thy bonds, and to ko- 
nour thee,which I have deferred to do,onely 
for this cauſe that I ſhewed thee. I made him 
anſwer, But how can I be quiet or in ſurety 
of my life as long as I am in thy company 
and thy Sons, ſecing Agrippaand his ſon were 


ſfwered, hold thy peace Foſeph, I never look- 
ed far any goodnefle of Agripps and his ſon, 
Thou knoweſt not what they had wrought 
againſt my majeſty and how they went about 
rorebel ; thou haſt born their bones with thy 
hands. Docſt thou nor know I honoured 
him and his ſon in Fewry, how 1 could not 
ſuffer any of "my Army to annoy any of his 
cities? Tanſwered 5 yes, I know it was lo 
as your majeſty ſairh. Then ſaid he, but for 
all this hath 4grippa required me again with 
evil. For what time as the Nobles of Rome 
in Ferry went about ro make me Emperour, 
thinking me ſomewhat more meet to rule the 
Empire then Ytellixs, Agrippa perſwaded 
them that they ſhould nor make me Empe- 
rour, affirming that there was nothing in me 
worthy wherefore they ſhould promore me 
rothar dignity. And after when he came to 
Rome, he went from one Biſhop to another, 
and caufedrchem to gorothe Biſhops, to ac- 
cufe me of ſuch crimes as in my conſcience! 
knew nothing ar all, By 
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\By tbiv] perceived that Agripps's heart 
was full of rancour and rebellion, and rhere- 
fore I judged him to death. For where 45 
wickedneſfe i, there it is meet that coudigne 
wſbment ſhould wot be, lacking, And 1 pur 
his ſon ro death-likevviſe, Fer the ſon of 4 
Traitonr ought uot to live upon the earth,becauſe 
that in his heart remaineth the work of his F4- 
ther, being conceived and born of a rebellj 
ſeed: Bur I have found thee alwaies fairhful 
and true, and therefore. I commend my fon 
tothy wiſdom. With this, he commanded 
my yxons to be taken away from me, and be- 
ing releaſed and at Jiberry, he ſet me honour- 
ably-among the Princes and Senatours. Then 
faid T'unto him , Is not this a grear diſho- 
nour unto me, that I ſhould be delivered 
from my bonds, and nevertheleſs my coun+ 
trymen that be with me to be kept in prifon 
ſtill £ Now therefore if I found favour in 
thy fight, and if thou wilt do any thing at 
my requeſt, looſe the bonds likewiſe of all 
the reſt-of the Iſraclires thar be with me : ſer 
them ar libberry alfo, and thou ſhalt be 
aſſured that I will be thy faithful counſel- 
tor while my life laſteth,and an enemy tothy 
= to make war upon them that affail 
thee, 
Feſpeſian granted Foſeph his requeſt, and 
Wd be hd liberty, as many as 
were

were priſoners with Foſeph. Shortly after 
ſent he Foſephro his ſon Tiz«s, that abode at 
char preſent at Alexandria in Egypt, to whom 
he writ concerning Joſeph inthis manner. 
| T ſend umo thee here (my beloved ſon) Toſeph, 
a prince of the Tews, « man of experience, trained 
in war, in whom « great wiſdom ; he ſhall be hy 
father and faithful counſelleur , thou ſhalt not ds 
againft his counſel, neither one way nor other, for 
he u a wiſe man. Wherefore thow ſhalt reverence 
and honour him according as he is worthy, far 
the Lord God is with him, and believe not raſhly 
any man that defames Toleph unto thee. Te ra- 
ther put him to death ftraightway, that will ac- 
caſe bim : for Toſeph & 4 faithful man, and 4 
good counſellour, and who ts ſo ruled by his 
connſell , ſhall have a proſperous ſucceſſe is 
that he goeth about. Therefore when Ioſeph 

ſhall come anto thee, after he hath refreſhed him- 

ſelf afew dayes of his labours and travels at the 

Sea, then ſhalt thou pn thine expedition 
azainft Teruſalem, to beſiege it. And if the Iews 
receive thee peaceably, and will ſubmit themſelves 
wnader the Roman Empire, then beware thou 
endamage them in nothing,but rather repair their 
Cities, and let them be free from all Tribute for 
#be ſpace of two years, yet on ths condition, that 
thrice every year th:y ſet a flag with the CArms 

of the Romans #pon their. walls, that is to ſay, «t 


their three ſolemn feaſts, when a-all theirlſraclites 


were 
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were wont to reſort unto Teruſalem, and td appear 
before the Lord their G © D. Moreover they ſhall 

er for us every feaſt a ſacrifice, wpon the moſt 
boly Altar that i inleruſalem. And if they re- 
je 10 make peace with thee,t hou ſhalt utterly raſe 
their Towns, and-whoſoever © left alive, and 
eſcape the ſword, thoſe ſhalt thou lead away Cap- 
tive.. If they deſire to have Toſeph to be their 
King, we are content therewith. In any wiſe re- 
member to be ruled by Toſephs counſel, he ſhall be 
thyfather, and thou bis ſon. | 

Afrerchis, lofeph departed ſrom Rome, and 
came to Alexandria to Titms, who hearing of 
Ioſephs arival, was wondrous glad, and all 
the Ancient wiſe men with him , For Ioſeph 
was full ofthe ſpirir of wiſdom , underſtan- 
ding, .counſel, valiantnefſe, knowledg, and 
fear of God. 

Wherefore he went forth to meet him, ac- 
companicd with the Captains of the Romans 
Army, and received him with great honour. 
Then loſeph delivered to Tirme his fathers, lets 
anger s Titus having read ſaid unto Toſeph. 


'Wharſfocver my father hath writrcn in theſe 


letters, I would. have done no leſs by mine 
own accord : but-fith my father 'hath ad- 
moniſheth me of the ſame, I onght ro do it 
the mote. Wherefore remain here with me, 
and I will be thy ſon, & thou ſhalt be my fa- 


ther,to;rule and govern me with thy counſel.

So Foſeph abode with Titas at Alexanairis 
a whole —_— after he came from Jrrw 
Then conſult 4 r to goto 
ſfalem and beſrege _ ay wy der niderſtgod 
well cnongh, Thebes of + pions yew amd 
that his word coald moe hd. or hiadered 
Titus therefore and with him, departed 
from Atrxandria with all their Army , and 
pitched rheir tents ar Niropotis ; from thence If ©!

from thence they travelled chrough the de- 
fart to Buale ſain, after that ro Dirrop, 10 to 
Ga74, next to Avkaton, thento Tabuans,alftet td 
Tapho, and ſo to Ceſarra. Inthefe journies he 
won Aſam, Askalen,and raphy , withall rheic i 2

The firſt year ofthe raign of Yeſpaſian, the Ml © 
To, month, andthe 7. day ofrhefame, cam l 
Tits with roſeph and his Army to Ceſares, 1 © 
famous City builk by King Hered. In this I tl 
city he ſojourned untill his whole: hoſt wat Il 
come togethet ; as well of Romans, -as'df 
other Nations that wereutder the dominion 
of the Romans, and cameto ayd them/in the 
fiegeof Jeruſalem, Therefore Tims: Army 
w_ wonderfully huge and puiſfant ,' where- 
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and ircxealed in Jeruſalem, for the Citizens 
flew one another without any truce, reſt, or 
quictneſs no. riot in winter, when, as wars 
were wont to ceaſe ; bur ſummer and winter 
both , che wars never ſtinted between $Schi- 
men, lehochanan , and EleaFar, For the 
Lord that year had fent amongſt them of 
leruſalem , a vertiginous ſpirit of giddineſs, 
that the people were divided into three parts : 
whereof the firſt and beſt followed 4eni the 
Pricft, who at that time had Rained , unhal- 
lowed , and ſuſpended his office of Prieſt- 
hood. Another part followed ſcditious 7eHs- . 
chanan,; the third was cruell Schimeon. So 
that in the midſt of Teruſalem was civill wars 
and without the. ſame , the Rowans Army 
made roads upon Geſares, even to Ieruſalem, 
by the means whereof no man durſt go forth, 
leſt he ſhould fall into the enemies hands, nor 
enter into the town to bring any neceſſaries 
thither. 4nei being a perfect godly man, 
and ſeeing the commonwealth of Icruglem 
governed by the pleaſure of the feditious, 
gaveover his third part that ftuck ro him, to 
Bleczar his ſon, which was the firft authour 
of ſedition, and he that gave: the firſt occafi- 
on; andthe cauſe of all the miſchief rhar be- 
fell in Teruſalem,and ia the whole land of In- 
dea, For: he began: a confpiracy againſtthe 


Roman Garriſons, and provoked: Iſracl ro _

bel againſt the Rowans, and ro lay hands upoy 


then. - 
Wherefore there aſſembled-unto ſediriou; 
Eleazar, lehudeh, CheFron , | Schimeon, and 
Chiskihs, young men of- the Nobles of Icru- 
ſale. Eſeazay vvith his company took the 
Temple , and the-Courrs abour ji:, appoint. 
ing of his men, ſome to be ſpies, ſometo 
keep vvatch and vvard aboutthe Temple of 
the Lord. . 

But Iohochanay, vvho becauſe of the great 
reſort of. people unto him, vvas ſtronger then 
Eleazer,he took the marker place and ſtreets, 
the loyver partof the city. | 

Then Schimeon the Teruſolimite, rook the 
higheſt part of the Tovyn, vvherefore his 
men annoyed Iebochanaps part ſore with 
Slings and Crofle-bowes. 

Berween theſe three there-was alſo mo 
cruel bartels in Icruſalem for the ſpace of four 
daics, withvut ceaſing for any breathing, and 
every day were very many {lain, fo thar the 
blood of the Iewes that were then ſlain, ran 
in every place moſt abundantly, rhrough the 
Marker places and ſtreets, yea even to the 
Temple of the Lord, like unto a flood that 
had come of great ſhowres; and unto the 
_ threſholds of the gatcs of the Temple, the 
dead bodies overwhelmed one another by 
heaps, for no man buried them, Iehochanan 
having 
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M having the middle part of the Town, had 


Schimeon on the one fide him, and Elea;ar 
an Lomet..-.:., | 

But: Schimeon had the beſt place, from 
whence he might annoy both 7ehochanan and 
Eleazay. Eleazar did alſo what he could to 
endamage Schimeon. And Iehochanay that 
was inthe middeſt, encombered them both; 
notwithſtanding to little purpoſe ; For Schi- 
meons company flung ſtones, and ſhor at 
them ſore : but when as Fehochanans parr 
flung likewiſe at them, the ſtones rebounded 
back upon themſelves. Thus amongſt theſe 
three.the battel was ſore,and encreaſed every 
day, that all men were in great terrour and 


* fear thereof. 


Then aſſembled to the Temple much peo- 
ple of the Prieſts and Elders; beſceching 
theſe Inteſtine and Domeſtical enemies; not 
to pollute and defile rhe Temple with their 
ſlaughters,and were almoſt all flain for theit 
labor. The ſame day was ſlainthe Pricſt Aran? 
and Foſa4 a Prieſt, both of the chiefeſt Prieſts. 
-*: 1400 the moſt fairhful Propher of the 

ora; TOEIE . ; 

Then had the continual Sacrifice ceaſed 
26, dayes : for cver until that rime,was there 
ſome good men or other of Jerufalem, that 
offered alway ſacrifice tothe Lord.

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ir, and the Prieſts laid the ſacrifice upon. the 
Alrar, the ſeditious would rumupon himand 
kill him, that their Prieſts bodies andtheir 
cattel that they would have ſacrificed, ſhonld 
fall dead ro the ground together. Thiey thar 


reſorted alſo out of the Country of Jeruſa- 
lem for devorions ſake, the feditions- flew, 
and utterly deſtroyed them, that almoſt no 
one of them was left alive. 

Moreover, the dead bodies of men lay caſt 
in the temple-; and that without number 
troad under the feet : yea, the dead body of 
che Prieſt that was offering ſacrifice , lay up- 
on the carth rogether with his offering. And 
when any man would offer any ſacrifice, 
ſtraight way one or other of the Scditious 
would ſtep to him and kill him, that rhe 
blood of the ſacrifice and facrificer, ſhould be 
mingled together ; Infomuch thar the pave- 
menr ofthe temple being all of marble , was 
made ſo ſlippery with the blood and far of 
them that were ſlain , that no man could go 
upon it without falling. And the Prieſt 
ſhould no ſooner lay hands on the ſacrifice, 
but he was ſlain , and ſtraight another dead 
body ſhould fall upon hm, ftranger or 
other, they ſpared none : So thus the dead 
bodics of the good and bad , clean and un- 
clean, wicked and vertuous, thiefe and truc 


man, lay one upon another, and their blood

' Ik came to paſs then, that the externall 
wars. pauſed , and inteſtine civil, wars retur- 
ned; moſt terribly amongſt rhe ſeditiqus at 
Jeruſalem. Fox ypon the firſt day ofthe high 
ſolemn feaſt of Paſſeover, Captain Iehochaxan 
and. his men; came into the temple of the 
Lord , where he was honourably: received 
of the Prieſts and Elders, with the reſt ofthe 
commonalty. And.when they were within, 
they caſt off their upper garments, under 
which-chey, were armed with.coares of fence, 
and {words tyed. to their thighs., Afterthas 
they, beſet the doors ,. and. laid hold, of the 
Prieſts, ſlew them andithe people alſo, their 
hearts wereſo,cruclly bent againſt their bre> 
thren, ; neither regarding the reverent coun- 
tcnances of old men, 'nor inclining to the 
prayers ofthemethatbeſought chem, without 
paring wamen or children. , no not. the ſuck- 
Ing babes, ' 

- Ebis done, Jehachanenſtood up.and-openly 
proteſted, that neicher Schimeon nor Eledigr, 
MA banter irs 


nor any of the reſt ofthe Caprains of the ſedi- 
tious, nor any man clſc, ſhould have the 
ſoveraighty in that city but he. Then other 
hearing that Tehorhenan had wronght ſuch 
diſpleaſure tothe people of God in the rem- 
ple, roſe rogerther , and ſlew very many of 
Iehochanans. part ; but in the mean ſeaſon, 
what of the one.part , and whar of the other, 
the Iſraelites went to wrack , and were lain 
in great number, 

Tydings came to Titws, how the 7ews con- 
ſpired againſt themſelves, and flew one ano- 
ther daily ; whereat he rejoyced greatly, and 
came with his whole hoſt rothe town, where 
he found certain Iews without that had fled, 
becauſe of the rage of the civil wars. When 
they ſaw Titns, » came and befought him 
to enter the town, and deliver them from the 
cruelty of rhe ſedirious , and they would be 
his ſervants , for theſe wars had made them 
almoft weary of their lives. Yet Tits gave 
little credit ro their tale, although they made 
many words to perſwade him that it was 
true. For he remembred that within three 
days afore, he ſaw the lews fight againſt him 
eagerly, all with one accord, ſo carnecſtly 
one reſcuing and defending another, that no 
diſcord appeared ro be amongſt then : 
Wherefore he would nor truſt their words, 
in that they required ſuccour, and offercd to 
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yield. And as they were thus debating the 
matter, ſuddenly they heard/an uprore' in 
the rown, and wonderfull hurly burly ;ſome 
crying open the gates, and let T#ws come in,

Romans come: in. | Then. certain upon the 
walls called tothe Romans, {ſpeedily ro come 
untothe town, and they would then ope- 
the gates, thatthey might enter in'; requeſt- 
ing the Romans to deliver them from the ty- 
rany of the ſedirious, leaſt (fay they) we 
ſhould beall flain by the hands of theſe ravi- 
nous, and cruel! ſeditious perſons. The Rs- Il 1; 
mans therefore ran to the gates, andwhen Il b 
they approached nigh ro the walls , and were 
come within danger , the 7ews hurled ſtones 
from the walls, and ſhot arrows at them, 
ſlaying very many ofthe Romans. The other 
Tews alſo that were without the town , and 
had beſought Titss to deliver them from the 
hands of the ſeditious , began again to aſſailc 
che Romans that were gonetothe walls, with 
mach force, that many of them they ſlue, 
the reſidue they pur to flight, and the Zews 
followed the chaſe almoſt ro Aiel/6na. 

| Then the Jevs mockt and flouted the Ro- 
pays, Calling them freſh water ſouldiers,men 
of no experience, and innocent: fools , that 
never ſaw the trains of war before ; clapping 
alſo their targets, and ſhaking their ſwords 
: againſt 
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have turned back upon the lews: again, had 
nor-Titws cauſed the retreat to be blown. Up- 
on this, Ties aſlembledall his counſellours 
captains, and ſouldiers together, and ſaid uns 


rothem inthis wiſe. I have a ſufficient try- 
al, and underſtand well cnough your valiant-' 


neſle and courage (moſt worthy: men and 
ſouldiers) which far paſſeth the ſtrengthand 
man-hood of all other nations, and not one- 
ly imthis moſt excellent verrue do ye excel; 
butalſo in knowledg and fleights of war, in. 
wildome and forecaſt ye have been chicfof 
all other; Now therefore brethren. and 


friends, I marvel nor' ſo greatly at the Tews - 
ſubtiley and craft in their ſwearing to: you, 


forthe perſwading of a thing, and after keep 


not their oath : bur chis ſeemerth wonder- 


ful unto me, thar ye ſuffer your ſelves ſtill ro/ 
be deceived of them, and to be ſlain by their 
wiles. For all the wit ye have, could nor de- 
liver you out of their ſnares, but 'now yer 


again the third time ye have approached the” 
walls, and this is the third time ye have been” 


put ro. the foyl for your labours.” Andalt 
this cometh becauſe ye will not be ruled by 
me, bur tranſgreſſe your General and Lords 


commandement, But now: my brethren, 


take 


m'in mockage. The-Rowan Cap-! * 
tains ſeeing rheſe things, they rook»grear dif- 
daiar-the marter, ' and in' great ire would” 
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* take heed what ye do hereafter, it becomah 
ou not to diſobey my words, whichye 
vedone oftentimes. Do you not remert- 
ber a certain Noble man of our country, in 
the wars of © H#gn/ims Ceſar againſt the Per- 
ſtans, how he put his own ſor to death be- 
cauſe thar contrary to his Pathers command- 
ment (who was grand captain of the Army 
under Awgaſtss) he had fought with his enc- 
mies, yea although he killed three Perſians. 
But what ſpeak I of once? yea have of- 
rentimes ſer light by my commandments 
Skirmiſhing-daily with the Tews, and that 
withour all diſcretion, raſhly and out of or- 
der : whereby you may gather, your enter- 
priſes have no good ſucceſſle, If you conti- 
nue theſe manaers, it ſhall redound unto your 
own diſhonours. Wherefore ir were better 
for you to leave off theſe parts, and lay away 
your pride, contumacy, and ſtubborneſſe: 


which if ye do, things ſhall be in berter ſafe- 
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Much more.ſpake Titus to: his men, rebu- 
king them ſharply, not mentioned: here, but 
declared 'ar large inthe Volume that we writ 
unto-the Rowens, When he had ſaid theſe i 
words, his Princes and Captains fell every Il 
one proſtrate torhe earth, and beſoughr par- I 
donof him for theit raſhneſs, inthatthey had I ' 
ſo-unadvifedly and without order againſt - 
mince 
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minde. eacountred - with the. Jews. 

Then 7:##s taking pitty of them, pardoned 
them, requeſting them to beware hereafter 
that ehey commir nowing againſt his com- 
mandment, ncither in word nor deed, and fo 
doing,they ſhonld have his favour, aud avoid 
his diſpleaſure, and danger of death for the 
contrary ; bur if they refuſed to do it, he 
would norſpare any man whatſoever he were 
that ſhould cranſgzeſs his commandment, 
but put him to death, and give his body to 
be caten of the fowls of the ayre. They 
anſwered with one- voice. We are content 
with theſe conditions, and will do wharſo- 
cverthou ſhalt command us. 

After this, Titzs conſidering how earneſtly 
the Feruſolimites were ſet one againſt ano- 
ther, how they were become ſuch cruel enc- 
mics, that each of them conſpired others 
death : he cauſed the pits, ciſterns, and 


trenches that were about Feraſalem to be 


damn'd up and ſtopt with earth, that the 
waics might be levelled for his Army. This 
done, he encampt himſelf necres the walls. 

ainſt which attempt the Iews iſſued nor 
out of the city afrer their accuſtomed maner, 
to.pur them back from the wals, For Schimeom 
was otherwiſc buſicd, he had entertained ten: 
thouſand men of the beſt of the ſeditious 
lew:, and joyncd. himſelf ro: Faceb the Ede- 


mile, 
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wite, . Captain of nine- thouſand Edomites : 
with whom he had made a conſpiracy, ttrer- 
ly to deſtroy Caprain Fehochanan, And fer- 
ting upon him, - they compelled him to flee 
into the court 'of the Temple, where he re- 
mained in rthe'gate of the entrance of the 
Temple, with cight chonſand and four hun. 
dred good men of war, all well appointed in 
Jacks. | 

' EleaFaralſo was againſt him, and joyned 
with Schimeon, becoming an enemy to him 
that before had ſaved his life, and ſo they 
both rogether aſſailed Fehochanan, negleRing 
rhe defence of the Town, By this means 
the Romans ehcamped themſelves about the 
walls at their pleaſure, raiſing towers, and 


caſting trenches to plant their yron Rams to 


barter the walls. 
The common people of the-Iews, that 
were under the rule and Government of the 


three ſedirious Captains, namely Schimeon, 


_ EleaFar, and Tehichanan, (which although 
they were ill enough all, yer the tyrany of 
Tehochanay far paſſed Schimeon, and Schimeon 
was far worſe rhen ZleaFar, though Eleazar 
was the head Authour and firſt beginner of 
ſeditjon in all Iſracl,) were amongſt them as 
ſheep ready to' be killed, For the foreſaid 
fedirious caprains, flue rhe people ar their 
. pleaſures, ahd divided them into bands, caft- 
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ingthem into bands, | caſting:lotsupon-them 
ao ſhould have which, ſo a an0- 
thers men, and another man: his.. : And this 
did they not onely with their-own. men, 'bur. 
alſo with all the reſt of the people,.in. ſuck 
wiſe, that whenthe Romans made any aflaulr, 
then. joyved they together as one man to re- 
ſit the Romans: and when they had given him 
a repulſe, then would they return totheir civil 
wars,. and fall rogither by the cars among 
themſelves, =P OL : 

Extream and. dreadful was the civil con; 
fit at that ſeaſon, berween the. foreſaid cap- 
tains, and ſo ſore, that the blood ſtreamed 
down the channel our ofthe gates of 1eruſa- 
lem, like as a brook that runneth our of a 
fountain and welſpring. The Romans ſeeing 
it, were moved with much pity. ſo that they 
wept bitterly.But 7oſeph that was among them 
was ſtricken with ſo great heavineſle, . thar he 
burſt our into a ſorrowfull lamentation, lift- 
ing up his woctull voice in this wile. 

Alas, alas Jereſalem , the city of the great

After that 7:it#s went to view what way 
he might beſt aſſault the city, and as he devi- 
ſed with himſelf, he eſpicd a plain on that 
fide where the ſepulchre of Fochavan the 
high Pricſt was, whereas he ſtayed a while, 
and ſent one of his captains chat were there 
with him, called Njcazor, to Parly with the 
Fews, that were upon the walls, to move 
them to peace, willing him to ſay.thus unto 
them. Friends, my Lord Tits is defirous 
to ſpare you, and to make a league with you, 
that you might be ar quiet, and our of his 
danger of deſtruction , and if you be ſo diſs | 
poſed to conſent thereunto, T:tus ſhall make 
a league with you yer before night. Nicanor |. 


went and ſpake with the people in ſuch wile, - 
| . "8g 
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as Titus had willed him. The Jews gave 
him no word to anſwer, but held their peace, 
wherefore Nicanor {pake to them again, and 
as he was talking ro them, one from the wals' 
ſtruck him with an arrow, and killed him, 
Whercat Titus was exceeding wroth, that 
they ſhould ſhoot at his captain offering them 
peace, and his death grieved him marve- 
louſly : Wherefore he commanded ladders, 
brakes, ſlings, yron Rams, and other en- 
gines of war, to be brought to aſlaulr the 
Town. . So the fonldiers brought an yron 
Ram to barter the wals, and planted it upon 
a mount accordingly. 

The Jews ſeeing that were ſore afraid, 
wherefore the three ſeditious Captains joy- 
ned themſelves in friendſhip , and forthwith W'® 
opening the gates , iſſued out, and beat the tho 


Romans from their pieces and_engins, that 
were now ready addrefled, -ſerting fire on the kno 


ram, flings, andall the other engins, a few 
excepted, which Titus and his. men ſaved 
from the fire. | . 

In this conflict, the men of alexandris 
that ſerved Titus , behaved themſelves like 
tall fellows, inthe reſcuing of the ſlings from 
the Fews ; yet the Fews prevailed , and got 
the upper hand of them , till Tires came with 
a ſtrong power of picked men to ſaccour the 
Alexanarians, where twelve of the ſtonteſt 
Fews were {lain, In 
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In the fame Skirmiſh Tehochanay a Captain 
of the Edemites that came to aid the Tews, was 
ſlain by an CArabiax that came behind him, 
and track him with an arrow, whiles he was 
ulking wich rhe Romans that intreated him 
to come to them : For whom the Edomtes 
mourned and lamented fore, for he was a 
pood man of war. Thenext night certain of 
the ſeditions, chiefly of Ieborhanans and Schi- 
wears company, iftued our, and came to rhe 
three wooddentowers that Titus had erected 
before the walls, to view out of them the 
town , and to fee what the 7ews did ; where 
hehad alſo ſet both within and without, them 
for their defiance, a great garriſon of valiant 
ſouldiers, whoſoever were nigh the rowers, 
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camp. The Remans that were in thetowers, 
knowing nothing of the matter , and truſting 
to them rhat were ſer about the rowers for 
their afegard, flept all the night : Afﬀterrhe 
lews had thus flain the Romans watch, and 
putthem to flight , they came ro the towers 
with ſaws, and cut the feet aſunder, 6 
that they fell ſuddenly together with them 
Mihat were within , which were very many, 
adfluc themevery one ; Tis heating the 
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towers, was {ore afraid, and all the whole 
amy; and nor knowing whatthe matter was, 
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thoſe the Tews flue, the other fled to Titus 


aarum, and the craſhing of the falling of the 
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they durſt nor ſtir coward it, ſo the ew; re. 
rurned clear into the town. 

On the morrow , Titus brought his whole” 
power to the walls, and while the Tews were 
at contention in the town, he addrefled ano- WM 
ther iron ram, wherewith he ſuddenly ſtruck 
the utter wall,and battered it through:where- 
upon the people thar warded that wall, were 
forc'd to withdraw themſelves within the 
ſafegard of the ſecond wall. Then Titus 
commanded his ſouldiers ro' raze to the 
ground that wall that he had pierced , and to 
carry away the ſtones thereof , that there 
ſhould be no let nor hinderance to his men; 
This was the moſt ſubſtantiall and ſtrongeſt 
wall of all, thicker then both the other , and 
was builded by Herod : The Romans labou: 
ring earneſtly in the defacing of the utter 
wall, were ſlain in great number by the 7ews 
from the middle wall, before they could 


finiſh their purpoſe. The chiefe of the Jeni: 


perceiving that Titus had not only taken, but 
alſo quite pulled down the utter wall, -and 


how there was now but two.walls left about 


the rown, it went to their hearts, and made 
them look about them : Therefore the ſediti- 
ous began now carneſtly to think of unity, «FI 
concord among themſelves , ſo that rhey dr 

vided the rown amongſt. them into three 


wards. Jehochanan was appointed to ta 
| wat 
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ward thatis on the North part of the temple, 
beſide the Antochia , that part of the town 
that was toward the tomb of 7ehochanan the 
high Pricſt , was aſſigned to Schimeon ; to 
Fleazar was committed the keeping of the 
wall, Theſe exhorting one another to play 
themen , did valiantly reſiſt the Romans, ſo 
that the conflits then began to be ſore and 
thefſytard, The Romans for their renown and 
fame, laid on ſtoutly, and the 7ews again 
the ſWſtuck ſtiffely ro their defence, ſecing theirend 
at hand if they were ſlack. Titus now and 
then exhorted his ſouldiers to play the men, 
promiſing them-rhar would valiantly make 
any enterpriſe upon the /ews, abundance of 
gold and filver, and much honour withall. 
\MWThen fſtept forth one of his ſouldiers named 
Longinas, and put himſelf amongſt the routs 
of the Fews, that were iſſued our of the 
town, where he ſlew a couple of the chiefc 
Mot them, and preſently recovered himſelf 
2ain within the array of the Romans ; but 
the Jews ſhrunk not from the Romans; for 
they were in a fervent rage and wonderfull 
liſdain g and to further their courage , Schi- 
mon came to his men, and cryed unto them 
ith a' loud voice ſaying 3 for the reverence 
fGod (friends) flee not this day, whoſoever 
wth flee, let him be ſure he ſhall dye for it, 


ad his houſe deſtroyed. Y 
| T1 Titus 
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7] tus alſd admoniſhed his. to. heey rluy 
array , and not to give back to Schimen, 
Then. went he himſelf to thas part of the 
town Iehochanans ward was , there he cauſed 
an iron Ramto be planted, and bent again} 
the wall, (for there was a very large plain.) 
There was at that time incruſalem one called 
Kautor, who got to himza company of the 
ſeditious, and ſhot fromthe walls. into the 
Romans Army, where he flew very many, 
compelled rhe reſt ro retire. This Kanter 
with nine other tall fellows, whereof he was 
the Decurian, defended one part of the town: 
Now as the Romans bended the ram to bat- 
ter the wall, XKextor crycd unto Titus, I be- 
feechthce my Logd Titus, be mercifull unto 
this moſt famous City, thar is almoſt beaten 
down already, do.notdeface it utterly , bit 
take piry of the ſanGuary that is in it , and 
deſtroy not the habitation of the Lord God: 
Titus at his requeſt, commanded his, men t9 
ſtay, andto leave off battering the wall; 
Theh faid he ror Kantor , Came forth hither 
ro me, andthou ſhak ſave thy ſelf, I wil 
pardon thee, thou ſhalt nor be deſtroyed; 
Kantor anſwexed, I will ſee if I can perſwac 
theſe my fellows to: come with me ; but he 
did ic upon colour, for none orher cauſe,thes 
craftily ro trifle out time, whereby he might 
cauſe Titus to leave off the aſlauk tor a wa 
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So he ſpake unto his fellows which knew his 

mind, that the Romans might hear. 

Let us go. down and flec to the Roman 
amy $3 Then they drew our their ſwords as 
though they wanld kill him, and ftriking 
upon his hardneſs, he fell down tothe ground 
inthe ſight of the Romans, which were ig- 


horant of his deceir. Then one of the Ro- 


mans ler flye anarrow, thar wounded Kantor 
upon the face, and glauncing from him, flue 
another that ſtood by him : Then Kanter 
ed out, Whar do ye ? will ye ſhoot ar 
us that deſire ro be at peace with you, which 
yegranted your ſelves , and now will break 
your promiſe that ye made unto us 2 Is this 
the reward my Lord Titus that thou rende- 
reſt me, for going about to flee unto thee, 
that thy ſouldiers ſhould ſhoot at me , hea- 
ring me require conditions of peace ? Now 
thereforemy Lord, may it pleaſe thee to ſend 
hither ſome man of honour, to whom I may 
come down and receive aflurance of thy pro- 
miſe, to be as one of thine own men : Titus 
thinking he meant good fairh, ſpake unto 
Joſeph, willing himro go and make peace 
wich the Fews in his name, then to bri 
him unto him, that he might finde ſafeg 
of his life, from the common defiruction ; 
Joſeph anſwered , Why wilt thou ſend me 2 
Whar have I offended thee ? Have I not 
T 4 ever 
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ever done thee true and faichfull ſervice ? 
Therefore ifthou bear meiany good will of 
favour, ſend me not unto him whom I can- 
not truſt, For Joſeph miſtruſted. fome- ſub- 
tilty, knowing Kantor afore, So Tits (ent 
one Captain 1arus, who ſaid unto Kantor, 
come down and let us go together to Ceſar; 
ſon. 

Kantor deſired him to hold abroad his 
cloak lap, that he might hurle him down his 
money that he had there, (leaſt the Jews 
perceiving it, would rake it from him) and 
then he would come down. And as arm 
held up his lap to reccive the money that 
Kantor ſpake of, Kantor with all his might 
caſt down a great ſtone, which 1:arus eſpy- 
ing, lept aſide and ayoided : bur ir lighted 
upon one of his fellows, and flew him. Ti 
##s was wonderful wroth at this, and forth- 
with planted yer another yron Ram againſt 
the wall, and at length laid it flat upon the 
ground, 

Then commanded Titzs to make fires 
about the Wall, where the Jews ſhould 
eſcape by ; Kantor ſecing that, would have 
fled, and as he made haſt to eſcapethe fires, 
the weight of his armour :bare him down 
into the fire, and there he died, more deft- 
rous of death then life, | 

F1 Then 
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Then centred the Romans within the ſecond 


wall, againſt whom the ſeditious iſſued, and 
fought with ſuch vehement force thar they 
prevailed againſt their encmies, ſlue many of 
the Romans, and forced the reſt ro retire unto 
the firſt wall that they had beaten down 
afore. 

In this skirmiſh 77##5 himſelf took a bow, 
and ſhot at the Jews in ſuch wiſe, that nor 
one of his arrows . were ſpent in vain, bur 
that ir did ſome annoyance unto - the Jews. 
The Fews notwithſtanding gave them the re- 
pulſe from the Town, and they were nor 
able ro make their party good with them. 
Within four dayes afrer, came unto Titus 
anew ſupply of ſouldicrs our of all quarters 
for ayd tothe Romans, by whoſe help they 
prevailed againſt the Fews, at ſuch time as 
they iflued our df the Town, and conſtrain- 
ed ax: ro withdraw themſelves within the 
walls. 

Yer Titus pittying the miſcrable ſtate of 
the City, Temple, and people of the. Lord, 
at that time commanded his people 'to with- 
draw themſelves from the wals, and to leave 


off the aſſault for a while, that he might 


offer peace to the 7ews, to ſee if they would 
now be. content to ſubmit themſelves unto 
the Rewars, to have quictneſfe and reſt with- 
out danger of deſtruction, Wherefore he 
gave 
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gave them truce for five dayes : and upon 
the fitr day he came to the gate of the City, 
where he ſtrajghtway eſpyed Schimeon and 
Tchochanan together preparing fire to deſtroy 
the Rowans Engines of war : for all the 
Iews had agreed rogether with one minde, ſtill 
to withſtand the Romans, Wherefore Titas 
perceiving the Iews to be ſo deſperately bent 
that they had even vowed their lives trodeath, 
he began to offer and propoſe unto them 
conditions of peace, and ſharply to reprove 
and blame their obſtinate ſtubbornefs : ſay- 
ing, I have now. won two of your walls, 
and ye have but one lefr. Therefore, if 
ye will continue ſtill in this ſel-willed fro- 
wardneſs, what will ye do: (moſt miſerable 
creatures) when as I ſballarchievealfo the 
third wall, and quite deſtroy your City, pul- 
ling down your Temple and all. Why do 
ye nor rather favour and: ſpare your own 
lives, your wives and children ? Bur the 
lews ſet upona ſullen obftinacy, would in 
no wiſc hear Titas ſpeak. 

Therefore Titus ſent Taſeph to declare his 
minde unto. them in Hebrew, that they 
mighe ſafely credit his promiſes, and: the 
peace that was offered. /ofeph therefore 
went and ſtood over againftrhe gate, keep- 
ing bimfelf aloof off, far he was. afraid co 
come nigh the wall; knowing that the peopi 

atc 
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hated him, becauſe he had yielded himſclf 
to the Romans; He called therefore unto 
them aloud : hearken all-ye Hebrews and 
Tews, I will declare unto you that which 
ſhall be ro your commoditiez Then the 
people gave carunto Igfeph who ſpake unto 
them in this wiſe. 
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Oration of Joſephus to the 
Citizens of Feruſalem. 


SOu ſhould ere this (good people 
iz of Jeruſalem) have fought {o 
& © carneſtly, whiles your cities 
SEP - were yet ſtanding, and your 
* Land repleniſhed with people, ere ever 
* this miſchicf had lighred upon you. Now 
*© chat with murchers and ſlaughters amongſt 
*© your ſelves you have deſtroyed one ano- 
*ther, and polluted the Temple of che 
* Sanctuary with the blood of the mur- 
*©rhered, and not ſpared your own lives, you 
* are become few in number, a ſmall fort 
<* of you lefr, what hope have you to 
<< prevail ?. Again, you have provoked a 
<* valiant Nation, which is ruler over all peo- 
«ple, and hath ſubdued all other Lands, 
<& which alſo hath thoſe Nations in ſubjcRi- 
* on under him, which ſometimes raigned 
**over you; beſides this, you wage barrel 
<* with the Romans withour all diſcretion and 


* wiſdom, without any remorſe of this fa- 
*© mous 
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© mous City, without any. regard of the 
« Sanftuary of the Lord, without any com- 
* paſſion of your own lives:Neither yer do ye 
« forſake your purpoſe, for I, perceive you 
© continue in this ſelf will ro withſtand the 
&« Romans (till, which is nothing elſe thento 
© ſpread abroad this calamity further, both on 
*« che people of God,8: on his holy Temple. 
« Albcit, Iam not afraid onely for this holy 
«Temple, and moſt renowned City, leaſt ir 
« ſhould be razed and deſtroyed, but forthe 
« Sacrifices and burnt offerings, leaſt they 
« ſhould ceaſe as the daily ſacrifice is ceaſed; 
««* And why ? becauſe we have ſinned againſt 
*©0ur Lord God. Wherefore is his ſhad- 
« dow: departed from us, becauſe thar in 
© this ſame Temple we have kept wars, ma- 
« king it an habitation for the wicked,a taber- 
© nacle of ſcditious perſons : yea, even the

Then Pharaoh apparelled Sarah in precious 
garments , gave her gifts of gold and filver,

driven out by Abimel:ch King of the Phili- 


ftins, and had with him the bond-ſervants 


of his farhers houſhold, to the number 01 
800. and 18. with whom Abraham had dil- 
comfited five Kings, beſide many other more 
of his family , ſo thar he had been ſtrong 
enough to have invaded the Philiftines ;

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father helped him, and delivered him our of 
the hands of Phara4h.

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ſeven wals of Fericho by force of war, butall | 


onely with prayer, and with ſhouts and noiſe 
of the Pricſts of the Lord, our forefathers ? - 
Know ye. not that Prayer availed Gideoz, 
when as he with three hyndred men, van- 
quiſhed the whole hoſt of Midian, Amalck, 
and the people of the Eaſt ? If prayer had 


not helped him, I pray you what had three 
hundred men been able to do againſt ſo great 


a multitude £ Mark (ye fond people) what 
chanced inthe Covenant of the Lord, that 
the Philiftines took away. 

. Our fathers truely were not able to reco- 
ver it by their ſwords and force of Arms: 
but with that Prayer that the juſt men of that 
age made, the Ark was brought again unto 


his place. Conſider the times of HeFekies 


King of Fads, when as Sennacharib King 
of 4(ſur came up blaſpheming and rayling 
upon the SanQuary of the Lord our God of 


hoſts, breathing out the pride and malice of 


his heart. By what means was he over- 
thrown? Did our fathers overcome him 
by force of Arms? - Nay without doubt : 
but with prayer and ſupplicarion. 

For HeFekiah the King went and put on ap- 
parell mect for prayer 3: inſtead of a ſhield, 
he took ſackcloth ; for ahelmer;, he caſt duft 
on his head; and inſtead of arrows and a 
ſword, he ſer hand upor- prayer andſuppli- 
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cation. And the prayer that HeZekiah made, 


mounted (o far as an arrow was never ableto 
flee ; ſo that his own petition and prayer, 


overthrew 185, thouſand moſt valiant men_ 


of the hoſt of Senacharib, Furthermore, the 
King of Fuds, and King of {frael, and King 
of Edem, joyning their powers rogether, in- 
vaded the eHeavites, and ina wilderneſs and 
unoccupied and barren dry land, they were 
in great perill and thirſt ; what profited them 
cheir artillery and furniture of war 2 Did 
there not iſſue out for them ar the inſtant 
prayer of EliFeus, a Prophet and man of 
God, plenty of water in the deſart , a brook 
in the wilderneſs 2 Came itnot to pals alſo 
by the prayer of the ſame Elizess , that won- 
derfull hurly burly , a rumbling and ratling 
of chariots of war, and of horſes, was hcard 


in the camps of the Syrians , beſieging the 


city of Saw.ri4, with the which noiſe the 
Syrians being afraid, fled, no man purſuing 


. nor following them 2 Ye know alſo, that 


by the prayer of the aforeſaid Prophet , the 
famine and lack of vicuals that was in the 
rown of Sameria, was turned into great abun- 
dance and plenty, infomuch that thirty 


. Epha's, or meaſure of fine meal , were ſold 


for one peece of filver. | 
Do ye not ſee (moſt fooliſh men) how our 


fore-fathers hadthe viRory ever by prayc T ? 
v uit 
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But let uscome to the beginning again, and 


ſpeak of Moſes, what time as he held up his 
hands rowards heaven ; had not 1ſrael the 


upper hand of the Amalckites by his prayer ? 


Joſhua alſo by his prayer, Rayed the Sun and 
Moon in the fight of the people of Iſrael; 
and the Sun ſtood ſtill in Gibeor, and the 
Moon inthe valley of _47alen, rhat theeve- 
ning was changed into noon day , and ſo 
Iſrael vanquiſhed their enemies. 
Sampſon alſo that moſt valiant Giant, untill 
ſuch time as he had fianed, did not God ever- 
more hear his prayer, and ever he gat the 
victory thereby 2 After he had once ſinned, 
he decayed as any other mean perſon. 
Likewiſe King Sas], all the while he walked 
perfely and purely, his prayer increaſed his 
valiantnefs and ſtrength , but after he had 


once ſinned, God left him , and gave him 


over. | 
David alſo King of Iſrael, of famous me- 


 mory, from the time of his youth rill his laſt 


end, his valiantneſs never failed him ; and 
why 2 becauſe he always was helped by his 
re z neither would he ever fight againft 
is countrey-men and native people, when as 
Saul perſecuted him. Wherefore he prevail- 
ed againſt his enemies ; and becauſe he ab- 
ſtained to lay his hands upon his brethren, 

therefore afterward all nations feared him:

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Did not Aſa King of Ida, accompanied 
with a ſmall number of men, make an cxpe- 
ditionagainſt the Ehiopiens, and praying to 
the Lord God, ſaid on this wiſe ; We indeed 
know net what to do , but our eyes are bent ny0u 
thee, &6. Which prayer the Almighty did 
hear, and the vieory followed , fo that 4 
flue in the camps of the Ethiopians, ten hun- 
dred thouſand men. . Debora a Propheteſſe 
by her prayer , brought to pals great health 
it 1ſraed, E 
What ſhall I tell of divers other juſt and 
godly women, which by their prayers ob- 
rained many things 2 Tell me (ye mad men) 
know ye not what —_— King of Iwdea 
did ? he having wars with the Zdomites,van- 
quiſhed them, and led them priſoners with 
their wives and children, and Idols alſo, to 
Ternſalem ; then fell ro worſhipping of the 
ſame Idols, that he had taken from the E46- 
wites, {aying untorhem, You are they-rhat 
have faved tne, therefore do I worſhip you, 
and by you have I overcome the EZdomites. 
To whom whena Prophet of the Lord came 
and asked him , Why ſeekeſt thou, and ſer- 
veſt the Gods of that people, that were not 
able to deliver them oue of thy hand ? By 
and by he taunted the Prophet again, Lays 
Who made thee of the Kings Counſcll * 
whereforc afterthat, he was no pon 
endec 
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hended of the Prophet, for the Lord had de- 
rermined to deſtroy him , as it is written in 
the books of the Chronicles of the Kings of 
Inds, Therefore he was taken priſoner af- 
terward like a foxe , when he had foughr 
againſt Zozs King of 1ſrael in Bethſbemeth ,, 
and ſo was he compared to a low and vile 
thorn or ſhrub, and 7oas unto the Noble 
and high Cedar tree. Yea, allthe evils thar 
ever hapned unto us in any age, it came of 
our ſelves, for our Lord God is righteous in 
all his works, that ever he wrought upon 
us : Our enemies did us never ſo much 
harm, as we did to our ſelves, and to our 
ſclves. Ye wot, the Gentiles took the preci-. 
ous veſſels of our ſanAuary away to Babell, 
and brought us them again undefiled ; bur 
we polluted and defiled them our ſelves, and 
the temple alſo with innocent blood , which 
we ſhed abundantly within ir, adding fins to 
ins ever more and more , breaking the law 
with our evill acts. 

For who brought the Romans firſt againſt 
the ciry of Feruſalem, but Hircanws and 4- 
riſſobulus 2 For they being ar diſſention be- 
wwixt themſelves, and one hating the. other, 
called the Romans againſt this city, Who 
brought Antoni and Sofius, Princes of the 
Romans, agaiſt Jeruſalem, but Herod being at 


variance for the Kingdom with the houſe of 
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the Chaſmonanites? Who alſo called Nerg 
Caſarto reign overus 2 Did youit not your 
ſelves?. Now therefore why rcbcl ye againſt 
the Empire and Dominion of the Romans : 
If you will ſay,becauſe the Reman Prefident 
Edomews ordered you too bad : had itnor 
been meet rather to complain of himrothe 
Emperour, then to rebel againſt the Romans, 
and to make war againſt them 2 But yeu 
will ſay werebelled againſt Nero Czſar, be- 
cauſe he did us too much wrong. Where- 
forc then rebel ye now againſt Yeſþaſian Ce- 
ſar, a moſt merciful man, and one which ne- 
ver hurt you ? Or why make ye not peace 
with hys ſon to be under him, accordlng as 
other Nations be, that ye might live, and not 
periſh 2 | A 
Have ye not a fufficient proof of his cle- 
mency and mercifulnefle, when as he had 
cauſe ro be cruel upon no man ſo muchas 
upon me, which drew out my ſword againſt 
the Romans, and killed many of them ? 

Notwithſtanding neither he nor the reſt of 
the Romans have bs me any harm. Yea, 
rather they have beſtowed many benefits 
upon me : and although IT was in their 
hands, yet they have ſaved my life. I con- 
fcſſe, that before they had me priſoner, I 

would gladly many times have fled rothem, 

but I could never doit, for I was cver —_— 
4 : 0 
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of my wicked companions, leaſt they ſhould 
have killed me, and fo my death had been ro 
no PR But now I praiſe rhe Lord God 
without ceaſing, becauſe that for hisunmea- 
ſurable. mercies ſake, he would not ſuffer 
me to be intangled in the ſame miſ- 
chiefes that you be in. Neither would I 
wiſhto be companion of ſuch loſt unthrifrs 
and caſt-awaies as you be, which have ſhed 
the OY ot innocents in the Temple of the 
Lord. | 
Indeed if I had been with you, I ſhould 
have been void of all hope as ye be, ſeeing 
ye ſpare not your own lives, and your own 
contumacy and ſtubborneſle is made a ſnare 
for you...Sce I pray you, with how great 
miſchiefs you are laden. Firſt, the Lord is 
not amongft you, inſomuch that through 
the waters which you have made amongſt 
your ſelves, almoſt the waters of Shiloa fre 
dried up, which heretofore when the Nati- 
ons made war againſt you, flowed in great 
abundance, and ran over the banks on both 
hides, But you are overthwarrt rebels, that 
ever provoked the Lord God unto wrath, 
you have made flaughtcrs one upon another, 
ln the 'midſt of the Temple of the Lord: 
how can then the glory of the Lord dwell 
amongft you Know yenot becauſe of K#- 
14h and his congregation, the Lord ſaid unto 
| Moſes 
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Moſes and to his people : Separate your ſelve; 
from among thi congregation, and I ſhall can- 
ſume them in thetwinkltyg of an eye. 

But you are far worſe then they. For with. 
out all remorſe or pity, ye pull dawn the 
Temple of the Lord wich your own hands, 
8 your ſelves ſet fire on the Sanctuary, which 
moſt noble Kings, and moſt holy Prophets 
builded : and befides all this, ye neither 
ſpare your fons nor daughters. And al- 
though I be in the Romays Camp, yet Iam 
not abſent from you, for my moſt dearly be- 
loved wife is preſent with you, the witeo 
my youth, whom I cannot ſer lightly by at 
this preſent, alchough I never had children 
by her : but rather love her moſt intircly,W 
becauſe ſhe came of a moſt honeſt and godly 
houſe. My dear Fatherand Mother are alſo 
with you, very aged perſons : for my Fa- 
ther is at this day a hundred and three years 
old, and my Mother fourſcore and five : but 
the years of my life are very few, evil, and 
full of tribulation and ſorrow, about three- 
{core and ſeven, neither have I lived yet fo 
long thar according to Nature I ſhould de hi 
fire ro dye. | | | 

Now therefore, if ſo be you truſt not me, 
but ſuppoſe I have propoſed theſc things to 
you deceirfully, andthar thereis-no truſt of 
Titus Covenant and bond, or that his racy 
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hould bero your hindrance and diſcommo» 
litie : goto, if ir come to paſle, ir ſhall be 
wfull for you to kill my Father andMother, 


t-:nd my Wife. Yea, 1 ſwear unto you bythe 


Lord our God, that I ſhall deliver my life

Therefore let the Ancicnts of the ciry

yenot, but as hitherto the Lord God would 
you ſhould be afflicted and puniſhed by the 
Government of the Remars : ſo hereafter, 
he ſhall benefite you thereby, and do you 


you good , if ſo be you will onceacknow- 


dg and confeſle that all Dominion is chan- 


ved and altered at. his commandment, and 
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that God humblerh whom he liſt, and again - 


whom he liſt he ſerrerh alofr. Bur perſwade 
your ſelves of this, that as long as ye refuſe 
to be ſubjeR unto the Rowans, ſo long you 
ſtirr againſt your ſelves, Gods wrath and 
W figh diſpleaſure : and beſides char, defer the 
longer, and prolong your redemption and 
deliverance nor onely to your ſelves, bur al- 
btoyour poſterity. 
Now therefore my brethren, I thought it 


my part to declare all theſe things to _

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and ir is in your power to chooſe whether 
you liſt z for who ſo will, let him give ear 
unto me, and who not , let him abſtain from 
my counſell. 

. The people hearing theſe words and ſay. W"** 
ings of :sſeph the Prieſt , wept wonderfully, 
for they could have been content to have fol- 
lowed his counſcll. Ar this time Tis gave 
commandement to all the Romans, to ſend 
again the Tews that were priſoners, and the 
{laves into the City : By what means he 
ſhifted from himſelt the blood of the ſer-MM"© 
vants, and laid it upon the necks of their 
maſters ; for Titus took pity of them through 
Toſephs Oration, and his good counſell, The 
common people of the Jews defired nothing 
more, then to have come forth, and to fall 
at agreement, to make peace with Tits; but 
Schimeon, EleaFar, and lehochanan, Captains 
of the ſeditious, ſet ſtrong watch and ward 
at every gate, charging them ro kill all that 
ſhould go forth : Thus were many killed 
which would have fled forth ro Yites, and the 
city of Jeruſalem was cloſed up, and no man i 
could ger out nor in. In the mean ſeaſon W 
fell agrear dearth and famine in Jeruſalem, 
inſomuch that the ſeditious ſearched every 
mans houſe and ſellar for food. 

And becauſe a certain houſholder with- 


ſtood them , they killed him. Thus = 
calr 
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feale with all cthem-that dwelled ar Jeruſa- 
km, till che viduals in the rown was all 
ſpent, that men began co ſeek dung, and 
yery mans excrements to eat , by which 
neans much of the people dyed for hunger, 
" EWhoſoever at that time could ger any hearbs 
* Wor roots, mice, ſcrpents, or other creeping 

rorms (whatſoever they were) to cat, he 
was counted happy , becauſe he had found 
neat to ſuſtain and ſave his life withall , in 
that hard famine, and terrible hunger. More- 


» Mover, who ſo had any corn in ſtore that no 


manknew of , he was afraid to fend it to the 
nill, or bake ir becauſe of the wickedneſs 
ofthe ſeditious, leaſt they ſhould take away 
fromthem rheir ſuſtenance ; wherefore ma- 
ty did cate the dry corn unground in their 
lars privily. 

Ar that time alſo were exceeding rich men 
n Jeruſalem , which ſtole meare one from 
nother ; ſo that the father catchr meate 
ſom rhe ſon , the ſon from the father, the 
nother ſnarcht from her children, the chil- 
den likewiſe from their mother $ and ſuch 
5 fled out of the gates, or otherwiſe let 
hemſelves down over the walls in the night 
Wiſon, unawares to the ſeditious perſons, the 

Romans killed them wichout. This cvill 
cefore and diſtreſs increaſed-folong , that 


epeople had -devourcd all that ever crept 
4 on 
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on the carth , fromthe mouſe ro the ſpider 
from the newr to the weeſell , whereby ; 
moſt grievous peſtilence followed , that in 
numerable of the people of the Lord dyed 
and there was no man to bury them. 

When they chanced to finde any dea 
horſe, or other beaſt in the rown, a mar 
ſhould fee many lfraclires ftrive and fight fo 
ic ; inall points like to famiſhed ravens light 
ing upona dead carcaſs, fo that in ſuch con 


rentions very many were ſlain. Therefore 


when divers men with.their wives and chil 
dren, gat out of the city to-gather hearbstc 
cate, and chanced among the Romans , the 
Romans laid hold of the little children, anc 
killed them ; ſaying, We will diſpatch theſc 
leaſt when they grow-once to mans ſtate 
they make war upon us astheir fathers doa 
this day. So many as came out of the gatc 
of the City now and then, 'the Romans kil 
ted and hanged them upon gallowſes, ov 

againſt the gates of Jeruſalem, to the numbe 
of five hundred: Atrer the ſame manner $i 
won , Tehechanan , and EleaFar dealt witl 
thoſe Reamars, whom they could by any tral 
catch, even hanged them up upon the walls 
Whoſoever alſo they could perceive woulc 
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flee untothe Romans , they banged them likeW! 


wile over the walls tothe number of 500

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1+, Mouldicrs, that no man upon pain of death,

- MWilem. For hetook pity of the 1ſraelites, and 
ceaſed not to ſpeake friendly , and lovingly 
the /eroſol;mites ; ſothat he went yer once 
ain to the walls , and ſpake untothe Jews 
nthis ſort. | 

Hear I beſcech you the counſel of Foſeph, 
and come unto me that you may” live, and 
not periſh utterly. Spare your people: why 
I vill you gy_ them vexed with hunger, 

thirſt, peſtilence, & befieging ? Bur the ſediti- 
ous hearing Tit#s ſpeak, were wonderfully 
MY incenſed, and intended to add miſcheif upon 
niſchief, handling yet more cruelly the peo- 
ple of God. Moreover, they railed at Titws 
to provoke him to anger, that he might leave 
off ſpeaking to the people, which had now 
almoſt -loſt their obedience and fear of rhe 
kdicious. - 

Wherefore the ſeditious ſpake unto the Ro- 
#ys, It is better. for us to dye with hunger, 
MI and co be killed in this affliction, ſo ro come 
tothe blifs,, and light we hope for, then to 
lve, and feethe moſt holy Temple of God 
d&filed and deſtroyed. When Titus ſaw 
this, he commanded an iron Ram to be {cr 
tothe wall ro batter ir, that he might deliver 
thoſe poor wretches our of Schimern, Elea- 
Y 24, and Fehocharans hands, who held them 
n as Captives, Ar 
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At the ſame time as they creed that en: 
vine tothe wall, it hapned their was inthe 
Camp a certain young man whoſe name 
was Memazanin, ſon of CAmiohus of Mari 
donia, one of the Kings of rhe Grecians, who 
came at Yeſpaſiaus commandment to aid 7; 
tus, The ſame young man was very ſwift, 

ood runner, and a hardy ſouldier, but he 
lacked diſcretion. He came to Tits and 
faid, I cannot bur marvel ar thy ſouldiers 
that vanquiſh all Nations, and dare not ſet 
upon theſe Jews to kill them. 

Titus hearing the young King ſay ſo, ſmi- 
led and ſaid. How chances ir, that being of 
this judgement, thou buckleſt not thy {clf, 
and makeſt thee ready to do like as thou ſay- 


eſt 2 Why draweſt thou not outthy ſword 
to declare thy manhood upon them ? 
Wherefore the yan King inconraged 


himſelf, and called together all his Maceds- 
zian ſouldiers, then approached ro the 
Fews, and began to skirmiſh with them; 
ſhooting with their bowes and arrows apace. 
But at length the Tews handled them fo, that 
not one of the Macedonians, fave. onely the 
young King, which by his good foot-man- 
ſhip and ſwift running, gat away, and tc- 
turned to Titus, 1 

That Memaganin was of the kindred. of 
Alexander the great, King ob 
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which had che: Dominion . of ,the | whole 
world, and whom, all Nations and people 


ame WU ſtood inawe of. Foſephas the Prieſt deman- 
Uace-W ded of hin whoſe ſon he was ? He an» 


ſwered, I came of the ſecd of A!exander, E 
am the tenth from him. Foſeph ſaid, It may. 
well be as thou haſt ſaid, that :thou art of 
the ſucceflion- of £14lextander, for the va- 
liantneſſle of thy heart that thou haſt ſhew- 
ed declareth no lefle. Howbeir- thou ſhale 
underſtand that the Romans have done wile- 
ly to abſtain from the aſſault at this time, be- 
cauſe they knew they ſhould have to do with 
amoſt valiant Nation, which thou having1o 
well tryed, maye{t report and teftifie when 
thou art asked the queſtion. | Þ 
Afﬀeer this, Titze divided his whole Army, 
and layed them privily in ambuſhes round 
about the walls, He prepared moreover rams 
of iron to batter the walls. Of theſe four 
one-he planted upon the fide of the place 
called 4ntiochia,the Engine was thirty cubites 
long. The ſame night captain /ehgchanan with 
his company iſſued forth, and undermined 


. the ground under the wheels of the wagons, 
that bare the Rams, putting pitched boards, 


oyled, and done over with brimſtone, in the 
trenches under_the wheels, and: under the. 
boards, they ſpread leather, which likewiſe 
was ſmeared and done over with pitch,oyl, 
and brimſtone, Y _- , ou

 Thenthey ſet fire upon the boards, which 
burnt till chey came to the feerof the Rams: 
and they once ſet a fire and burng, the engines 
fell upon the watch that was appointed to 
keep it, being a aſleep, and killed them, 
Whereat the Romans were much diſmayed, 
and ſaid, it isnort poſſible we ſhould aſſault 
this City hereafter : for they have burnt all c 
our chgines of war, wherewith we have ſab- 7 
dued all other Kingdoms : ſo that nowof 
fifty iron Rams which we brought with us, W? 
we had bur five lefr, and the ſeditious Fews 
have burart three of them, what ſhall we 
now do, : How ſhall we batter the walls 
hereafter « "The Fews upon the walls hear- r 
ing their words flouted them, and laught n 
them to ſcom; Wherefore Titms incenſed IM 
wich anger, commanded the other three WY, 
Rams to be adrefled in the place of that y 
which was butnt. Inthe mean ſeaſon, while 
the Romans were at work, four young men 
moved with great zeal, whoſe names were, 
firſt Thopatins Galilens, then Magarnus Chebro- 
zita, the third Forminus Schomronita, the 
fourth Arivs Teruſolymita. Theſe all armed, 
iflued our of rhe Camp of the Romans, that 
then ſtood about their three Engines and iron 
Rams,deviſing how to batter the walls of the 
ciry,of whom, ſome theſe young men killed, 


the other fled. Then two of them ſtood at 
defence 
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tefence to keep off all them that approached 
ugh the Engines, while the other two, Jern- 


dwitenus and Schomronita daubed the tim- 
xr, with a certain matter which they had 
prepared to make it rake fire,and ſtraightway 
et fire upon them, ſo thar ſuddedly the 
Rams were on a light fire, Then they all 
four joyning together withſtood the Romaxs, 
that they ſhould nor come ar the Engines to 
quench the fire. Shortly the Rams fell down, 
and the R. mans ſtood aloof, hurling ſtones 
and ſtooting thick at them : for they were 
ifraid co COME nigh them, becauſe of their | 
preat fiercencſle, alchough they were three- 
thouſand men that kept the Rams. Yer 
theſe four ſet nothing by them, nor yet never 
went off theground, till the Rams were clean 
burnt up, ſhot the Roways never ſo thick ar 
them. Tz; hearing the valiantneſle of theſe 
young men, and the harms they had done 
unto the Romans, made ſpeed with his whole 
hoſte to ſave the Rams from the fire, and to 
zpprehend thoſe young men. Then forth- 
with idued out Schimeon, Tehochanan, and E- 
luzar, Captains of the feditious, with their 
fuldiers, ſounding their trumpets, and made 
the Romaans retire, that they could not come/ 
nigh the fire, and fo reſcued the four young 
men from rhe Romans that had cnvirone 
them round abour. 2 

In that skirmiſh were killed cen thouſand 
Y 2 and 
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and five hundred men. Then gatthered to 
gcther all che whole Army of the Romans: 
aſſault the 7ews ar once, approaching hardt, 
the walls of Jeruſalem, where they cryec 
unto the Jews, ſaying. Whar, are you oxc 
or Gcates, that you fight” on this faſhio 
upon the Walls 2 Will be raken in the 
midſt of the City, like as Oxen and 
and goates are taken in their folds ? if yebe 
men come forth and let us try our man-hoo 
' hereinchis plain. Fur you by ſtealth anda 
unawares ſet upon them that keep our En 
' .gines, ſnatching them up like as it wer: 
wolves ſhould ſnatch ſheep, then run awz 
intothe Town, as the wolves run-into the 
wood, It there be any manhood in you 
bchold we are ready here, come forth ro us 
ſo many for ſo many, and then we ſhall ( 
what end will come thereof, When thy. 
Captains of the ſeditious heard that, they 
ſpake untothe warriours that were in Jerul: 
lem : which of you will go out with us 
theſe dogs, to ſhew our force and ſtomachs 
for the ſanctuary & City of the Lord? Thea 
five hundred tall fellows of their own ac: 
cord, iſſued out uponthe Romans ſuddenly, 
flue eight thouſand men, and compelled tie; 
reſt to retreat from the walls, The Roma 
then felt whar valiantneſſe the Jews had, tot 
the Romays were in number fourty thouſand 
fighting men, and the Jews were onely fil: 
hundred 
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hundred, whereof not one of theni was kil* 
d in that Skirmiſh, 
The Romans afar cf ſhot at the Tews, and 
urled ſtones ; to whom the Jews ſaid ; Come 
Whither to us, are you' not they that called us 
forth, and provoked us to come to you ? 
why come ye not now neer ? you g0 abour 
Sto drive us away with arrows and ſtones. 
E'\Whar do you think us to be dogs, and that 
Me are afraid of your ſtones? Are we not men, 
Wyca, we are your maſters and betters, for 
ou run away from us as ſervants flee from 
Wiheir maſters, when they follow them to bear 
Wihem. 77s ſeeing his army part to be fled, 
and part to be ſlain, he cryed to his people, 
Wiying : Is it not 4 ſhame for you ye Romans,and 
4 wonderfull great diſhonour , to flee from the 
ews, ſo hanger beaten, famiſhed , a'moſt dead 
w thirſt, and beſieged * Alas, how (hall ye 
ju: away thes your rebuke, and ignominy * when 
wall nations, which heretofore ye have moſt va- 


UWlently ubducd , ſhall hear that ye flee from thiſe

; ; from their 


ded Jews , whoſe whole land we have in poſ- 
eſsion, ſo that they have nothing left but this 
wely town , which we have all battered , that 
Wibty have bot one onely wall to defend them- 
elves. Beſides this, they are wery few, we are 
inumerabl , they have wo nation-to aid them, 
we have help of all lands : Why then do ye flee 
feke, bike 25 ſmall impotent bird; flee 

rom the Eagle . What though the Jews vow' 
Ts. : and 
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and batard themſelves deſperately for their ten 
ple and land, wby do you not the ſame alſo in the, 

| wars, toget y0u 4 renown of valianineſs. 
» Bur the Jews prevailed that day , and had 
the upper hand z wherefore they returned 
into the town with great glory , having pur 
the Romans to ſo great 2 foil. Titus comman 
ded his ro addreſs and prepare the other two 
Rams that were left, ro batter the walls 
Jeruſalem withall : Wherefore the Remu 
Carpenters caſt atrench, ro prepare and ſe 
up the Rams within ir, in ſuch places as Tiu 
had affigned them. 

The lews were aware of it well enough, but 
winked at that matter as yet, untill they had 
planted the maſter beams between the ſtan- 
ding poſts. So when the work was finiſhed, 
even tothe hanging up of the engins berwixt 
the ſtanding poſts, to ſhake the wall withall;}ſ 
the Romans being ſecure and void of care, il 
nothing miſtruſting that the Jews would ftir,ll | 
becauſe they had been quiet a few nights,}il | 
and never iflucd forth of-the cicy : Vpon a 
certain night, a pretty while before day, thc 
three principall Captains of the ſedirious, il 
came and caſt their heads together, to devikeſh 
what they ſhould do. Zleazar gave this coun: 
ſell, and ſaid ; You twothe laſt time iſſued 
out, and burntthree rams, and got you 
renown, and1 kept thegates the while, a 
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keep. yethe gates, and I will iſſue out with 
= men againſt the Roways to get me a name 
alſo. 

Theother anſwered, go then a Gods name 
unto them , the Lard Godof the ſancua 
which is in Jeruſalem ſhall be preſent wir 
thee , but beware thou be not ſlain, andin 
any wiſe thou be not taken alive ; ro whom 
he anſwered , The Lord God ſhall keep me, 
for upon the truſt of the righteouſneſs of my 
father Ax the high Prieſt, and his ſincere 
ſervice unto God, I will ſer uponthem. 

Eleazar therefore choſe 100. valiant ſoul- 


diers , and with them he iſſued our of the 
town before day : The ſame night the Ro- 
wans had made fires about their engines 
where they watched, becauſe of the cold: 
The Arrtificers and ſouldiers that kept the 
watch and ward about. the Romans, were in 
number a hundred and fifty. The day was 
the 27. of the moncth of September , which 
was the ninth moneth that Tizvs had beſieged 
Jeruſalem. Eleazar and his company thus 
being iſſued. our, , came and found ſome of 
the Romans ſnorting abour the fires, other 
watching in their wards, killed them all, that 
not. one remained. Then ſome of EleaFars 
COPany ſer fire upon the rams , burnt the 
andi 


ng poſts, ropes, chains, and other in- 


truments of war ; the Artificers that were 


Y 4 there, 


bis TheWars of the Fews, 
chere , they apprehended alive and burnt 
them, ſorhatno man eſcaped. 

When it was day , Titus was aware of the 
ſmoke of rhe fire, mounting up very foul, 
and ſtinking of the wood and men together, 
he drew towards the place therefore with his 
hoſt, ro fee what the matter was : Eleazyr 
in the mean ſeaſon , and his company took 
as they might get, every man a piece of the 
engines out of the fire, or ſome of their 
heads that they had killed, and returned with 

reat joy , flouting the Romans, and laugh: 
ing them to ſcorn bythe way , till they came 
to the gates of Teruſalem, where they were 
received of Schimeon, and Fehochanan with 
great honour, 

Soon after this, came many ſouldiers and 

reat bands of men out of all nations, that 
were ſubje&ro rhe Empire of the Romans, to 
aid Titus ; towhom Titiis declared what had 
hapned him in thar ſiege , the ſtoutneſs of 
the 7ews, and how they had annoyed many 
ways the, Roman army, adding moreover 
an —_— them ; Did you ever ſee four 
men withſtand ten thouſand, and five hun- 
dred , \ſo that they altogether could neitho 
overthrow, them , nor rake them priſoners ? 
bur the four flue the other , like as' it: had 
beentops of Coucumbers ſmitten off with 
moſt ſharp fwords ? When they heard = 
Rs "MY they 
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wars. 

The graveſt and moſt ancient of the Na- 
tions that were newly come to his ayd, an- 
ſwered, If it pleaſe your majeſty, let the Ry- 
mans breath a while and take their reſt, which 


arenow wearied with the ſundry battels of 


the Jews ; and we, who are not ſo broken 
with labour, bur freſh and luſty, ſhall ery 
what the Jews can do, we cannot think that 
they are able to withſtand ſo greatamulti- 
tude. 

But the Princes of the Romans defired T;- 
tws that he ſhould not permit them this, leaſt 
he ſhould increaſe their own ſorrows, it per- 
adventure they ſhould be diſcomfited (ſay 
they) of the Jews and the matter redound 
unto our ſhame. 'For if we which are ac- 
quainted with them, and know their manner 
of fight, cannor ſuſtain their violence, how 


ſhall they do it that never had proof of the 


ſtrength and force of the Jews? They ſhall 
beto them like Hiſop which groweth upon 
the walls, in compariſon of the Cedar trees 
of Libayns. ' 

The

they wondred all very much. Then Titze 
ſpake unto his hoſt, and rothem which were 
newly repaired unto him, ro ſhew their ad- 
vice and beſt counſel what was to be done, 
leaſt we ſhould be aſhamed (ſaith he) before 
all them that ſhall hereafter hear of our 
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The other ſaid, nay, they ſhould do well 
enough with chem. And they urged Titss (6 


| Inſtantly, .that they conſtrained him togrant 


chem their deſire. Then Titus gave them 
leaveto ſer upon the Iews, thinking with 
himſclf,peradventure the Iews may be putto 
the.worfe of theſe men that will fighe vvith- 
out fear, not knovving the force of the Ievvs: 
for the Romars that have had trial of their 
ſtrength, fight fearfully and vvarily. So the 
Lords of the ſtrange Nations, choſe out of 
rheir Armies eighty thouſand men, ten thou- 
ſand Mecedoniens, tvventy thouſand Brittass, 
five thouſand Aramites, ten thouſand Afﬀri- 
cans, ten thouſand valiant Burgundians, five 
thouſand Redarans; laſt of all, ten thouſand 
Perſians and Chaldeans. Theſetherefore vvent 
into the plain vvhich is by the Sepulchre of 
Tehochanas the high Pricſt, and from thence 
made an aſlaulc upon the Iews that were upon 
che vvalls, ſetting up their ſcaling ladders, 
Tehochanan ſaid to Schimeon and Eleazar his 
rvvo companions, If you think good I vvill 
fue forth and skirmiſh with theſe uncircum- 
ciſed, to let them ſee what I can do. Schi- 
mecon anſwered, Jet two. of us do it, and the 
third keep the gates and walls, for thou 
alone-art able to do nothing againſt rhem, 
they are ſo many. Eleazer - allowed this 
advice, offering himſelf ro bear 1chochavan

company. Schimern bad thera go, ſayi 
che Lord of the Sanfuary give ee i 
your hands, and deal not with youatthis 
time according to your works. 

Then Fehochenan and EleaFar iflued with 


one thouſand five hundred good men of 


war, the ninth day of the monerh Teferh, and 
was thetenth monerh that7#2# had beſieged 
Jeruſalem, and overthrew of the Gemtiles of 
that hoſt fifty ſeven thouſand & five hundred 
men, beſides three thouſand whom they took 
priſoners : but of the 7ews were no more 
{lain in thar fight then onely ſeven, whoſe 
bodies with much rejoycing and grear tri- 
umph they carried with them into the rown, 
and buried them there, leaſt peradventure 
the uncircumciſed ſhould have miſordered 
them. The Gentiles that were left, with 
great ſhame and diſhonour returned unto Ti- 
ws, who reprehended them, becauſe they 
would not believe the Roways. The next 
day following, the ews brought forth the 
threethouſand Nobles and Gentlemen that 
they had taken priſoners, and plucked out of 
every one of them an eye, and cur off ever 
man the one hand, after ſent them back wir 


.ſhame and reproach to Titus Camp. 


Then Titas conſulted with all his Princes 
what were beſt rodo with the Iſraelites : and 
when every man had ſaid his minde, heliked 
never 
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never a mans counſel, bur ſaid unto them, 
Well, I have deviſed this with my ſelf, which 
I will follow, and no man ſhall bring me 
from my purpoſe : we will keep the ſiege 


without any aſſault or skirmiſh, for their 


victuals failed them long ago, and ſo they 
ſhall be famiſhed. Beſides this, when they 
ſhall ſee us ceaſe to fight with them, they 
will fall at variance amongſt themſelves, and 
kill one another. 

This counſel was thought good of all 7:- 
ius Princes, wherefore they beſieged the, 


"Town as Titus commanded, and cloſed up 


all the waies of the city round about, leaſt 
the /ews ſhould as they had done before, 
come upon them unawares, IT hey appoin- 
red moreover watch day and night, to take 
heed that no man ſhould come our of the 
Town to gather hearbs for their ſuſte- 
nance. 

Then encreaſed the hunger in Jeruſalem, 
which if ic had nor been ſo grievous, the Ci- 
ty had never been won : for the Souldiers of 
che Town were lighter then Eagles, and 
fiercer then Lions. There died therefore of 
the famine wonderful many of the Ferſoly- 
mites, ſothatthe Fews could not finde place 


to bury them in, they were ſo many in place. 


every of the town. Many caſt their dead folks 
into their wels, and tumbled in themſelves 
after and died. Many alſo made themſelves 
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graves, and went into them alive, where they 


tarried day and night and dyed unmourned 
for. For all mourning and accuſtomed 
lamentation for the dead was left off, be- 
cauſe of the unmeaſurable famine, which 
was {o-great that it cannot be told, and I 
cannot relate the thouſand part of the miſ- 
chicf that followed of the hunger. Titns 
ſccing the innumerable carkaſes of the dead 
that were caſt into the brook Cedroz like 
dung, was wonderfully amazed with fear, 
and ſtretched out his hagds toward heaven 
ſaying, Ler# God of Heaven and Earth, whom 
the Iſraelites believe in, cleanſe me from this 
ſn, which ſurely I am not the caiſe of : for T 
required peace of them, but they refuſed it, and 
they themſelves are cauſe of this miſchief, 
they have ſinned againſt their own ſouls and 
lives, T beſeech thee reckon it not to me for aſin, 
that the lews dye on this manner. 

Art that time; certain wicked perſons of 
Ternſalen {landered Amittai the Pricft fallely, 
ſaying ro Captain Schimeon, Behold , Amit- 
tai the high Prieſt , which did ler' thee into 
the city , goeth abour to flee to the rents of 
the Romans, Thou haſt experience of his 
great wit and wiſdom, how he alfo knowerh 
all the ſecrer ways into the rown, temple, and 
fanuary., and who can tell whether he will 
bring the Romans ſome night at midnight in- 

ro 
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tothe City ? Therefore Schimern ſent cer- 
rain to ferch Awittas and his four ſons unto 
him. 

| They that were ſent, brought Amittai and 
bur three of his ſons , for one was fled rothe 
Romans, and come to Foſeph, When Amitte 
with the other were brought to Schimeens 
preſence , he beſought him he might not 
live, butto. be put to death by and by, leaſt 
(ſaich he) 1 ſhould live ro ſee the death of my 
children. Bur Schimmeon was hard hearted,and 
would not be intreated , for it was Gods 
will that {mitta; ſhould be puniſhed , be- 
cauſe he was the bringer of Schimeon into 
Terwſalem ; and therefore fell he into his 
hands, which forgood, rewarded him with 
evill. Schimeen commanded a ſors of mur- 
therers to place Amittai upon the walls inthe 
ſight of the Remans, and faid unto him; 
Secſt thou Amuttai £ why do not the Ro- 


mans deliverand reſcue thee out of my hands, 
thee Iſay, which wouldeſt have fled away 


unto them 2 Amittai anſwered nothing to 


this, bur ſtill beſought him before his death, 
he might kiſs his ſons, and bid them farewell; 
but Schimeo» utterly denyed him. | 
Wherefore CAwittai wept aloud, ſaying 
to his ſons, I brought (dear children) 1 
brought this thiefe into this town, wherefore 
I am counted now for a th efe my ſelf : All

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the miſchief which is come upon me, and# 
o jo"s it is mine own doing, becauſe I have 
lronght this ſeditious villain into this holy 
Ciry ; Ithought then, peradventure he will 
hea help ro the crown, bur ir, is proved con- 
mary, for he hath been a moſt cruell enemy 
ot the fame. It was not enough for. us to 
keep one {editious perſon, TehochananT mean, 
which took ro him Zleazar, the firſt begin- 
cer of ſedition, but I muſt bring in alſo this 
wicked Schimeon , which is joyned to our 
foes to deſtroy us. Indeed I never brought 
him in for any love that I bare unto him, bur 
althe Prieſts and the whole multitude of rhe 
people ſent me to ferch. him 5 notwithſtan- 
ding, Iam worthy of this juſt judgment of 
h = » becauſe Irook upon me ſuch an em- 
age. 

What ſhould I ſpeak of thee, thou moſt 
wicked Schimeon , for whitherſoever thou 
Weurneſt thee, thon briogeſt all chings out of 
frame : Indeed thou dealeſt juſtly with me, 
MWbecauſe I have finned unto God, to his peo- 

ple, and his City, in that I have brought 

thee in, to be a plague to it, wherefore I 
worthy to be ſtoned. Notwithſtanding, - 

IJ | had been thy part, thou wicked murthe-

tands 'of the other ſeditious, for I have 
mought them diſpleaſure, bur ro thee _

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Yone good : Howbeit our God will nt 
alrer, nor change his judgments , which is, 
thar I ſhould fall into the {word of thy hand iſ þ 
for that I made thee to enter into this City, | tl 
wherein I offended God grievouſly. It 1 
had purpoſed ro flee unto the Romans,couldſ] tl 
I not have done it before I broughr in thee, n 
for at thattime bearedſt thou no rule overus, iſ b 
and before we called in thee, Fehochany 
with his ſedirion, was an ofence untothis city, 
Wherctore we perſwaded all the Ancientof 
the Town, that thou ſhouldeſt be an ayd un- 
ro us, to drive out ourfoes - but thou in 
whom we put our truſt, art become onrſiÞ ec 
enemy :  yea,thou haſt been worſethen they, th 
for the other pur men to death privily, thou te 
doſt it openly.

Goye therefore my dear ſons, and pre- 
pare us a place. O thar I might go before 
you : the Lord knoweth I would: do ir 
gladly. But ye my ſons, marvel never at 
this that ischanced unto us, for it isrio new 
thing. The like hapned before this, inthe 
time of the Chaſmmonanites, when as Antio- 
chus by his. wickedneſſe pur to death the 
ſeven brethren, young men, in the fight of 


their mother, which was a righteous arid

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godly woman, who chanced to finde this 
mercy at the Lords hands, that ſhe might 
kiſſe her ſons and embrace them, as they al- 
fo kiſt one another before they dyed. All 
they were put to death by the cruelty of the 
uncircumciſed King of the Macedonians : yet 
obtained they that, which is denyed at this 
day tous thar are put to death by Schimeoy, 
who hath the name of an T/raclite, who 
bearech . alſo the Covenant -of our fa- 
ther Abraham in his fleſh. And would to 
God it might fortune us to live in their Inne 
or place of reſt, which albeit it will not be 
granted, yer we ſhall be their neighbours, 
feing that we alſo. dye for the Law of the 
Lord. 

Therefore be of good comfort (my ſons,) 
and lament not for my ſake. : 'For I judge 
this my miſery caſter, and not ſo great as the 
_ calamity of Zedekiah, whoſe ſons were fiſt 
killed, then his eyes put out by the King of 
Chaldes, and he lived many years after : we 
arc ſo much the more happier in my mind, 
becauſe we ſhall dye together. 

Then ſaid Amita; to Schimeons ſervant which 
ſhould kill him, make ſpeed, I pray rhee,and 
kill me firſt before my children dye, then 
after kill them alſo, that we may dye togc- 
ther : for ſoit is more expedient for us, then 
to ſce the Temple of the Lord turned intoa

For thou art the God Al- 
mighty and dreadful, ler not this thief dye 
therefore among the people of thy paſture: 
but that his death may be ſevered from the

Tothe intent therefore that thy judgments

| dage. Ler him alſo be a curſe- before all 


that ſhall ſee him. Moreover, ler him per- 
ceive that my words and deſtiny is better 
then his, when as I gounto thee, in that great 
light which he ſhall be deprived of, 
Aftertheſe words, Amitai ſaid tothe ſet- 
vant who was appointed to kill him : I be- 
ſeechthee,let me finde ſo much favour ar thy 
hands, that when thou haſt flain my ſons, 
thou wouldſt kill me with the ſame ſword, 
while ir is yet wet with the blood of my 
ſons, thar our blood may be mingled, and 
this may bea recreation to my ſout. Kill me 


alſo inthe fight of the Romans, that they may 


ayenge me and my fons, upon this moſt cru- 
el Schimeon, they ſhall be witneſſes againſt 
him, that I was not their friend. But would 
God my matters were all in thar ſtare as they 
were before, for then ſhould they per- 
ceive me to be an enemy of Schimeons, and 1 
friend of theirs. Would God I had with- 


ſtood. 
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ſtood Srbimeon ar the firſt earneſtly, as T made 
war upon the Rowars, that'T might have a- 
voided his cruelty from the people of God. 
\ When he had ſaid all theſe things, he prayed 
before God Almighty, ſaying, © God which 
dwelleſs in the highe, thou oxely art moſt 
mighty aud fearful, open now the eyes of thy 
judgcments., conſider and judge betwixt me and 
ſeditioers Schimeon, whoſe malice i become un- 
meaſurable wpon the people of GOD, that he 
which ſheddeth the blood of them that fear thee 
inthe midſt of the Temple, may be rebuked of 
thee with rebatings, according to his works: 
make ſpeedy wengeance and prolong not, and that 
for the deaths ſake of thy Saints, for thy judge- 
ments are the judgements ef trath. 

Then Schimeon gave commandment tg 
four Cur-throats of his, that three of them 
ſhould kill Amitta;'s three ſons before their 
Fathers face, and the fourth ſhould kill A- 
 mittai himſelf, and ſo the blood of the ſons 
was | mixt with the blood of their father. 
Afterward Schimeons Servant took the body 
of Amittai, and laid it upon the bodies of 
his Sons, as his deſire was, then tumbled 
them over the walls : After that, comman- 
ded Schimeon that Chanacus the high Prieſt 
ſhould be pur ro death , whoſe body was 
caſt unto the bodics of CAmittai and his

Bur the 
e- MW fomans truſted them nor, thinking he had 
s WW ſpoken this for deceir, wherefore they came 
not ro help him. Schimeo;; upon this killed 
thadas, and the thouſand men which he had 
with him, and commanded their bodies to 
be tumbled over the walls, in the fight ofthe 
Romans. 

Then Schimeon cryed to the Princes and 
Caprains of the Romans, ſaying : Loe, theſe 
are Jehudas company,theſe would have come 
forth unto you, take their carcafes to you, 
and revive themagain if you can, or elſe de- 
liver the reſt which yet live out of our 
hands, 

Gorion the Prieſt , father of 7oſeph the 
Prieft, which wrot this book to the 1ſrae- 
lites, was at that time in bonds and pri- 
ſon, in a certain Turret, a man of great age, 
being a hundred and thirty , and no'man 
could come unto him, nor from him ; Joſeph 

; rhercfore 
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therefore went to the Turret where his 4: 
ther was kept , to underſtand how he did, 
He beheld alſo the Turret a far off, if he 
might eſpye his father , and comfort him, 
And as he paſſed by looking up tothe Tur. 
ret, the ſeditious hurled a ſtone at him, 
which hit him on the head that ir overthrew 
him. The ſeditious fecing Joſeph caft out of 
his chariot, determined to go down unto 
him ; but when Titzs had knowledg there- 
of, he ſenta great ſtrength ro help him up 
again , andtodetend him, that his enemis 
did him no wrong. 

The feditious going about to take 7oſeph, 
ſounded a trumpet very loud , which when 
Foſep:s mother that was kept in Schimeons 
houſe heard, being now very old, 87. years, 
asked whar was the cauſe of the hurly burly, 
they told her, thar the feditious iflued out 
at that ſhout againſt Foſeph to rake him : 
When ſhe heard thar, by and by ſhe run out 
of the houſe that ſhe was kepr in, and climed 
up the walls, as luſtily as though ſhe had 
been a young girle of x4. years old , tore 
her hair, and cryed out, weeping and ſaying 
before all chem thar were preſent ; Is my 
hope then cometothis © could Fever have 
looked thar I ſhould have overlived my ſon, 
and that I ſhould not be fuffered to ſee him, 
and to bury him ? I had truſted he _

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 14-M have burieq me, and that he ſhould hate 
- becna helpro me in mine age; and when my - 


whole family by the ſeditious was almoſt 
made away, and extinguiſhed , yet I ſaid, 
this ſhall comfort me. Now therefore what 
ſhall I do, when-T have none left ro com- 
fort me, of all my children that I bare ; for 
bearween the ſeditivus and the Gentiles our 
enemies, they have ſlain 18. ſons that I 
had ; and whart ſhall I do now from hence- 
forth , bur covert death , for I defire not to 
live now any longer 4 And how ſhoufd TI 
receive any conſolation , when I ſee my ſon 
dead, and I cannot bury him ? Lord that I 
might dye by and by , for I cannot live any 
langer, fince my ſon Foſeph is now dead. 
She went up yet further upon the walls, 
till ſhe camerto the Turret where her husband 
was in priſon, and ſtretch't out her hands to- 
wards heaven, crying with a loud voyce, 
O my ſon Foſeph, my fon, Where arr 
thou 2 come and ſpeake unto me, and com> 
fort me. The ſcdirious hearing her, laugh 
herto ſcorn ; but the Romans when they 
heard her , and knew of Foſephthat it was 
his mother , they wept and Iamented her 
caſe, and many of the Jews alſo that were 
in Jeruſalem ; bur they were fain to refrain 
it, leaſt they ſhould be perceived of Schimeons 
cruell cut-throats. =

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* Then 7oſephs mother ſaid 'to the ſeditions 
that were with her upon the walls, Why do 
ye not kill me alfo which bare oſeph my fon, 
and nurſt him 'with theſe breaſts ? Ye enc- 

 mies of the Lord have murthered him with 
other juſt and righteous men z why kill ye 
not me alſo * -God be judge betwixt me 
and you , that have killed my ſon guiltleſs: 
The ſeditious anſwered her, Canſt thou not 
if thou liſt , rumble down overthe wall and 
dye, we will give thee good leave ; wher 
cheu haſt done ſo, the Romans ſhall take 
thee up, and bury thee honourably , becauſe 
chat thou art Toſephs mother , who 1s their 
friend. She anſwered , How ſhould I do 
this evill unto my ſelf, ro kill my ſelf, agd 
conſtrain my ſoul to go forth of my body, 
before that God doth call it. ? if I ſhould do 
ſo, I ſhould have no hope leftin the world 
ro come; for no body will bury them, whom 
they perceive to have killed themſelves. 

Theſe and ſuch like , while ſhe reaſoned 
wiſely, the ſeditious heard and mocked her: iſ 
wherefore ſhe wept the more abundantly, 
ſo that the Romans and other godly men 
hearing her wiſdom , could nor abſtain from I 
vVEepIng. | Wan 

Toſeph vvhen he heard his Mother ſpeak, Wrhe 
he got on armour, and approached to the' op 
yvall, accompanied vvith moſt. valiant Ro- Witer

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nans , to.defend him from thearrovyv of the 
ſevvs, and ſpeak to his mother, TA 1 
Fear not. my dear mother , nor take any 
thought for me, for I have eſcaped the hands 
of the ſeditious, God hath nor ſuffered me 
wcome into their-hands : wherefore T have 
heard the words of thefe wicked counſel- 
ours, that adviſed thee to kill thy ſelf, and 
thine anſwer again torhem , which before 
hou gaveſt 'them I knew thou wouldeſt 
nlwer : God forbid , ſay I, God forbid, 
thar Foſephs mother , and the wife of Gorion 
hould conſent to the counſell of the wicked, 
Wherefore (my dear mother) be content, and 
trarthe yoak of the ſeditious patiently, and 
humble chy ſelf before them :* Neither flrive 
uinſt the miſeries aud calamities of this time, 
phichthou canſt not alter nor remedy. Forthey 
hall periſh, bur we ſhall ſtand and con- 
ine. | 
There were certain men of Jeruſalem ar 
thar- time, chat came to the gates, overcame 
the ward , and got out with their wives and 
children, and ſo eſcaped to the Romans, be- 
uſe they could no longer abidethe famine, 
ndrheiniquity ofthe ſeditious. They were 
aithfull Cirizens., and of great authority ; 
jhom when Joſeph heard of, he brought ir 
opaſs that Tits (pared them, and received 
Mem to mercy. - 
For 
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For Toſeph bare witneſs and reported of 
them, that they were noble' men of Jeruſa- 
lem ; whercfore the Romans received them, 
and gavethem food and fuſtenance ; bur cer- 
rain of chem could not brook nor take it, 
becauſe of their great hunger wherewith 
they had been long pined , and when the 
meat deſcended downiato their bellies, they 
dyed ſtraight. Their little chifdren alſo 
whenthey ſaw bread; they fell upon-it, and 
received irindecd with theirteeth , bur they 
were not able-to chew it, and dyed holding 


- the bread between their teeth. 


Titus ſeeing them dye when they taſted the 
meat, had pity and compaſſion upon them, 
and was very forry, ſaying unto 7oſeph, what 
ſhall I do for thy people , which affoon as 
rhey begin ra. cate, dye ſtraight way 2 7oſe)b 
anſwered, My Lord , I remember I haye

"Golden Scepters, and ſome of Silver, with 


other Ornaments upon their heads': he cal- 
led them together, and ſaid unto them, Lay 
away this gear, theſe things are they that 
provoked the Aramites and 4rabians to work 
this wickedneſlc, againſt theſe poor milſcra- 
ble ews which fled forth anto us, that they 
might live under our protection. The Cap- 
tains therefore and Princes of the Roman; 
hearing 7i##s commandment were obedient, 


and ſtraight laid away from them thoſe Or- 


naments of Gold and Silver. Tites allo 
gave commandment, that the reſt of the 4- 
rabians and Aramites ſhould be baniſhed the 
Camp, - and that no man hereafrer ſhould 
commit any ſuch haynous deed againſt the 
Jews, Nothwittiſtanding, when as any 4- 
7amite Or Arabian could ger any Jew far out

ther did ot aid any evil unto the Jews, ſave 
certain vngodly Ruffians, which had learned 
ofthe Aramites and Arabiens thoſe evil and 
wicked pranks * for they alſo when they 
chanced ro meet with' any 7ew one of the 


- Camp, if there were no rman by; they killed 


him andtook away his Gold aad Silver that 
lay hid in his bowels; Whit 
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When this came. ro- 7itss car ,, he com: 
manded to make proclamation in this vvile : 
Whoſopever he be that hath ſcen, heard, or 
knovvn any thing of this horrible deed, 
vvhich is committed of certain Romans upon 
the Jews z or vvhoſoever hath done any ſuch 
thing himſelf, let bim comeand make rela- 
tion Unto Titus, vvhich if he do, the matter 
ſhall be forgiven him, if nat, he ſhall bear 
the burthen of his ovvn vvickedneſs , and 
ſtand ar his perill, if any thing be proved 
againſt him hereafter, | 
Therefore certain Romans that knew with 
themſelves that they had committed rhe 
deed, and being afraid of Titus , reaſoned 
with themſelves thus : If we do. not con- 
feſle unto him the truth , he will by his-wiſ- 
dome ſearch out theſe offenders , and puniſh 
them-to death , Wherefore truſting unto 
Titus words of the ptoclamation, they came 
all, whoſoever had either done it himſelf, or 
known :other to do ic z and declared it to 
Titss, ſaying, This have I done, this have I 
known, this was I acceſſaty unto , and have 
not hetherro made thee privy thereuntos 
There were of them in number 320. men, 
that made this confeflion, all rhoſe Tites 
commanded to be caſt into hor Ovens, and 
to be burned. This done , the Jews were

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without any jeopardy, no man hurting them 
either in word or deed ; yea, ifany Roman 
found a Jew abroad wandring , 'he condu&- 
ed him gently and peaceably into” rhe 
camp. | 
' There was acertain Scribe of Feruſalem 
at that time , a fairhfull man, whoſe name 
was Menachen, ſon of Seruk the Scribe, 
whoſe' Anceſtours had ſerved Fſ/dras the 
Scribe of worthy memory, in Babylon ; and 
being a keeper of the leaſt gate which was in 
Jeruſalem, upon that {ide towards the brook 
Kidron, noted the number of the dead that 
were carried forth to burying by that'gate, 
and found they came to 115. thouſand, eight

rook it always from other men by force , till 
now at lengrh they were diſtreſſed with hun- 
ger themſelves , ſo that after they had eaten 
up all their horſes, they ear alſo their dung, 
and the leather of the chariots ; neither was 
there left any green boughes onthe trees, nor 
any hearbs, thar the ſeditious might ger to 
Catcs 
For the Romans had hewed down all the 
rrees, and cur down all the buſhes round 
about Jeruſalem , by the ſpace of thirteen 
miles, ſo that the whole field and territory 
of Jeruſalem was ſpoyled, which hereto- 
fore was repleniſhed with marvellous good: 
ly gardens, and moſt pleaſant Paradilcs. 
After that the Rowians made up another 
Icon ram, very terrible , this they bended 
ainſt che walls, to ſee if there were any 
ſouldiers left in the town, ſo ſtout as they

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were. in-times paſt : When the Captains of 
the ſeditious ſaw that, they iſſued our with 
their-companies againſt the Romans, and {luc 
very many of them in rhatsk:rmiſh.

wept in the-preſence ot the Captains , and 


of the ſeditious very bitterly, but they no- 
thing regarded ir. 

Toſeph therefore ſeeing that Titus could 
do: nothing with the ſeditious, ſaid unto 
their Princes, I maryecll nothing that this 
city tends to deſolation, and deſtruQion, for 
I know the end of it is at hand. Bur this is

Certain of the Prieſts. of thattime; and of 
the Nobles of the crown, with atber godly 
men, did wiſely. fee to-rhemſelves; and came 
forth to Titus, ſubmitting themſelves. to his 
mercy, and were received of him peaceably 
with great honour , whom 7i##s comman- 
dedto be conduRtcd into the land of Goſhes , 
where in times paſt the 1ſraelites dwelt in the 
days of Jacob their Father. , and Joſeph 
Lord of Ezypt. | | | 
Thicher ſent he them, and gave it them 1n - 
poſſeſon , to them and to their heires for 
ever after 3 commanding a company of the 
Calazes to ſafe conduct them, till they came 
tothe land of Goſhep. . 
Titus directed his letter alſo ro rhe Reman 
= Þ Preſident 
- \ 
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Prefiderit which' was ſet ver Bgyp# , to take 
pity of rhe Jews that he had placed' in the 
Iand of Goſhen, ro-fiiftaity and ſuccour them, 


'and-to ſee that no Reman nor other ifhould 


dothem harm, or annoy them by any man- 
ner of means. Many other alfo of the Jews 
coveted to'go forth'of Jeruſalem ,-but they 
were diſappointed ' by the ſeditions, thar 


' they could nor do as they intended. And 


who can rell whether they were entangled 
with their own fins, and deſtined to de- 
ſtruRion with their ſeditious brethren, when 
as their hands alſo were polluted with the 
cruelty and iniquity . 'ef the fedirious ? 
Whiercfore the ſedirious- cloſed up all the 
walls about the remple , that none of the 
Tews which were in Jernfalem might get oilt 
tO TH. - 
| When'Titus knew that many of the ew: 
were defirous to flee unto him , and could 
not becauſe of the ſeditious , he went again 
to the place where he was before, and Jo- 
ſeph with him : Whom when the people 
ſaw to be there with Titus, they fell a wee- 
our fins, and the tranſgreffion of aur fathers, 
we haye ſweryed out ofthe way, againſt the 
Lord our' God, for we fee now the mercy 
and gentleneſs of Titus, the ſon of Cſs, 
and that he raketh pity upon us ; bur what

Burt-rhe Romans were not haſty ta 
fighr in the dark, fearing leaſt ic might turn 
to their own harm. As ſoon therefore 'as it 
was day, the Fews divided. themſelves, and 
beſtowed their companies at the gates of the 
entrance, and fought like men. | 
Karilus arid Roſtins beſet the Temple round 
about, that not one of the Jews might eſcape

The Tews kept the gares of the Pallace, 
and if they perceived any man go about to 
eſcape our of the fire, or ro come down off 
che bartlements, them they killed with their 
ſwords.

In that fire was .a (certain Noble man of 
the ſtock of Kings, whoſe name was Zoxgi- 
aus, to whom the Fews cryed, 'and flouted 
him, ſaying, come hither unto us, that thou 
mayeſt ſave thy life, and not be deſtroyed: 
bur he durſt not; go our ar the gate, . fearing 
leaſt the Jews would Kill him. Wherefore 
he drew out his ſword, and thruſt himſelf 
thorow before their flices. 

Another Noble man alſo was in that fire, 
whoſe name was CA#torius, who looking 
forth from the rop of the houſe, ſaw one of 
his dear friends by Titus, which was called 
Lucins, ro whom Artorins called, ſaying my 
dear friend Lucius, ger on thy Armour and 
come hither, that 1 may leap down upon 
thee, and thou mayeſt receive me. If I dye, 
I makethee my heir, if thou dye, thy chil- 
dren ſhall inherice. my goods. Wherefore 
Lucius ran and held hislap open ar the houſe 
{ide, and L2rtoriusleapr down, and light up- 
on him with ſach weighr, thar they'borh dy- 
cd therewith. Titus'commanded the cove- 
"I nant

nant that they two made before their death; 


ro be written on a ſword with blood , and © 


their friehdſbip to be noted in the Chronicles 
of the Romans , that ir might be an example 
coall men tolearn true friendſhip by : Ar 
that time therefore the Fews revenged them- 
ſelves mectly well upon the Romans. The 
fire burnt till ir came to the Chiskiiahu King 
of Fehndah; and had almoſt taken the tem- 
ple of the Lord , which the Romans ſecing, 
fled out of the town , and got them to their 
rents, a grear part of them bring deſtroyed 
by the cruelty of the Fews, ſo that few of 
them remained : The reſt therefore lay ſtill 
in their ſiege round about the rown, -faying, 
We ſhall not be able to win the rown by the 
ſword , but rather we muſt be fain ro drive 


them to yield by famine, wherefore they 


compaſſed it on every fide ; Inthe town was 
now no vituals left. 

There wasa certain Noble rich woman at 
Feruſalem , of a noble houſe allo , whole 
name was Miriam, her dwelling was beyond 
Tordan ; but when ſhe perceived the wars to 
grow more and more inthe time of Yeſpaſian, 
ſhe came up with her neighbours to Feruſ4- 
lem, bringing with her not onely her men 
ſervants, and women ſervants , and” all het 
whole family, but alſo her goods and riches, 
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Whenthe hunger was grievous ar Teraſa- 
lem , and the ſeditious went from. houſe to 
houſe ro ſeck meat ; they came alſo tothis 
womans houſe, and took away from her by 
force, all that ever ſhe had, and lefrher no- 
thing remaining. By this means ſhe was op- 
preſſed with very great hunger , ſo that ſhe 
wiſhed her ſelf out of the world , bur her 
time was not yet come to dye : wherefore 
char ſhe might ſlack her hunger, and ſuftain 
_ her ſelf, ſhe began to ſcrape in the chaff 
and duſt for beaſts dung, but could finde 
none. She had one ſon, and when ſhe ſaw 
the famine wax greater and greater upon her, 
ſhe laid aſide all woman-hood and mercy, 
and took upon her an horrible cruelty : For 
when ſhe heard her boy weep, and aske for 
meat, which ſhe had nor to give him , ſhe 
ſaid unto him, What ſhall I do my ſon ? 
for the wrath of God hath environed the 
whole city , tn every corner thereof famine 
raigneth ; without the city the ſword kil- 
lcth up all , within we ſtand in fear of the 
ſcditious ; our enemies prevail without, in 
the town are fires, burnings, and ruines of 
houſes , famine , peſtilence, ſpoyling and 
deſtroying, ſo that Icannor feed thee my 
ſon. Now therefore my ſon, if I ſhould

Jews hearingthis matter, were wonderfully 

{mitren in ſadnefle ; yea,eventhe Governours 

of the ſeditious began ro ſtoop: when they 

heard of this, ſothar they all in a manner de- 

{ired death, they were ſo amazed art this hor- 

rible Act. Many therefore of the common 

people ſtole out in the night forth of Jeruſa- 
lem with all their ſubRance , tothe Romans 

Camp, and ſhewing Titus of this, who wept 

therear, and was ſorry for the matter exceed- 

ingly, holding up his hands to Heaven , and

crying > Xb0u: Lord God of the world, God of 
this houſe, t0 whom all ſecrets are known, which 
alſo knoweſt my heart , that I came not againſt 
this City 4s deſirous if Wars, but rather of Peace, 
which ever offered hem , bus yet the CitiTens 

thereof evermore refuſed it , althou:h 1 often- 
times intreated them. And when they deſtroy- 
ed one another by their civil diſſention, I would 
have delivered them, but I found them alwayes 
like moſt fierce and cruel beaſts , nothing ſparing 
thersſelves. And this miſchief is come now [0 
far, that a woman hath eaten her own flelh , be- 

ing driven thereanto by moſt extream-neceſſtty. 

I have heard, and my forefathers have told me, 

ill the power that thou haſt exerciſed in times 

paſt towards them and their Fathers., how thy 
Name dwelt amone ſt 
them ont of Egypt, witha firone hand, and 4 


ſtretched forth Arm,ont of the Houſe of bondage, 


t0 whom alſo thou dividedſs the Sea, leadeſt them 
through it dry, and drowned(ft their Enemies in 
the water ; after condactedjt thy people therow 


the wilderneſſe , and feddeſt them with bread 


from Heaven, that caufedfi Quailes to flye unto 
them , and broughteſt ont water 0:4 of the vock 
for them. At length thou broughieſt them into

beware of them. Moreover, thou didſt chooſe of 
them Prieſts to ſerve thee, and ts bleſſe thy people 
Iſrael; certain godly men amongſt them thin 
dreweſft unto thee, and in a fiery chariot thou 
da Carry them up 10 Heaven ; Thou ſmote#t 
the texts of the King of Aﬀur , and killedt in 
them 185 men. Theſe and divers other things 
have I heard of my forefathers, yea, and of Jo- 
ſeph the Prie#f 4 wery wiſe man: CAnd now, 
Lord God, this people which I have ftriven 4- 
2ainſt 1 would have ſaved, hai they truſted in 
thee , but thou [eeit they truſt nt in thy ſaving 
health, but in their own Sword. | | 
When Titus had fayed all theſe things, he 
commanded ro bring an iron Ram, and to 
bend ir againſt the new Wall which the Sedi- 
2105 had raiſed , rhat they might batter it 
down ; but many of the Nobles among the 
ſeditious came forth unto Titus, and made 
peace with him, whom he placed among his 
Chick men. | |

» IB bis Princes and Caprains anſwered; Unleſlc 
- Þ this Houſe be ſer a fire, thou ſhalt never ſub- 
» I due this people, in regard that to preſerve it, 
7 | they vow todie. . 
Notwithſtanding 7i##s would not hearken 
to their counſel, bur appointed ſome'of his 
own fouldicrs, and ſuch Jewes as had come 
into him to keep Ward, giving them charge 
topreſerve the Temple and Sani7num Sanito- 
12, leſt it ſhould be polluted. | 
EU The ſeditious Jewes that remained in Ferw- 
ſalem ſecing the Romanes depart from the 
Temple, and leaving Guards behind, they 
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ran upon them with their ſwords drawn, and 
fleyy every foul of chem: - Which 77eas hear- 
ing, he:brought his vvhole Army thither 
againſt the. Sedirious ,, and killed many of 
them, the reſt fled ro Mount S:1na7. 

The next day the Romans ſct fire on the 
Santtum Santtorum , laying Wood ro the 
doors that were covered over with gold; and 
then fyring itz'ſo afterthe gold vvaxed- hor, 
and the umber burnt, che Savtunm Senctorum 


vvas open,that all men might ſee it the 9.day 


of the fifth moneth, which-vvas the very ſame 
day that it was open alſo in the-time of the 
Chaldees : The Romans therefore ruſhing in- 
to the Sanctum Saniterum, gave agreat ſhout 
while it burnt, which-when Tzt#s heard. he 
haftened to quench the fire, and fave the 
SauGum Sauctorume, but he could not do it, 
becauſc it was ſer on fire in ſo many places: 
thereupon Titus cryed untathem, that they 
ſhould forbear, but they would not hear him: 
For as a vehement floud of Waters breaketh 
throughall things, and drives, them down 
before it, ſo with ſuch a furious violence the 
Gentiles ruſhed upon the Lords Temple , 
rhe fire flaming every where out of mea- 
lure. 

- When Titss ſaw he could not reſtrain them 
from the SaniZum Sauctoruns wich _— he 

rew 
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drew ont. his Sword, blaming the.Capraines 
of his own, people , and others that vvere 
not Romans he killed, and. hecryed out fo 
long and {a loud upon them, that he he was 
grown hoarſc. ; 

T he Prieſts thar were within the SaniZam 
Sanfforum vvithſtood the Romans. ſtoutly, 
ll rhey were able no longer toliftup cheir 
hands : Wherefore when they ſaw there 
was no other ſafeguard lefc, they leaped ir- 


Mto the fire, and divers other Tews with them, 


and ſo burn: all rogether, ſaying, What ſbould 
we live any longer now there is n0 Temple ? Yet 
Titus ceaſed nor to ſtrike the people, and 
chaſe -chem from the Temple, and being 
grown ſo weary, thar all his ſtrength fail'd 
him, he feil upon the ground , and forbore 
crying upon them any further. 

After that the Saudum Santtorum was 
burnt, Tit#s aroſe, and entring thereinto, he 
ſaw the glory and magnificence thereof, and 
believed it was the houſe of the Lord ; for 
5 yet the fire had not conſumed all , there- 
tore he ſaid : 

Now I well perceive that this is no other then 
the Houſe of God, aud the dwelling of the King 
of Heaven, neither was it for nonzht that the 
Jews ſtood ſo earneſtly in defence thereof . nor 
did the Gentiles alſo without good cauſe ſend =

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avd ſilver to this Temple from the furtheſt pars 
of ys World ;, for pr. hrs glory of gn it 
for paſſeth all the Roman, and Gentile Temples that 
ever I ſaw ;, The God of Heaven, who & the Gul 
of this Houſe take vengeance of the Seditiag,

CHAP. IY, 


He ſeditious that yet remained at 
Feruſalem , ſecing the Sandtum 
$andoraumvco be burnt , they ſer the 
reſt of the Temple a fire them- 

ſelves, with afl the houſes that were filled 

with treaſure,and all ſorts of precious jewels, 
and where they knew there remained yet 
ſome victuals, they ſer ir alſoa fire, leaſt the 

— { *-4ns ſhould receive benefic thereby. 
Aﬀer.this the Rowans quenched the fire, 

and ſer up their idols and images in the Tem- 

ple, offering burnt offerings unto them , and 
blaſpheming , mocking , and railing at the 
lews, and their laws,in preſence of their idols. 

'  Abour that time aroſe one who prophelicd a 

lye unto. the ſeditious that remained yer ax 

leraſalem, exhorting them to playthe men, 
and oppoſe their enemies ; for now, ſaith he, 
ſhall the Temple be built by it ſelf , without 

— © humane hands, that God may declare his 

power unto the Rewens, who now glory in 
themſelves, to have overcome the Jews ; 
therefore if you fight ſtoutly this day the 
ee” | Tcmple 
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Temple ſhall ere&ir ſelf ; hereupon the 
ditious{crtfuriouſly upon the Remars, and (lu 


many 'of them, which made the Roma 


who had favoured them formerly , to ki 
them like ſheep. . 


Theſe things hipned., becauſe they gays 
credit to a falſe Prophet, and marked not 
the ſigns thar appeared formerly + For the 


year next before the comming Of 'YVeſpuſpan, 
chere was ſcena ſtar on rhtTemple & + ok 
aS if 4 man had ſb many drawn ſwords in 
his hands”; And the ſame time this ſtar 4p- 
ared which was at the ſolemn paſſeover, 
chat whole night the Temple was light and 
clecr as mid-day, and continued fo ſeven 
days together. Vndetftanding men knew 
well enough © that this was an ill augury, 
rhough others thought ir good. The ſame 
time alſo they brought a heifer for a (acti 
fice, which when ſhe was knocked down, 
ſhe calved a Lamb. 
Beſides , there was a certain' gate called 
the Eaſtgate, that was never opened no! 
ſhur , but twenty men had enough to do 
about it , and the creaking of the ginn and 
hooks might be heard a far off ; this gate 
was -found open without any mans help, 
and they could nor ſhur ir, till a great num 
ber joyned their ſtrength. - VT? 
Moreover there was diſcetned ' on the 
THIER __— - Sanctan 
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Santtam Santtorum , a wholenighr long the 
J facc of a man wonderfull terrible. 

I . There appeared alſo the ſame time, four 
1 chariors with horſemen , and grear blaſts in 
the Skie, coming towards Jeruſalem, In the 
F feaſt of wecks , the Prieſt likewiſe heard: a 
of man walking in the Temple, and ſaying 
the wich a great and wonderfull terrible voice, 
il Come let us 20 away ont of this Temple , let us 
hence away. 

But eſpecially there was one ſurpaſſed all 
| theſe ; a certain man in the City of a baſe 
degree, called Toſhus , began to cry upon the 
andlll feaſt of Tabernacles, in this wiſe ; -.A woice 
venſſl from the Eaſt, a voice fromthe Weſt, a voice 
new from the four winds of the heavens , a woice 
ry, 424inft Jeruſalem, awoice againſt the Temple, 
mel] « vizce againſt the bridegroom , 4 voice again 
cri-Ml the bride, and a woice apainſt the whole peo- 
wn, ple. | | 
| "Thus he cryed very oft, ſo that they of 
led] ſervſalem hated him, and ſaid unto him, 
nor Why cryeſt thou always this cry ; Bur the 
dof Governour of the Ciry forbad them to 
nd wrong him, ſuppoſing he was mad : There- 
arc fore for four years ſpace he never left crying 
1p, out, Moe to Ternſalem , and to the Sanctuary 
Me thereof. 

When the wars had begun, and the town 


Was beſicged, it fortuned as he wandred up- . 
. on 
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onthe walls, he added this alſo unto his cry 
Woe unto my ſelf , and with that a ſtone cand, 
out otan Engine from the camp , that daſh 
cd our liis brains. | 

Ac that time allo there was a writing found 
graven in anold ſtone, What time the building 
of the Temple 7 ws be brought to a four ſquare 
then it ſhall be deſtroyed : Now when the A4r- 
zi0chia was taken and razed by the Romang, 
and the Walls of the Temple were all brui- 
ſed, the ewes making ſpeed ro repair the 
ruines and dilapidations , without remeni- 
brance of that old Writing, they made the 
Temple four ſquare. Beſides theſe words 
were found in the Walls of the Sandtum Sar- 
corum, When the whole building of the Temylt 
[hall be fonr ſquare, then ſhall a King reign oun 
Iſracl, and that King and Reler ſhall reign ov 
all the Land of I(racl. Some interpreted this 
of the King of 1ſrael, bur the Prieſts ſaid, 

It is the King of the Romans, | 
The whole Roman Army being now come 
intothe Temple, and the Jews fled to Mount 
Sion, the Romans ſer up their Idols in the 
Lords Temple , and railed at the lews ; It 
happened, that there came down to the Ro- 
mans a lictle boy of the Prieſts from. Movnt 
| Si08toa Captain of the Wall, Keeper of the 
Temple, defiring himto give him ſome wa- 
ter , he taking pity on the boy, gore him 
| | OMe 
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ſome z the boy taking the veſſel the vvater 
J' vvas in; firſt drank himſelf, then ran away 
with the reſt : the Captain fade ſhew to 
run afterhim, but let him go of purpoſe. 

Once when the Romans were at their ſa- 
crifice with Titus, ſome Prieſts came and be- 
ſought him; that he would not kill chem, he 
anſwered, Why do you withto live now 
and nor rather dye with your brethren who 
have ſuffered death for Gods the ſake of this 
Houſe, whereupon he commanded. they 
ſhould be all ſlain. 

Afﬀcer Schimeon and Fehochanan ſent to Ti- 
tus for peace, he anſwered, this thing ye ſeek 
10 late, but how cometh it to paſs, that you bez 
your lives now being ſo, few, and that ye have 
waſted all things ſo deſperately : ye attire life 
and yet perſevere in your malice, Hill holding 
my Bid ſwords in your hands; have we' wot now 
1 tenyoir City, Temple, axd the Sanctum San- 

Rorum, what & there left for you to put hope in, 
My therefore caſt away jour ſwords, and. lay down 
your armour and then if you come tome, 1know 
what I have to do, peradventure I ſhall be graci-

" Scbimeon and Fehochanan anſwered We have 
ro ſworn by the Lord our God, who is God of Hea- 


vew and Eatth that we will never bear thy yoak 
nor ſerve thee, or make any peace to be ſubject to

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" mercy, 'w6 will take onr journey into the wilder- 
neſſe ; in granting this, we will report to have

' Tits; hearing this, was much incenſed and 
fajd, remains the pride of your hearts, and the 
Jardyeſſe of your neck ſtill with you, thongh ye

[worn to not endure our yoak | "3s 
Then Titus gave commandment eo the 
Romans that they ſhould nor omir any oppor- 
tunity toſer upon the ſcditious, and by one 
means or other, ro deſtroy Schimeon and Fe- 
bachanan, There was at that time, a certain 
man of the Kings blood, whoſe name was 
Serach,he accompanied with all his brethren 
and Sons that were there with him of the 
Kings blood, came down from the mount 
Sion to Titus, who received them honour- 
ably, and gently ordered them. 

When Zehochanan and Schimeon underſtood 
thar Serach and the reſt were gone, and had 
yielded themſelves to Tiras, they went and ſet 
- fire upon all that was in the Kings Pallace, 
that the Rowen ſhould have no commodity 
thereby. 

From thence they went to the Temple, 
where they found certain Noble men, and 
Captains, whom 73s had pur in — 

| about 
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{er-F] ;bout the Temple, of whom: three were 
chief : one Captain of the horſemen, che 
ſecond of the chariots, and the third of the 
foormen, bim they killed and cook his com; 
panion alive. This beſoughr them that had 
tken him, that-he might be broughe © 
$himess their captain : ler him (faith he) do 
with me as he liſt, and in this one thing ler 
me finde favour at your hands. They agreed), 
and brought him to Schimeon, who com- 
manded his ſervancs,as ſoon as he was come, 
to day him. Bur whilc he that was appointed 
to this buſinefle made delay, and killed hint 
not by and by, he whipe down off thehill, 
elcaped, and came to Titss : who com- 
manded him out of his ſigbr; being wroth 
with him, that he had not fought unto deark, 
rather chen co be taken quick. | 
But with the Jews was he wonderfully 
diſpleaſed, that they had ſo diſpightfully 
ordered his men : wherctore he comman- - 
ded to kill all che Jews, as many as could be 
tound, in the ſtreers of the ciry, whom he 
would have ſpared before, and cauſed pro- 
camation to be made rhroughone- all his 
caap for their ſatery. Then dyed many of = 
the Jews, fo that every place was full of 
dodies, The men of war of the Eds- 
mites which were with Schimeon, perceiving 
how the ataxter went ſent Embaſſadors t6 
D d 2 Titts 
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Titus to deſire peace, and to ſave their lives: 
which-when it came Schimeons car, he went 
unto them and flue the chicf of them, and 
rheir Noble men : the reſt of the people of 
the Edomites fled unto Tits. . From that 
time forth, Titus commanded his men to 
uſe no more cruelty tro .the Jews. Soon af- 
rer fled lebochavan and Schimeon, and hid 
themſelves in certain caves. 1 he reſt of. the 
chief men of the Jews thar were with them, 
ſeeing them now to be fled, came down from 
the Mount to Titus, and fell down- upon 
their faces before him upon the ground, 
whom Titus received gently ; As for the c- 
ditious that were with Schimeon and Tehocha- 
_ they fought till they all dyed roge- 
cacr, +54 2h | | 

Then came forth unto Titus one Teſhua a 
Prieſt, fon of Schaftai, the.- High Prieſt, 
bringing with him ewo Candlefticks of gold 
which were in the Sanctuary,. and the tables 
a_—_ with other veſlcls of filver and gold, 
and alſo the holy veſtures decked with gold 
and precious tones, all thoſe he gaveto Ti- 
tus, , who made him chief Prieſt over them 
chat remained, next unto. Joſeph the Pricſt : 
for Titus gave Joſeph authority as well over 
the Pricſts and-Levites, as over the whole 
people of the Jews. Then was Gorien the 
Father of Joſeph that writ this hiſtory, 

| brought 
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brought out of priſon, with-his wife and 


children ; among whom was one Boyian, 
—_ younger brother, he.was a very wiſe 
an 


godly Prieſt, by whom: God beſtowed. 


many benefits upon the 1ſraelites : for Titus 
left him at Zeruſalem, and rook himinot with 
him , as he did 7oſeph.' loſephs father lived 
after the city was taken, twenty monerhs, 
and dyed. They took alſo one Phineas. a 
Prieſt , who was keeper of the treaſure 
houſe, he bewrayed and deteted ro the 
Romans, all the treaſures of the Prieſts, and 
their veftments ; he gave alſo unto Titus a 
moſt precious oyl , with ſvveet odours, and 
perfumes, and garments alſo of purple, 
vvhich the Kings of the ſecond Temple had 
given. Wherefore both this : Phineas , and 
Toſhus vwvhom vve mentioned before, tranſ- 
preſſed the'covenant of the Lord, and offen- 
ded God , in that they delivered his Jevvels 
to the enemies of his people , vvhich rchey 
ought not to have done , but rather to have 


dycd forthe glory of the Lord, asthe other: 
Prieſts did, vvhich caſt themſelves into the 


fire. | 

Thus was the Ciry: of Fernſalem taken, 
with all the precious things that were there- 
in : And Tits went up to the mount Sion, 
took it, and razed the walls thereof,. Three 


days after, Iehochanay ſore vext with hunger, 


Dd ; leſt 
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left his place where he lurked, and: catne tg 


{its , telt down before him-, and kiſled his 
feet, ſaying, Save me O Lord King, Titus 


commanded him to be fettered with iron 
chairis , and when he had cauſed him to be 
cartied about rhe camp ſo bound, and to be 
mocked of all men by the ſpace of ſcven 


days , he commanded to hang him, and {0 


gor he a juſt end, and fit reward for his 

Afterward came Schimeon alfo forth of his 
den, being driven with famine ; he had put 
on Kingly apparel, and ſhewed himſelfa 
far off, to the Ramen hoſt ; who ſeeing him, 
wete afraid rogo to him, bur hecalled unto 
crhemn and askt for ſome Caprain: Then one 
came forth "and. faid unto Schimtorn, rell me 
who thou art, and I will not kill thee ; Sch1- 
men anſwered therefore ,, and told him, 1 
att Schimeen, thar feditious Caprain of the 
Jews, which have made you fo much ado, 
now I befeech thee , ſhew me ſo much fa- 
vour as to bring me to Titws thy maſter , 
which he did : Tis therefore when he faw 
Schimeon, he commanded him to be faſt 
bound, and to be led about the whole hoſt, 
thar he mighr be derided and mockt : Aﬀer- 
watd he was pur to a ſore dearh ; firſt his 
head was ſtricken off, -chen he was cut in ma* 
ny pieces, and caft unto dogs ; ſo he dycd 
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an abominable death , being puniſhed for his 
iniquity. ,. . | | 

' Thenumber of the ews , as well Citizens 
as others, that came unto the teaſt to Teraſ#- 
lem, which were ſlain partly by the Zomans, 
partly by the ſeditious., during the whole 
time of theſe wars, was known to be ecleven 


hundred thouſand , belides them: -whole 


407 


number was not known ;, onely, they were . - 


counted which were {lain and burigd 4 Be- 
ſides them, they alſo were nor reckoned, 
that after the death of 1zhochanen and Schime- 
on, dyed; with Eleazar the ſon of Apeni the 
Prieſt ; They that were led priſoners by 
Titus tO Rome, were lixtcen thouſand men. 

So Titus, with 7oſeph went to Rows, leaving 
Bonian Toſephs brother at Teruſalew:, who 
was appointed the chief Prieſt of theththar 
abode there ; for that did 7oſeph requeſt of 
Titus, which he performed. Theſcditious 
were all-lain,. in che battell which they rook 
in hand for the peoples fake , and the Tem- 
ple of the-Lord : They alſo that Tizus took 
priſoners , | were put to: vile deaths z for he 
reſeryed many to be mocking-ſtocks in eve- 
ry city , where he paſſed by in the way to 
Rome ; and in every town he commanded 
ſome to be brought forth , and caſt umtothe 
Lyops, ill they were all conſumed, 
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= Hcre were certain people at that 
> time, dwelling amongſt che moun- 
tains of Ararat, that were called 
"WS: Alanites, ' whoſe power Alexander 
King of «Macedonia fearing, cloſed them on 
every Gde. - This people although they had 
no knowledg of the uſe of Iron, nor Ar- 
mour , yetthis was there manner, -rhar one 
of them with a grear pole burnt alictle atthe 
| end, would purto flight a hundred good 
fouldiers , were they never ſo well appoin- 
ted, and armed Vntill this year they were 
always ſhur in, but now being oppreſſed 
with agreat dearth and famine throughout 
all the land , they ſent Embaſſadours to the 
people of Hurkas their neighbours, ' requi- 
ting'them thar they would open theſtraights 
of the mountains , that they "might come 
forth with their wives and children, to ſeek 
them food. VOM {= 234 *

Then after four years, of the raign 
of Cyras., after the houſe was deſtroyed , 
Ezra went from Babylon, with fourty thou- 
ſand in his company , and the 1ſrelite; were 
aflited and vexed under Cyrus forthe ſpace 
of 33. years. 

Then came Alexander the King of Mace- 
domis, and (luc Cyrss, and when he bad raign- 
ed twelve years, hedyed. After him came 
four uſurpers , which afflited the 1ſraelites 
158. years. Burt after that, the ſons of Heſ- 
moneni came, they luc thoſe uſurpers,and ta- 
king the dominion from them, raigned them- 
(elves 103. years. | 

Then raijgned one Herod, the Servant to 
Cheſmonani, who killed his Maſters, and 
their whole family, ſave one Maid whom he 
loved. Bur ſhe climbed up to the top of an

rod with Sofins took her, yet did they nor, 
difmanrle, much lefle deftroy her. Bur be- 
fore then the Kings of Baby/on ruin'd her 
after rhey had enjoyed her 13005. years cight 
moneths-andſtx dayes after ſhe was built.

Such was the end of beftcging . Jeruſalem, 
when there were none lefrto kill more,orany 
thing remaining for the ſouldicrs to get; or 
whercon they ſhould exerciſe their courage, 
for they would have ſpared nothing that 
they could have ſpoild ; Titss commanded 
them todeſtroythe City and Temple, onely 
leaving ſtanding certain towers that were 
more beautiful and ſtronger then the reſt, 
viz : Phaſels', Hippicos, an Mariamne, 'With 
the wall that ſtood on the welt fide, inten- 
ding to keep a Garriſon there , and theſe 
were left to ſtand for monuments of their 
ſtrength, and the Roman valour, which had 
overcome a City ſo well fortificd; All che 
reſt of the Ciry they ſo flarted, that they 
who had not ſeen it before would not believe 
it had ever been inhabited.
